Sirs: 


It is with great pleasure that | present to you the first annual report of the 
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CHAIRMAN’S MESSAGE 


During the first year of its existence, our Council, 
through regular meetings, regional and provincial semi- 
nars and meetings with various groups, has been able to 
ascertain the needs of Franco-Ontarians in terms of 
culture and postsecondary education and what they 
expect from the Ministry of Culture and Recreation and 
the Ministry of Colleges and Universities. Our Council 
considers that meetings with various groups, consulta- 
tion with the public and participation on the part of the 
public to be most important. Many recommendations 
which have been considered by the Council and which 
are included in this annual report stem from these 
meetings and studies. 

Our Council is aware of important breakthroughs 
which have occurred in the realm of postsecondary 
education offered in French in Ontario. In eastern 
Ontario the University of Ottawa and Algonquin College 
meet in a fairly satisfactory manner the expectations of 
Francophones. Future improvements in the linguistic 
and cultural aspects of these two institutions depend 
more on the wishes of the people of this region than on 
government intervention. 

Nevertheless, in northeastern Ontario improvements 
should be made so that the French-speaking community 
may have access to postsecondary education offered in 
French. In general, the community colleges of northern 
Ontario do not meet adequately the needs of Franco- 
Ontarians. In some areas, the situation is unacceptable. 
A better co-ordination of resources and programmes 
should be developed. 

In the cultural field, the Council contends that in 
Ontario, French-Canadian culture is on an equal footing 
with English-Canadian culture and the culture of native 
peoples and that these cultures have a special status in 
Ontario while recognizing that the other cultural groups 
also have their place in our province. 

The Council maintains that responsibility for the 
promotion and expansion of French-Canadian culture in 
Ontario rests first of all with the Franco-Ontarians. 
Nevertheless, the Council is of the opinion that the 
Ministry of Culture and Recreation, through the employ- 
ment of competent Francophone personnel in the 
ministry and the adoption of appropriate guidelines, 
should contribute to the vitality of French-Canadian 
culture in Ontario. It would be desirable to see the kind 
of broadmindedness, traditional in the Ministry of 
Education and the Ministry of Colleges and Universities 


in matters of language, become more evident in matters 
of culture. 

Our dialogue with the Francophone community has 
revealed a profound desire to participate more fully in 
the official life of the province while retaining its 
identity. 

Franco-Ontarian life, present since the very begin- 
ning of the history of Ontario, has long been sustained 
through the sheer determination of Francophones to 
maintain their identity by means of private organizations 
and institutions independent of government institutions. 
The Franco-Ontarian group, by means of schools, 
colleges and universities, as well as cultural and social 
organizations and a strong parish participation, has been 
able to make a place for itself in a province where 
English is the language of the majority. 

However, Franco-Ontarians have always insisted on 
remaining full-fledged citizens of Ontario and on enjoy- 
ing their rights. For several decades, Franco-Ontarians 
have requested government legislation which would 
provide them with official services in their own language. 
This involvement in the official life of the province has 
been the source of some conflicts. However, since 1960, 
Franco-Ontarians have been able to obtain from their 
government, measures which permit them to begin to 
enjoy their rights as French-speaking citizens of this 
province. 

Since 1968 the Legislature of Ontario has estab- 
lished French-language elementary and secondary 
schools. The beneficial results of these measures are 
already apparent throughout the province. The level of 
schooling of Francophones has risen noticeably so that 
they may now contribute more to the life of the whole 
community. 

Anxious to better affirm their own cultural and 
social identity, the Francophones of Ontario now wish to 
increase their participation in governmental procedures 
and to see official policies which will benefit them in 
socio-educational, as well as cultural, matters. 

Our Council has already submitted certain recom- 
mendations with respect to cultural matters and is 
considering recommendations with respect to post- 
secondary education. 

The French-speaking community will have con- 
fidence in our Council and the ministries which the 
Council advises to the extent that the principal recom- 
mendations submitted by the people and approved by 


our Council are implemented. The importance and 
credibility of our Council among Francophones will 
increase in proportion to the concrete projects which 
will be implemented this year. 

In closing, on behalf of all the members of the 
Council, | wish to thank the Premier and the members of 
Cabinet for establishing our Council to make the 
Government aware of the needs of the Francophones of 
Ontario in matters of culture, recreation and post- 
secondary education. | also wish to thank the Honor- 
able Robert Welch, Minister of Culture and Recreation, 
and the Honorable Harry Parrott, Minister of Colleges 
and Universities, for the confidence and status they have 
afforded the Council and for the interest they have 
always shown in our discussions and the manner in 
which they have received our recommendations. 

Finally, | wish to thank the members of the Council 
for their active participation in the decision-making 


process of the Council. Their geographic distribution and 
varied expertise lead to enlightened and considered 
assessment of situations. Although the members of 
Council have heavy professional responsibilities, they 
have at great personal sacrifice attended regular meetings 
of the Council and meetings of committees. | also wish 
to stress the participation of the French-speaking 
community in our seminars and surveys. This growing 
interest of French-speaking people in matters of culture 
and postsecondary education constitutes valuable sup- 
port and encouragement for the members of Council. 

We hope that this first annual report fulfills the 
mandate given to us by the Government and will permit 
the proper authorities to implement the recommenda- 
tions which we submit in order to meet the more 
important needs of the French-speaking population of 


Ontario.

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HISTORY 


In June 1973, the Honorable Jack McNie, Minister of 
Colleges and Universities, sponsored a seminar on the 
future of all aspects of postsecondary education in 
Ontario including educational opportunities available to 
Franco-Ontarians. More than five hundred persons parti- 
cipated in this meeting at which it was proposed that a 
seminar on postsecondary education offered in French 
in Ontario be organized in the near future. 

In November 1973, the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities sponsored a symposium at Algonquin Col- 
lege in order to study the availability of postsecondary 
education offered in French in Ontario. One hundred 
and fifty participants recommended several measures 
intended to improve postsecondary educational oppor- 
tunities available to Franco-Ontarians. 

In April 1974, the same minister sponsored a third 
seminar at Laurentian University to study the open 
sector of postsecondary education offered in French in 
the province. More than one hundred Franco-Ontarians 
showed their interest in postsecondary education by 
participating in this study. They included representatives 
of the bilingual universities and colleges of the province, 
Francophone students, principals and guidance counsel- 
lors from French-language secondary schools, members 
of several Franco-Ontarian organizations and representa- 
tives of the Ministry of Colleges and Universities and the 
Ministry of Education. 

The participants in the latter two meetings were in 
agreement with respect to seventy recommendations 
addressed to the Ministry of Colleges and Universities 
and intended to improve postsecondary education of- 
fered in French for Franco-Ontarians. 

The most important recommendation formulated at 
both seminars was one which advocated the establish- 
ment of an advisory council to advise the Minister of 
Collges and Universities with respect to the requirements 
of Franco-Ontarians in terms of postsecondary educa- 
tion, culture and the arts. 

On the 23rd of July, 1975, the Honorable James 


Auld, Minister of Colleges and Universities, received the 
president of the Association canadienne-francaise de 
‘Ontario, Mr. Omer Deslauriers, and a delegation of six 
officers of the association, to discuss the establishment 
of an Advisory Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs in 
his ministry. The minister was in favour of the establish- 
ment of this Council. 

On the 25th of September, 1974, the Cabinet 
approved the establishment of an Advisory Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs responsible for advising the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities concerning all 
matters for which his ministry is responsible and which 
concern Franco-Ontarians. 

On the Srd of October, 1974, Mr. Omer Deslauriers 
was appointed chairman of the new Advisory Council 
for Franco-Ontarian Affairs. 

At the beginning of January, 1975, Mr. Georges 
Amyot was appointed to the position of executive 
secretary of the Council and the secretariat of the 
Council was located on the third floor, 880 Bay Street, 
Queen’s Park, Toronto. 

On the 15th of January, 1975, the government of 
the province established the new Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation. Responsibility for cultural activities and the 
arts was transferred from the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities to the new ministry and the terms of 
reference of the Advisory Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs were extended to make it responsible for advising 
both ministers (Culture and Recreation and Colleges and 
Universities) with respect to all matters for which the 
two ministries are responsible and which concern 
Franco-Ontarians. 

On the 22nd of January, 1975, the Premier 
appointed the fifteen members of the Council. 

On the 28th of February, 1975, the first meeting of 
the new Council was held at Queen’s Park, Toronto. 

On the 6th of May, 1975, Cabinet approved the 
appointment of Mr. Omer Deslauriers as full-time chair- 
man of the Council. 


TERMS OF REFERENCEIOR THE COUNGIE 


On the 5th of June, 1975, the Minister of Culture and 
Recreation and the Minister of Colleges and Universities 
approved the terms of reference of the Council described 
below: 

1. The Council shall be Known as ‘‘Le Conseil con- 
sultatif des Affaires franco-ontariennes’’ or the 
“Advisory Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs’. 

2. The Council will be composed of not more than 
fifteen (15) members including the Francophone 
members of the Council of Regents and the Ontario 
Council on University Affairs (excluding, where 
applicable, their chairmen) and other persons ap- 
pointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 

3. The Council will have a_ full-time chairman, 
appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 

4. The function of the Council will be to act as an 
advisory body and to make recommendations to the 
Minister of Culture and Recreation and/or the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities with respect to 
any matter for which their ministries are responsible 
and which affect Franco-Ontarians or with respect 
to any matter which one or both ministers may 
refer to the Council for consideration. 

5. In the exercise of its function, the Council shall 
a) consult, through its chairman, the chairmen of 

the other appropriate permanent advisory bodies 
to the ministers in order to endeavour to come to 
an agreement in the advice given to one or both 
ministers. 

maintain through the chairman liaison with Le 
Conseil supérieur des écoles de langue francaise 
of the Ministry of Education. 

maintain close liaison with the Franco-Ontarian 
community at large in order to be well informed 
of the needs of Franco-Ontarians in the fields of 
postsecondary education, culture and recreation. 
d) maintain, through the chairman and secretariat 
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of the Council, effective two-way communication 
or dialogue with the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities and the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation, especially with respect to the inter- 
pretation of existing policies and the formulation 
of new policies which affect Franco-Ontarians. 
provide, when requested by one or both minis- 
ters, One or more representatives to attend 
provincial, inter-provincial, federal-provincial or 
international meetings or conferences on subjects 
related to the function of the Council. 

The Council shall hold meetings at such times and 
places as it deems necessary and shall publish 
minutes of its meetings in the form and manner as 
jointly agreed upon by the ministers and the 
chairman. 
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. Eight (8) members of the Council will constitute a 


quorum. 

The chairman and the other members of the Council 
shall be paid such remuneration and expenses as the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council determines. 

The Minister of Culture and Recreation may 
appoint from time to time on the recommendation 
of the chairman such officers and other persons as 
are deemed necessary for the proper conduct of the 
business of the Council. Such officers and other 
persons shall be members of the Civil or Public 
Service and subject to the provisions of the Public 
Service Act. 

The Ministry of Culture and Recreation shall pro- 
vide the funds required for the purposes of the 
Council based on an agreed programme of activity 
submitted to the minister by the chairman for prior 
approval. 

The Council shall submit reports to the Minister of 
Culture and Recreation and the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities as requested by the ministers. 


THE POSITION OF THE COUNCIL ON 
FRENCH-CANADIAN CULTURE 
IN ONTARIO 


On the 2nd of November, 1975, the participants in the 
seminar on the cultural life of Franco-Ontarians 
approved a draft of a position paper on the status of 
French-Canadian culture in Ontario. On the 23rd of 
January, 1976, the Council approved unanimously the 
following position paper and the chairman submitted it 
to the Minister of Culture and Recreation. 


POSITION 
The Council states that the French-Canadian cul- 
ture in Ontario is on an equal footing with that of 
English-Canadians and native peoples. 


The Council is convinced that recognition of this 
equal status of French-Canadian culture in Ontario 
should be put in concrete form through the active 
participation of Francophones in the formulation 
of policies within the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation and in the implementation of policies 
which concern Franco-Ontarians. 


The Council maintains that responsibility for 
promotion and expansion of the French-Canadian 
culture in Ontario rests first of all with the 
Franco-Ontarians. Nevertheless, government 
should take measures to provide Franco-Ontarians 
with effective means to fulfill this responsibility. 


The Status of French-Canadian Culture in Ontario 
Vincent Massey’s declaration, as Chairman of a Royal 
Commission of Enquiry into Culture in 1964, conveys 
quite clearly the position of the Council on the status of 
French-Canadian culture in Ontario in 1976: 

“The greatest contrast between the American nation 
and ours is that the United States is a country of one 
language and one culture and Canada is a country of two 
languages, and, basically, two cultures. 

“Let me say, quite frankly and humbly, that it has 
taken us in English-speaking Canada a long time to 
realize that there are two cultures in this country and 
that our French-speaking fellow citizens were here 
before us. 

“‘It must be remembered that more than a quarter of 
our population comes of neither French nor British 
stock. We welcome the cultures which these people have 
brought with them; we value the rich contribution they 
make to our national life. We, however, have two 
founding races, French and English in origin; their 
languages and cultures having a special and permanent 
place in the national scene. This is an historical fact, not 
a political judgment.” 

The Advisory Council considers that the following 
statement, taken from the Summary of Volume IV of 
the report of the Commission of Enquiry into Bilingualism 
and Biculturalism, applies perfectly to the situation in 
Ontario in 1976. 

“Canada recognizes two official languages and the 
fact that it possesses two predominant cultures that have 


produced two societies — Francophone and Anglophone 
— which form two distinct communities within an 
overall Canadian context. In other words, the French 
language and culture have a special historical status 
which will never change, no matter how much the ethnic 
balance of the population is altered through immigra- 
tion. This means that any proposal which might present 
French as simply the minority language of a group 
whose members number more than the other minorities 
is wholly unacceptable.” 

Justification for the special status of the French and 
English cultures in Canada is based not only on historical 
reasons but also on the fact that Canada is a country 
with two official languages: French and English. 

Culture and language are such inseparable concepts 
that one cannot recognize the two official languages of 
the country without also recognizing the two cultures 
which are bound up in them. Even if in Ontario the 
French language does not as yet have an official status in 
all fields, it is the only language, other than English, with 
a special status. We, therefore, conclude that French- 
Canadian culture is entitled to special status in Ontario. 

The presence of French-Canadian culture in Ontario 
is affirmed by more than mere external cultural displays 
and the mere preservation of a heritage; it is expressed in 
a dynamic and characteristic evolution, in a life-style 
that is evident in daily activities. To the Franco- 
Ontarian, his culture is an individual and community 
phenomenon which expresses a way of life bound to 
language, family, and to various educational, economic, 
political, social, religious and artistic institutions. 

Franco-Ontarians welcome Francophones’ from 
other provinces and other countries as equals in their 
institutions and associations. This welcome is also 
extended to non-Francophones who wish to participate 
in French-language social and cultural activities or even 
to become integrated into the Franco-Ontarian group. 

The Council recognizes that the presence of a large 
number of cultural groups in Ontario is enriching and 
gives this province a multi-cultural countenance. The 
Council is of the opinion that multi-culturalism has its 
place in Ontario even if the cultures of the two founding 
groups and the native peoples occupy a special place. 


Responsibility of the Ministry 
Acceptance of the principle that French-Canadian cul- 
ture occupies a special place in Ontario should be put 
into concrete form in the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation, both at the provincial level at Queen’s Park 
and at the regional level. 

The Council believes that in each of its divisions, * 
the Ministry of Culture and Recreation should ensure 


*The divisions of the Ministry of Culture and Recreation are: 
1) Library Services and the Community Information Services 2) 
Heritage Conservation Division 3) Sports and Fitness Division 
4) Multicultural Development Division and Citizenship Branch 
5) Arts Support Division 


the active contribution of Franco-Ontarians by appoint- 
ing them to positions which will allow them to partici- 
pate in the formulation and development of the policies 
of the ministry and in the implementation of decisions 
which affect Franco-Ontarians. 

The regional office of the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation is of primary importance in the attainment 
of the objectives of the ministry. The Franco-Ontarians 
in Ontario should, therefore, have access to regional 
services provided by officers who not only are capable of 
responding to the linguistic needs of Francophones but 
who are also able to understand their cultural aspira- 
tions. 


Responsibility of the Franco-Ontarian Community 

The Council agrees with the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation that the Government's role is not to create 
culture nor to disseminate it. The task of creating and 
disseminating French-Canadian culture in Ontario is first 
and foremost that of the Franco-Ontarians. 

However, the responsibility for the vitality and 
development of French-Canadian culture in Ontario 
should not be left entirely to volunteer organizations. 
The provincial government should assume a part of this 
responsibility; in cultural matters it should grant to 
Franco-Ontarians a consideration which is not limited by 
their proportion of the population. As the culture of one 
of two founding groups of our country, French- 
Canadian culture should be provided with all the 
resources required for its full development. 
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Conclusion 

The position of the Advisory Council for Franco- 

Ontarian Affairs with respect to French-Canadian cul- 

ture in Ontario, presented in this report, leads to the 

following recommendations: 

1. that the Minister of Culture and Recreation recognize 
that French-Canadian culture in Ontario is entitled to 
special consideration on the basis of its equal status 
with English and native cultures 

2. that Francophones be appointed to senior positions 
in each of the divisions of the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation 

3. that the co-ordination of Francophone activities 
within the Ministry of Culture and Recreation be 
assured by appointing a Co-ordinator of Francophone 
Affairs with the rank and authority of an Assistant 
Deputy Minister 

4. that the Ministry of Culture and Recreation provide a 
Francophone presence in the regional offices of the 
ministry by employing officials who understand not 
only the language but also the aspirations of the 
Franco-Ontarians 

5. that the Ministry of Culture and Recreation provide 
financial support for Franco-Ontarian organizations 
in the field of cultural and social activities and in 
sports and recreation. 

The members of the Council hope that the Minister 
of Culture and Recreation will give due consideration to 
the views of the Council when formulating and imple- 
menting the policies of his ministry. 


PARTICIPATION OF FRANCO-ONTARIANS 


DIALOGUE FRANCO-ONTARIEN 

The secretariat of the Council, in consultation with the 
Council on French-language Schools of the Ministry of 
Education, organized the first Dialogue Franco-Ontarien 
‘75, which was held at Glendon College, in Toronto, on 
May 7, 1975. 

This meeting was organized because the programme 
of the English-speaking Dialogue ‘75 in May, 1975, did 
not include anything of interest to French-speaking 
students and French-language institutions in Ontario. 

The purpose was to facilitate the transition of 
Franco-Ontarian students from secondary schools to 
postsecondary institutions which offer programmes of 
study in French. Francophone students and their parents 
are interested in the financial assistance available in 
Ontario for students in full-time attendance at univer- 
sities and colleges. 

More than 90 guidance counsellors from French- 
language secondary schools, admissions officers from the 
bilingual postsecondary institutions of the province and 
representatives of the two ministries concerned parti- 
cipated in an exchange of information. 

In 1976 the Council secretariat has participated in 
the planning of ‘‘Guidance Dialogue ‘76’ which will 
include activities in French of French-language guidance 
counsellors and admissions officers. Dialogue ‘76 will 
take place at Carleton University in Ottawa, May 12, 13 
and 14, 1976. The programme in French will take place 
Wednesday, May 12, in order to permit the Francophone 
participants to follow first the programme in French and 
then the programme in English if they wish. 


SEMINAR ON THE CULTURAL LIFE 

OF FRANCO-ONTARIANS 

The Advisory Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs orga- 
nized a seminar on the cultural life of Franco-Ontarians 
at the Elliot Lake Centre, (Elliot Lake, Ontario) October 
31 and November 1 and 2, 1975, under the aegis of the 
Ministry of Culture and Recreation. 

The objectives of the seminar were to identify the 
needs of Franco-Ontarians in matters of culture and to 
formulate recommendations to meet these needs. 

The planning committee expected 75 to 100 parti- 
cipants but 190 persons registered and more than 200 
participated in the discussions. 

The Honorable Robert Welch, Minister of Culture 
and Recreation, gave the main address. He was accom- 
panied by Mr. Malcolm Rowan, Deputy Minister. 

The immediate result of this seminar was the 
formulation of some fifty specific recommendations 
addressed to the Advisory Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs. A draft of a position paper on the status of 
French-Canadian culture in Ontario was also approved. 

Among the 200 participants were Franco-Ontarians 
from more than fifty cities and towns in the province. 
Forty Franco-Ontarians participated in the programme 
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as speakers or study group leaders. The recommenda- 
tions are certainly the consensus of Franco-Ontarians 


who are interested in the development of French- 
Canadian culture in Ontario. 
After the Council meeting at Elliot Lake, on 


Thursday, October 30, 1975, the Council took adwan- 
tage of the opportunity to invite the Franco-Ontarians 
of the area to an evening gathering to become ac- 
quainted with the members of the Council. 


REGIONAL SEMINARS 

IN NORTHERN ONTARIO 

For several months, the Council had been aware that the 
services offered in French by colleges of applied arts and 
technology and universities did not meet adequately the 
needs of Franco-Ontarians in the northern parts of the 
province. 

Therefore, the Council organized four regional 
seminars at Sudbury, Timmins, Kapuskasing and North 
Bay, in order to determine the needs in terms of 
postsecondary education offered in French and to 
recommend measures intended to meet these needs. 

These seminars were held on four consecutive 
Saturdays, February 21 and 28, and March 6 and 13, 
from 9:00 am to 3:30 pm. Three hundred and five 
Francophones participated in the discussions: 125 in 
Sudbury, 55 in Timmins, 60 in Kapuskasing, 65 in North 
Bay. 

The participants were Francophone secondary and 
postsecondary students, French-language secondary 
school teachers, spokesmen from the colleges, univer- 
sities and manpower centres, members of French- 
language advisory committees and representatives of 
several Franco-Ontarian organizations, and several mem- 
bers of the Francophone community interested in educa- 
tion in French at the postsecondary level. 

The speakers, workshop chairmen, recording secre- 
taries and resource persons were, wherever possible, 
Francophones of the areas where the seminars took 
place. 

The programme, which was the same for the four 
seminars, opened with a review of the courses/pro- 
grammes of postsecondary studies and adult education, 
retraining and apprenticeship programmes available in 
French in the area, as well as the number of Franco- 
phone students attending secondary schools. 

Then three workshops identified the needs of 
Francophones in terms of postsecondary education and 
manpower training. The same workshops formulated 
recommendations intended to meet the needs identified. 
At a final plenary session, specific and feasible recom- 
mendations, based on objective data, were formulated. 

The Council prepared a synthesis of all the recom- 
mendations formulated during the four seminars and 
forwarded it to the institutions concerned and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities for consideration 
and implementation. 


STUDIES 


SURVEY OF THE EDUCATIONAL AND VO- 
CATIONAL PLANS OF FRANCO— 
ONTARIAN GRADE 12 AND 13 STUDENTS 
IN. ONTARIO FRENCH-LANGUAGE AND 
MIXED SECONDARY SCHOOLS (1974-1975) 
Early in January 1975, the secretariat of the Council, in 
consultation with the Council on French-language 
Schools, of the Ministry of Education, began the 
planning, development and implementation of a survey 
of the educational and vocational plans of Franco- 
Ontarian pupils attending French-language secondary 
schools in 1974-1975. 

The principal aim of the survey was to determine 
the programmes of university, college and professional 
studies offered in French required immediately to meet 
the needs of Franco-Ontarian students in the secondary 
schools of the province. The survey was approved by the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities and the Ministry of 
Education. Moreover, the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities provided the required financial support. 

The data was collected through a questionnaire 
which the Francophone students in Grades 12 and 13 of 
all French-language and mixed secondary schools com- 
pleted during the month of May, 1975. 

Fifty-six secondary schools returned 4,587 com- 
pleted questionnaires, i.e. 69% of the 6,617 students en- 
rolled in Grade 12 and 13 completed the questionnaire. 

Dr. Gabriel Bordeleau and Mr. Louis Desjardins, of 
the Faculty of Education of the University of Ottawa, 
analyzed the data and prepared a report entitled ‘The 
Future of Franco-Ontarian Grade 12 and 13 Students — 
1974-1975". 

In an effort to inform the reader of the career plans 
of Franco-Ontarian students in Grades 12 and 13, the 
authors of this report elected to present in the first 
chapter the most significant data without attempting to 
interpret them or to draw any conclusions. This first 
chapter, then, merely portrays the Franco-Ontarian 
student in Grades 12 and 13 in 1974-1975. 

In the second chapter, they have focussed on the 
factors that restrict the freedom of choice of minority 
group students in making plans for the future. 

Finally in the third chapter, they present the 
interpretation which the choices of career of the 
Franco-Ontarian Grade 12 and 13 student seem to 
indicate, given his cultural and linguistic development. 
The content of this chapter should, then, present a 
profile of the Franco-Ontarian student in terms of his 
secondary school studies. 

This report ends with a brief summary of each 
chapter, followed by some appropriate recommenda- 
tions. Copies of this report are available in the secretariat 
of the Council. 

At the meeting of February 27, 1976, the Council 
received the report from Messrs. Gabriel Bordeleau and 
Louis Desjardins. At the beginning of March, this report 
was distributed to bilingual secondary schools, univer- 
sities and colleges in the province. It was also the subject 
of several favorable articles in French-language news- 
papers. 

The Council warmly congratulates Messrs. Borde- 
leau and Desjardins on their excellent work. 
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NEEDS OF FRANCO-ONTARIANS OF 
SOUTHEASTERN ONTARIO IN TERMS OF 
EDUGATIONG Al LHews COLLEGES Ur 
APPLIED ARTS AND TECHNOLOGY LEVEL 
The Minister of Colleges and Universities requested the 
Council (September 27, 1975) to undertake a study of 
the educational needs of Franco-Ontarians in south- 
eastern Ontario in the context of a study of the 
optimum size of an Ontario college of applied arts and 
technology. 

The Council has appointed a steering committee to 
direct this study and hire an appropriate ‘‘research 
person” to collect and analyze the data. 

The members of the committee are: Mr. Omer 
Deslauriers, chairman, Mr. Lionel Poirier (Ottawa), Mrs. 
Cécile Lavigne (Cornwall), Mr. Guy Coté (Ottawa), Mr. 
Lucien Bradet (Ottawa), Mr. Eugéne Cardinal (Corn- 
wall), Dr. Maurice Chagnon (Ottawa), Mr. Yves 
Patenaude (Ottawa), Mr. Georges Amyot (Toronto). 

At the meeting of September 11, 1975, the Council 
received the interim report of the steering committee on 
the study of the needs of Franco-Ontarians in south- 
eastern Ontario in matters of education at the com- 
munity college level. 

The Council also approved the plan proposed by the 
steering committee. The committee will base its study 
and its recommendations on three groups of data: 

a) the career plans of Francophone students in the 
southeast of the province in Grades 12 and 13 
according to the questionnaire completed in May 
1975 

b) the replies of Francophone students attending 
Algonquin College and St. Lawrence College 
(Cornwall) in 1975-1976 to a questionnaire 
similar to the one completed by the Grade 12 and 
13 students in May 1975 

c) the replies of a sample group of non-students 
from the Francophone community of south- 
eastern Ontario to a questionnaire similar to the 
other two 

At the Council meeting of February 27, 1976, the 
chairman reported that the funds required to undertake 
an in-depth “scientific study’’ would not be available in 
the fiscal year 1975-1976. Therefore, the Council com- 
mittee responsible for directing the study has decided to 
have mimeographed copies made of three simplified 
questionnaires prepared for Francophone students, full- 
time and part-time, enrolled at Algonquin College and 
St. Lawrence College (Cornwall), and a sample of the 
non-student adult population in the Cornwall, Hawkes- 
bury and Ottawa areas. 

The secretariat of the Council has forwarded the 
questionnaires to the two colleges of applied arts and 
technology and has mailed questionnaires to a sample 
group of non-student adults residing in the area. 

The recommendation which the Council will 
formulate in the near future in reply to the request of 
the Minister of Colleges and Universities will be based in 
part on the data collected in the colleges and within the 
Francophone community and onthe survey carried out 
among Francophone Grade 12 and 13 students in the 
southeastern part of the province. 


INCREMENTAL COSTS OF BILINGUALISM 
IN UNIVERSITIES AND COLLEGES 


Since 1967-1968 the government of Ontario has recog- 
nized that some postsecondary institutions incur addi- 
tional costs to promote bilingualism especially by 
providing courses and programmes offered in French to 
meet the needs of Franco-Ontarian students. Con- 
sequently, the government has awarded bilingualism 
grants to these institutions to meet the additional costs 
incurred. 

However, the level of bilingualism grants awarded to 
institutions since 1967-1968 has not followed any 
discernible pattern, although several attempts have been 
made to establish reasonably clear grounds on which to 
base the level of grants. 

A proposed study of the methods used in calculat- 
ing the amount of bilingualism grants was approved by 
the Council May 16, 1975. A committee, composed of 
Dr. Maurice Chagnon (chairman), Omer Deslauriers, J. J. 
Fleury (Welland), Gérard Lafreniére (Laurentian Univer- 
sity), Rosaire Léger (Cornwall), David McQueen 
(Glendon College), J. Tremblay (St. Lawrence College) 
and Georges L. Amyot, was struck to direct the study. 

The Deputy Minister of the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities, Dr. J. Gordon Parr, the chairman of the 
Ontario Council on University Affairs, Dr. Stefan Dupré, 
and the chairman of the Council of Regents, N. A. Sisco, 
are in agreement that the Advisory Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs be responsible for the study. 

On October 15, 1975, Dr. Maurice Chagnon, the 
chairman of the committee, forwarded, through our 
Council to the chairman of the Ontario Council on 
University Affairs and the chairman of the Council of 
Regents, an interim report on the level of bilingualism 
grants recommended for the 1976-1977 academic year. 

After several meetings of the committee responsible 
for the study, and further discussions with representa- 
tives of the Ministry of Colleges and Universities, it was 
decided that the ministry would invite consulting firms 
to submit proposals for the conduct of a study according 
to the Council’s specifications. The Management Com- 
mittee of the Ministry of Colleges and Universities has 
already approved in principle the allocation of funds for 
this purpose. 

The consultant selected will be required to review 
the bilingualism objectives and the additional costs 
attributable to them in each of the universities and 
colleges which offer courses in French. 

The order of priority of the principal objectives of 
bilingualism will be established in each institution. Some 
of the more common objectives are: 

e the teaching of courses in French to Francophone 


students 
e the teaching of French as a second language to 


Anglophone students 

e the teaching of English as a second language to 
Francophone students 

e the creation of a French-Canadian cultural atmos- 
phere and milieu for Francophone students. 

The committee intends to complete the study in

time to present recommendations to the Council for 
approval by August 1, 1976. 


GRANTS FOR THE PLANNING AND DEVEL- 
OPMENT OF NEW PROGRAMMES OFFERED 
IN FRENCH 

On June 27, 1975, the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities advised the bilingual universities and colleges 
of applied arts and technology that his ministry would 
provide funds in 1975-1976 to help them plan and 
develop new programmes offered in French to meet the 
needs of Franco-Ontarian students. 

At the same time, the minister requested the 
Council to assess the needs of Franco-Ontarians, to 
establish an order of priority for the implementation of 
new programmes and to designate the institutions that 
should offer the programmes. 

A committee of the Council considered the applica- 
tions for grants for planning new programmes in French 
and recommended the approval of selected applications 
to the minister. 

The Ministry of Colleges and Universities has acted 
on the recommendations received from the Council and 
has awarded the following grants:

Newsletter 

The minutes of meetings of the Council are not 
published but a publication entitled Newsletter con- 
tains summaries of the motions and discussions which 
take place during the meetings.

Secretariat 

During the last six months the location of the office of 
the Council on the third floor at 880 Bay Street has 
become better known to Franco-Ontarians. Each month 
the number of telephone calls and letters addressed to 
the Council has increased appreciably. The chairman of 
the Council has become almost an Ombudsman for 
Francophones in their dealings with the provincial 
government. Although the Council is directly responsible 
to only two ministers, the Minister of Culture and 
Recreation and the Minister of Colleges and Universities, 
the secretariat receives many requests for information 
about almost all the other ministries. Our policy is to 
find answers quickly or to direct enquiries to a definite 
person. We never reply vaguely ‘’Go elsewhere’’. Our 
policy is to serve as well as possible all Francophones 
who seek information about the government of our 
province. 


Meetings 

Most of the meetings of the Council were held at 
Queen’s Park, Toronto, except the four meetings in the 
Ontario Science Centre, Glendon College, the Elliot 
Lake Centre and the Richelieu Inn in Windsor. In 
future, meetings of the Council will be held in other 
Francophone centres of the province. To maintain close 
liaison with the Franco-Ontarian community at large and 
to be well informed of the needs of Franco-Ontarians in 
matters of postsecondary education, culture and recrea- 
tion, the Council endeavours to invite Francophones of 
the area to a special gathering on the evening before each 
meeting of the Council which is held outside Queen's 
Park. 


Tour d’Horizon 

The secretariat of the Council has taken an active part in 
the revision of the new publication entitled Tour 
d'Horizon, distributed by the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities to the French-language secondary schools 
and the mixed (bilingual) secondary schools. The pur- 
pose of this brochure is to inform Franco-Ontarian 
students of the programmes and courses at the post- 
secondary level which will be offered in the French 
language in Ontario in 1976-1977. 


Student Financial Aid 

The executive secretary of the Council, Mr. Georges 
Amyot, is interested in the distribution of complete and 
accurate information on financial assistance available to 
the Franco-Ontarian student at the postsecondary level. 
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During the school year, he has given talks or 
“courses’’ on the subject of financial assistance at a 
meeting of the executive committee of the Association 
of Franco-Ontarian Teachers, at a course for school 
principals in Sudbury, to Francophone professional 
guidance counsellors of the Ottawa region, and to the 
Association of French-Canadian Women in Oshawa. 


Observer 

At the meeting of the Council held September 11, 1975, 
the chairman welcomed Mrs. Jeanne Sabourin, vice- 
president of the Ontario Advisory Council on Multi- 
culturalism. Since that date, she has participated in the 
meetings of the Council as an observer. The members of 
the Council are grateful to Mrs. Sabourin for her 
valuable collaboration: 


Meetings 

The chairman of the Council was invited to represent the 
Ontario government at the conference of the Agency for 
Cultural and Technical Co-operation, held in Mauritius 
in November. He also represented the Ontario govern- 
ment at the annual meeting of the France-Canada 
Association in Winnipeg in May. At the meeting of the 
Alliance for Bilingualism, held November 25, the chair- 
man presented the views of the Ontario government with 
regard to bilingualism. 

At the biennial of the Association for French 
Language Education, held in Chicoutimi in the month of 
August, the chairman gave a report on French-language 
interprovincial professional university faculties. 

The chairman of the Council accepted an invitation 
from the French Ambassador to Canada to visit univer- 
sity and cultural centres in France. Messrs. Laurent 
Isabelle, Georges Amyot and Richard Casavant accom- 
panied him. The chairman of the Council explained the 
Council’s role to various associations — the French- 
Canadian Association of Ontario in Ottawa, the Associa- 
tion of Francophone School Board Members of Ontario 
at Ste. Adéle, the Richelieu Clubs of Penetanguishene 
and Toronto, the executive committee of the Associa- 
tion of Franco-Ontarian Teachers, and the members of 
the course for French-language school principals in 
Sudbury.

Today, there is much talk about 
bilingualism but this term has bad 
press in many areas. Most Franco- 
Ontarians believe that the future is 
promising because increasing 
numbers of young anglophones are 
learning French in the schools of 
Ontario and will become bilingual. It 
is hoped that this will lead to a better 
mutual understanding of the two 
linguistic groups. 


However, Franco-Ontarians are 
seeking above all services offered in 


_ the French language, planned and 


administered by officials who 
understand not only the language but 
the needs of the francophones of the 
province. Franco-Ontarian officials in 
the higher administration levels at 
Queen’s Park are not numerous. 


In addition to continuing the efforts 
to provide bilingual personnel, it 
would be desirable that French- 
language co-ordinators be appointed 
in several ministries. These co- 
ordinators could bring the specific 
needs of Franco-Ontarians to the 
attention of program directors and 
could also make them aware of the 
expectations of francophones. A 
Franco-Ontarian is not merely a 
citizen who speaks French, and very 
often English too, but he has a way 
of life and thinking which differs from 
that of the anglophone majority. 
Therefore, there is a need for some 
government programs designed to 
meet the particular needs and 
expectations of Franco-Ontarians. 


‘Last year, in my message, | noted 
that the government should 
announce more openly in an official 
manner the various services it offers 
in the French language. Progress has 
been made in this regard. The 
publication of the new government 
periodical ‘“‘Coup d’oeil” (Glimpse), 
for distribution to the information 
media, is a step in this direction. 
Such action should be emphasized in 
order that Franco-Ontarians may feel 
more at ease in using the existing 
services which they do not always 
use because they do not know they 
are available. 


The Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation has improved its services 
in the French language offered 
through its regional offices in the 
eastern and northeastern regions. In 
the Ministry in Toronto, considerable 
progress has been made in this 
regard. But one important point is yet 
to be determined. Franco-Ontarians 
want not only services in the French 
language within the Ministry but they 
want as well to participate in the 
selection and direction of certain 
programmes. The Council believes 
that, in extension of the existing 
policies on bilingualism and 
multiculturalism of this Ministry, 
Franco-Ontarian organizations should 
be given the means to develop 
specific programmes. This 
recommendation was made during 
the regional dialogues on culture and 
recreation sponsored by the Council 
in Windsor, Hamilton, Plantagenet 


and Ottawa. 


This annual report indicates that 
most of the activities of the Council 
have been directed toward the 
postsecondary level of education. 
This past year has been one of study 
and analysis of the situation. There 
has been notable progress in 
universities and community colleges 
in the establishment of new courses 
or programmes for Franco-Ontarians. 
The decision of the Ministry to permit 
Franco-Ontarian students to take all 
their community college courses in 
the French language was a positive 
action very much appreciated by 
Franco-Ontarians. The Council is 
organizing a symposium which will 
be held next September to determine 
fully its position on all college 
studies offered in the French 
language in Ontario. 


The coming year will be very 
important for Franco-Ontarians. The 
Conference ‘‘Destiny Canada, a forum 
on the future of our country’’, should 
provide Franco-Ontarians with 
positive assurances of linguistic and 
cultural freedom which the 1867 
Charter of Confederation did not 
provide. In spite of this fact, Franco- 
Ontarians have survived for 110 years 
and they do not want to become 
citizens without full rights in their 
own country and their own province. 
Justice and equal status as Canadian 
citizens and francophone Ontarians 


must be included in any new 
agreements. 


The present moment gives rise to 
every hope, but in the world we live 
in there is never hope that is self- 
sustaining. Our hope here depends 
on us, on us first and foremost, and 
then on our anglophone confréres. 
But it is our own will that is of the 
utmost importance. 


In closing | wish to thank the 
Honourable Robert Welch and the 
Honourable Dr. Harry C. Parrott for 
their consideration of our 
recommendations and for the frank 
exchange of views during our 
meetings. This year the Council has 
worked as a team supported by many 
persons who agreed to be members 
of the committees of the Council. 
Personally, | wish to thank them very 
sincerely for their contribution which 
was invaluable to the Council. 


The offices of the Council were 
moved recently to 77 Bloor Street 
West in the same building in which 
are located the various departments 
of the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation. This physical proximity 
has already improved relations with 
these departments.

On September 9, 1976, the members 
of the Advisory Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs, having learned of the 
events related to the announcement 
of a policy on bilingual education in 
the colleges of applied arts and 
technology, expressed regret that 
they had not been consulted before 
the announcement and drew up the 
Council’s position with regard to the 
policy on bilingual education in the 
colleges of applied arts and 
technology. 


On September 15, 1976, four 
representatives of the Council met 
with four representatives of the 
Council of Regents to discuss the 
Council’s position stated below: 


® French is a recognized language 
of instruction in colleges of applied 
arts and technology 


@ colleges of applied arts and 
technology may offer courses for 
which the language of instruction is 
French in order to meet the needs 
and expectations of actual and 
potential full-time and part-time 
students 


®@ a full-time or a part-time student 
attending a college of applied arts 
and technology which offers the 
same courses in French and 

English is free to choose the course 
offered in the language of instruction 
which he prefers 


The members of our Council pointed 
out that to date the graduates of 
Algonquin College who have taken 
their courses entirely in French have 
found suitable employment in Ontario 
at least as easily as graduates who 
have taken all their college courses 

in English or in English and French. 


Early in November 1976, after 
considering the Council’s position, 
the Council of Regents approved a 
new policy on education offered in 
the French language in colleges of 
applied arts and technology. This 
policy, which cancels that published 
early in August 1976, was couched in 
part as follows: 


“that a college may, on demand, offer 
courses or programmes in which 
French is the only language of 
instruction. The new policy replaces 
an earlier recommendation of the 
Council of Regents that French as a 


language of instruction be limited to 
bilingual courses and programmes. 
Supplementary courses will be 
available for French-speaking 
students who need to improve their 
command of the English langage”. 


This new policy permits a French- 
speaking student to take all his 
courses in French if he wishes. The 
Advisory Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs was satisfied that its timely 
intervention had been productive. 


Four Regional Seminars in Northern 
Ontario 


In February and March, 1976, the 
Council organized four regional 
seminars in the northern part of the 
province in order to determine the 
needs of the Franco-Ontarians of this 
region in terms of education at the 
college level offered in the French 
language. 


The Council prepared a synthesis of 
all the recommendations formulated 
during the four seminars and 
submitted it to the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities for 
consideration. 


The principal recommendation was: 


“that the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities define clearly the terms 
of reference of the French-language 
Advisory Committees of the colleges 
of applied arts and technology” 


The Council submitted for the 
approval of the Minister proposed 
terms of reference of French- 
language Advisory Committees of 
colleges. The more important terms 
of reference are: 


@ the French-language Advisory 
Committee is a standing committee 
of the Board of Governors which 
makes recommendations to the 

Board with respect to all matters for 
which the Board is responsible and 
which concern the French-language 
community of the area as well as 
matters which have been referred to it 
by the Board for consideration 


@® the members of the Committee 
appointed by the Board of Governors 
are: 


a) two persons employed in the 
French-language school system 
of the area 


b) a member of the French- 
language Advisory Committee of 
the Board of Education of the 
area 


c) an active member of a French- 
language cultural organization 
of the area 


d) a francophone officer of the 
Manpower Centre of the area 


e) a francophone member of the 
Board of Governors 


f) the president of the college, ex 
officio 
@® the Committee through its elected 
chairman submits a report at each 
regular meeting of the Board of 
Governors 


@ the Board of Governors considers 
all recommendations submitted by 
the French-language Advisory 
Committee 


The Council also recommended to 
the Minister the establishment of a 
French-language co-ordinating group 
for Cambrian, Canadore and Northern 
Colleges which would co-ordinate the 
French-language services offered by 
those colleges. 


It was recommended that: 


a) the seven members of the co- 
ordinating group be: 


i) the presidents of Cambrian, 
Canadore and Northern 
Colleges, or persons 
appointed by them 


ii)the chairmen of the four 
French-language Advisory 
Committees of the three 
colleges 


b) the meetings of the co- 
ordinating group be held three 
times each year 


the purpose of each meeting be 
to reach agreement with respect 
to the French-language 
programs, courses and services 
which each college intends to 
offer 


d) the co-ordinating group submit 
recommendations to the Boards 
of Governors of the three 
colleges

Grants for the planning and 
implementation of new programs of 
study at the post-secondary level to 
be offered in the French language 


In 1976-1977, the Ministry of Colleges 
and Universities has provided funds 
to assist universities and colleges of 
applied arts and technology to plan 
and launch new programs of studies 
offered in the French language to 
meet the needs of Franco-Ontarian 
students. 


The Minister requested the Council 
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to assess the applications for grants 
for the planning of new programs to 
be offered in French. A committee of 
the Council considered the 
applications and the Council 
recommended to the Minister the 
approval of selected applications. 
The Minister of Colleges and 
Universities, on the basis of the 
recommendations received from the 
Council, has awarded the following 
grants:

Centennial College (Toronto) 17,000 
Niagara College (Welland) 20,000 


St. Lawrence College (Cornwall) 6,000

Durham College (Oshawa) 3,000

Two surveys of the educational and 
vocational plans of Franco-Ontarian 
students attending the French- 
language and mixed secondary 
chools of the province 


In 1975, the Council organized a 
survey of the educational and career 
plans of students in grades 12 and 13 
of the French-language secondary 
schools and the mixed secondary 
chools of the province. 


The principal objective of this survey 
was to determine the programs of 
university and college studies offered 
_in French required immediately to 
meet the needs of Franco-Ontarian 
students in the secondary schools of 
_the province. The survey was 
approved by the Ministry of Colleges 
d Universities and the Ministry of 
ucation. Moreover, the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities provided 
the required financial support. 


abriel Bordeleau and Mr. Louis

Dr. Louis-Gabriel Bordeleau, who is 
now dean of the Faculty of 
Educational Sciences, Laurentian 
University, and Mr. Gaetan Gervais of 
the same university were entrusted 
with the analysis of the data 
collected during the survey and they 
have forwarded to the Council an 
excellent report. The Council has 
distributed numerous copies of this 
report to the secondary schools and 
bilingual universities and colleges of 
Ontario. The authors of the report are 
now preparing a 20-page summary of 
the complete 187-page report. Copies 
of this summary will be available 
June 15, 1977. 


At the same time, Mr. Louis 
Desjardins is preparing a summary 
(20 pages) of the report of the first 
survey (1974-1975). Copies of this 
second summary will be available 
June 15, 1977. 


The Council intends to make the best 
possible use of the results of these 
two Surveys in order to determine 
accurately the needs and 
expectations of Franco-Ontarians in 
terms of post-secondary education 
offered in the French language.

Incremental costs of bilingualism in 
universities and colleges 


During 1975, the Council undertook a 
study of the incremental costs of 
bilingualism in the universities and 
colleges of the province. A 
committee of the Council prepared 
the specifications of a study 
conducted by Price Waterhouse 
Associates during the spring of 1976. 
This study was directed by the 
Council and financed by the Ministry 
of Colleges and Universities. 


In August, 1976, Price Waterhouse 
Associates delivered to the Council 
the reports of two studies, one 
conducted in the universities and the 
other in the colleges which offer 
programs in the French language. 


The Council is of the opinion that the 


Price Waterhouse reports have 
established three groups of facts: 


a) the operation of a bilingual 
university or college involves 
identifiable incremental expenses 
that are not incurred in the 
Operation of a unilingual 
institution 


b) the areas where the incremental 
costs of bilingualism may be 
identified are: 


i) teaching 
ii) libraries 
iii) cultural activities 
iv) translation 
v) publications, printing forms 
vi) administrative staff: 
management, secretarial 
vii) recruiting of students and 
personnel 
vill) student services 


ix) facilities, maintenance 


c) it is possible to develop common 
accounting methods which would 
allow the comparison of 
incremental costs of bilingualism 
in different bilingual universities. 


The Council noted that the 
incremental costs of bilingualism as 
calculated by each of the bilingual 
institutions are shown in the Price 
Waterhouse reports. Some Council 
members are of the opinion that the 
study is incomplete because it does 
not provide an evaluation of the real 
costs based on the same standards 
for all the institutions. It is also 
unfortunate that the time limits 
imposed did not permit Price 
Waterhouse Associates to 
recommend specific amounts to be 
allotted to the universities and 
colleges for the academic year 1977- 
1978. 


The Council is of the opinion that the 
work should be continued 
immediately in the following manner: 


a) that the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities, in consultation with 
the bilingual universities and 
colleges, the Ontario Council on 
University Affairs and the Council 
of Regents, prepare a manual of 
definitions and explanations on 
the justifiable incremental costs of 
bilingualism based on the Price 
Waterhouse reports. This manual 
of common formulae would allow 
each bilingual university and 
college to calculate incremental 
costs of bilingualism using 
common methods 





b) that each bilingual institution 
calculate its incremental costs of 
bilingualism in 1975-1976 by using 
the common accounting methods 
outlined in the manual prepared by 
the Ministry 


c) that these reports of real 
incremental costs of bilingualism 
in 1975-1976 be used to set the 
amount of bilingualism grants that 
bilingual universities and colleges 
will receive in future using the 
ratio of incremental costs of 
bilingualism in 1975-1976 to the 
operational grant for 1975-1976 


The Council also recommended: 


a) that bilingualism grants not be 
combined with general operational 
grants in colleges and universities 


b) that the colleges and universities 
be requested to account for the 
use made of the bilingualism 
grants which they are awarded 


Work on the calculation of the true 
incremental costs of bilingualism is 
continuing in 1977. In the 
universities, the Ontario Council on 
University Affairs is directing the 
research and a committee appointed 
by the Council of Regents is 
considering the financing of the 
colleges including the financing of 
instruction offered in the French 
language.

Needs of Franco-Ontarians in the 
southeastern part of the province in 
terms of education at the college of 
applied arts and technology level 


Since September, 1975, a committee 
of the Council has been studying the 
needs of Franco-Ontarians in 
southeastern Ontario in terms of 
education offered in the French 
language at the college level in the 
context of a study of the preferred 
type of college. 


In April, 1976, the Council completed 
a survey of the opinions of three 
groups of francophones in 
southeastern Ontario 


a) full-time students taking college 
courses offered in French 
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b) part-time students taking college 
courses offered in French 

c) adult francophone non-student 
residents of the area 


The principal objectives of these 
surveys were to determine the 
preferred language of instruction and 
cultural milieu in a community 
college and especially the preferred 
type of college. The Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities approved 
these surveys and provided the 
necessary funds. 


Mr. Louis Desjardins and Dr. Lewis 
Fu of the Faculty of Education, 
University of Ottawa, analyzed the 
data obtained by means of 
questionnaires. Early in November, 
1976, Mr. Desjardins presented to the 
Council a report of the analysis of the 
data entitled ‘““Ambitions des 
Francophones du sud-est de |’Ontario 
par rapport aux Colleges Algonquin 
et St-Laurent’. 


The Council distributed a 
considerable number of copies of 
this report to the secondary schools, 
community colleges and francophone 
organizations and associations in 
Prescott-Russell and Stormont- 
Dundas-Glengarry. 


Mr. Desjardins is now preparing a 
summary (20 pages) of his report. 
Copies of the summary will be 
available June 15, 1977. 


The committee of the Council for the 
study of the needs of francophones 
in southeastern Ontario in terms of 
education at the college level has 
studied the Desjardins-Fu report in an 
endeavour to formulate some definite 
recommendations. The principal 
findings revealed by an analysis of 
the data are: 


a) the full-time students want French 
as the predominant language of 
instruction; are slightly in favor of 
a bi-cultural milieu; wish to work 
mostly in French; prefer a 
completely bilingual type of 
college 


b) the part-time students are slightly 
in favor of instruction in both 
French and English; wish a bi- 
cultural milieu; wish to work in 
both French and English; are 
definitely in favor of a completely 
bilingual college 


c) the residents (non-students) favor 
French as the predominant 
language of instruction; wish a 
predominantly French cultural 
milieu; hope that French will be 
the language of work of the 
graduates; prefer a college 
attended by francophone students 
with French as the predominant 
language of instruction 


During the January 28-29, 1977, 
meeting, Council members 
considered the recommendations 
formulated by the committee 
responsible for the study of the 

needs of Franco-Ontarians of 
southeastern Ontario with regard to 
education in the French language at 
the college level. It was agreed that it. 
would not be wise to recommend a 
definitive solution to the problem of — 
education at the college level in the 
southeast without studying the 
province-wide problem since a 
significant proportion of francophone 
students attending Algonquin | 
College and St. Lawrence College 
(Cornwall) come from the north and 
other areas of the province. 


The Council approved unanimously 
the suggestion that a provincial 
symposium be organized to study in 
depth the types of community 
colleges that will facilitate the 
development of education in the | 
French language at the college level 
for all Franco-Ontarians.

Participation of 
Franco-Ontarians 


Regional dialogues on culture and 
recreation 


The Council organized four regional 
dialogues on culture and recreation. 
These meetings were held on 
Saturday, October 16 at Hamilton, 
Saturday, November 13 at 
Plantagenet, Saturday, January 22 at 
Windsor and Saturday, March 5 at 
Ottawa. 


The participants in these dialogues 
were on the one hand representatives 
of all the Franco-Ontarian 
organizations of the region and on 
the other hand the staff of the 
regional office of the Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation and members 
of the staff of the same Ministry in 
Queen’s Park. On the average, more 
than one hundred persons 
participated in each regional 
dialogue. 


The objective of the regional 
dialogues was to promote liaison and 
an exchange of information between 
the two groups of participants in 
order to assist the Franco-Ontarian 
organizations (cultural, artistic, 
social, sports and recreational) to 
derive more benefit in the future from 
the financial and other assistance 
provided by the Ministry through its 
regional offices. 


During each of the four regional 
dialogues the Franco-Ontarian 
participants took the opportunity to 
inform the representatives of the 
Ministry of their recommendations 
intended to improve the quality of 
government services offered in the 
French language in the fields of 
culture and recreation. Without 
exception, it was strongly 
recommended that the staffs of the 
regional offices of the Ministry in 
regions where francophones reside 
should include bilingual persons who 
understand very well the 
expectations of Franco-Ontarians. 

In some regions, the participants 
recommended that the Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation inaugurate 
special programmes to meet the 
specific needs of Franco-Ontarians. 
The Council intends to sponsor other 
regional dialogues on culture and 
recreation in regions where the 
requirements of the Franco-Ontarians 
justify them. 


Dialogues Franco-Ontariens ’76 and 
77 


The Dialogues Franco-Ontariens ’76 
and ’77, organized by the Council, are 
meetings of guidance counsellors 
from French-language secondary 
schools and mixed secondary 
schools and the admissions officers 
and other members of the staffs of 
universities and colleges of applied 
arts and technology which offer 
programs of studies in the French 
language. 


The objective of these annual 
gatherings is to promote an exchange 
of information about the transition of 
French-speaking students from 
secondary schools to universities and 
colleges which offer programs of 
studies in the French language. 


Although all the sessions of the 
Dialogues Franco-Ontariens are 
conducted entirely in French, these 
one-day meetings are integrated with 
the annual Guidance Dialogues which 
last three days. 


More than 80 persons participated in 
Dialogue Franco-Ontarien '76, held 
May 12, 1976, at Carleton University 
(Ottawa). 


Dialogue Franco-Ontarien ’77 will be 
held Wednesday, May 11, 1977, at the 
University of Waterloo (Waterloo- 
Kitchener). \It is expected that at least 
two representatives of each of the 24 
French-language secondary schools 
and the 36 mixed secondary schools 
and the bilingual universities and 
colleges will participate in this 
meeting. 


The Council is of the opinion that 
these Dialogues Franco-Ontariens 
facilitate the transition of Franco- 
Ontarian students from the 
secondary to the post-secondary 
level. 
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Comments of the 
council 


On the Secondary/Post-secondary 
Interface Study 


In response to a growing general 
concern over secondary and 
post-secondary education and the 
co-ordination between them, the 
Ministry of Education and the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities 
commissioned early in 1975 a 
thorough study of the question. The 
organizations which completed this 
study delivered reports of the 
analysis of the data in January 1977. 


The Ministry of Education and the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities 
requested the Advisory Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs to forward 
comments on the reports of the 
Secondary/Post-secondary Interface 
Study. 


The chairman of the Council struck a 
committee to draft comments on 
behalf of the Council. During the 
March 9 meeting, the Council 
approved a progress report presented 
by Dr. Chagnon. The final draft of the 
Council’s comments was forwarded 
to the Ministry of Education and to 
the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities before March 31, 1977. 


The Council expressed the hope that 
any important changes in educational 
policies would not be based entirely 
on the results of this study because 
it seems that at times quality was 
sacrificed in order to complete the 
project quickly. 


The Council is of the opinion that the 
restrictions imposed on the study of 
francophone students may lead one 
to believe that certain aspects of this 
part of the research were merely an 
addition to the main project. 


The Council is of the opinion that any 
study of a possible reduction in the 
number of years of study required for 
the elementary and secondary levels 
should not be limited to a study of 
the curricula of grades 12 and 13. It is 
recommended that the whole 
program of studies from the first to 
the thirteenth year be analysed in 
order to determine the feasibility of 
decreasing the total number of years 
required. 


Since the average francophone 
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secondary school student must take 
a heavier course load than his 
anglophone confrére, the Council 
considers that post-secondary 
institutions should develop 
“weighting formulas” which would 
take into account not only the marks 
obtained in the individual subjects 
taken but also the number of 
subjects taken by the student. 


The Council supports without 
reservation the following 
recommendation contained in the 
Interface Reports: there is a need for 
a thorough evaluation of the current 
status of educational opportunities 
for French-speaking students in 
secondary and post-secondary 
institutions in Ontario. 


While regretting that such a large 
investment of expertise, time and 
funds did not produce the expected 
results, the Council recommends that 
follow-up studies should not be 
undertaken without first consulting 
the institutions and councils 
concerned.

On the Report of the Task Force on 
French-language Health Services 


The Ministry of Health invited the 
Advisory Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs to forward comments on the 
Report of the Task Force on French- 
language Health Services (1976). The 
Council did not study all 132 
recommendations formulated by the 
task force; it concentrated 
particularly on those concerning the 
training of health services personnel. 


The Council supports without 
reservation the principal 
recommendation of the report that 
the Ministry of Health appoint 
immediately a Director of French- 
language Programs within the 
ministry at Queen’s Park. 


The Council supports the 
recommendations regarding the 
training of nursing assistants and 
nurses’ aids in the French language. 


The Council acknowledges that the 
francophone community in Ontario is 
at a disadvantage with regard to 
therapy services in the French 
language. The Council recommends 
that assistance be given to the 
University of Ottawa for the training 
of French-speaking professionals in 
the paramedical areas such as 
therapy. 


With regard_to the three-year diploma 
program in nursing given in the 
French language, the Council 
recommends that initially only 
Cambrian College offer this program 
in the north of the province and that 
special funds be made available to 
that community college. 


With regard to the four-year degree 
course in nursing, the Council 
recommends that initially only the 
University of Ottawa offer this 
program and that the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities and the 
Ministry of Health make special 
funds available to that university. 


During the January 28-29, 1977, 
meeting, the Council studied and 
approved the text of the official 
comments of the Council on the 
report of the Task Force on French- 
language Health Services. These 
comments were sent to the Ministry 
of Health January 31, 1977. Copies of 
these official comments may be 
obtained from the office of the 
Council.

Newsletter 


The minutes of the meetings of the 
Council are not published but a bi- 
monthly bilingual publication, 
entitled Newsletter, contains in 
addition to other articles summaries 
of the motions and discussions at 
meetings of the Council. The 
Newsletter is available on request 
from the office of the Council. 


The Council also distributed in mid- 
January 1977, two bilingual folders 
Outlining the history and terms of 
reference of the Council and its 
position on French Canadian culture 
in Ontario. 


Ontario-Quebec Permanent 
Sommission 

Ine of the objectives of this 
intergovernmental organization is to 
promote interprovincial exchanges of 
tudents, teachers, professors, 
rnalists and public servants. On 

ie 5th of January, 1977, the Ontario 
jovernment appointed the chairman 
‘the Council as an official member 
of the Ontario section of this 
interprovincial commission. It is 
Oted that in the beginning, the 
commission sponsored only visits by 
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anglophones from Ontario to 
francophone centres in Quebec and 
visits by francophones from Quebec 
to anglophone centres in Ontario. 
Lately exchanges and visits in both 
directions by Franco-Ontarians and 
francophone residents of Quebec 
have been encouraged by the 
commission. 


Interministerial Advisory Committee 
on Bilingualism 


This body is composed of one 
representative of each Ministry and 
some agencies of the government of 
Ontario. On the 29th of January, 1977, 
the government of Ontario invited the 
chairman of the Council to 
participate in the meetings of the 
committee as an official member. 
This committee is concerned 
Principally with the quality of the 
services offered in the French 
language by the Ministries at Queen’s 
Park and in the regional offices of the 
Ministries. 


Interprovincial French-language 
professional university faculties 


Omer Deslauriers, Chairman of our 
Council, who is also vice-president 
for Ontario of ACELF (Association 
canadienne d’Education de Langue 
francaise), proposed at the last 
annual meeting of ACELF the idea of 
the establishment of French-language 
interprovincial university faculties in 
disciplines such as library science, 
law, medicine and dentistry. As a 
result of this proposal, ACELF called 
a meeting of representatives of the 
universities serving French 
Canadians outside Quebec to 
establish guidelines for a preliminary 
study. This meeting, chaired by Omer 
Deslauriers and Denis Tanguay from 
the ACELF secretariat, was held in 
the offices of the Council in Toronto, 
December 17, 1976. The participants 
were Father Roger Guindon, O.M.1., 
Rector of the University of Ottawa, 
Clément Louver, University of 
Moncton, Wayne Morgenson, 
Laurentian University, Ronald 
Cloutier, Rector of St. Boniface 
College, Edmund Aunger, Saint John 
University College, Georges L. 
Amyot. Executive Secretary of the 
Advisory Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs. 


The participants in this meeting were 
very satisfied with the outcome, the 
approval of a preliminary study of the 


question. The study has begun and a 
Progress report will be submitted at 
the annual meeting of ACELF in 
August. 


It is intended to consider the 
possibility of establishing one single 
faculty of Common Law in a bilingual 
university outside Quebec in order to 
educate in the French-language 
lawyers to serve in the French 
language francophones residing 
outside Quebec. Studies of the 
possibility of establishing similar 
faculties in library science, dentistry 
and medicine will also be undertaken. 


Distribution of French Canadian films 


This new system for the distribution 
of films is an undertaking sponsored 
by the Canadian Film Development 
Corporation to promote the screening 
of Canadian films in the French 
language in cinema houses in 
Canada. 


The Council, through its chairman, 
merely intervened in this matter in 
order to assist in the establishment 
of the new system in Ontario. A first 
meeting was called in the Council 
offices November 1, 1976. As a result 
of this meeting of representatives of 
“The New System” and 
representatives of cultural centres in 
Ottawa, Toronto and Sudbury, an 
understanding was reached with 
respect to the distribution of 
Canadian French-language films in 
Sudbury, Ottawa and Toronto. During 
a second meeting in Toronto on 
December 8, the possibilities of 
distributing films in Windsor, 
Kapuskasing, North Bay, Sturgeon 
Falls, Penetanguishene and Timmins 
were discussed. 


ACFO 


The Council invited the members of 
the executive council of the 
Association Canadienne Francaise 

de I’Ontario (ACFO) to a joint meeting 
with representatives of the Council. 
This meeting was held March 19, 
1977, at the Carleton Towers Hotel 
(Ottawa). The principal topics 
discussed were: 


a) teaching in the French language in 
colleges of applied arts and 
technology 

b) the symposium on community 
colleges which the Council is 
preparing for next September 
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c) the position of the Council on 
French Canadian culture in Ontario 

d) the comments of the Council on 
the report ‘“‘No Problem” (Ministry 
of Health) 

e) the possibility of grouping the 
Franco-Ontarian cultural 
organizations 


The participants in this meeting were 
well satisfied with the result and 
considered that the meeting had 
been worthwhile. 


Le Droit 


In June, 1976, members of the 
Council were advised of the proposed 
sale and change of policy of the daily 
newspaper Le Droit. 


The members considered that the 
Council should participate in the 
public discussion of the future of the 
newspaper. On the 9th of September, 
1976, the chairman of the Council 
forwarded to the provincial superior 
of the Oblates of Mary Immaculate 
the position of the Council with 
respect to the sale of the newspaper. 
The Council was of the opinion that 
Le Droit should continue to operate 
and deplored that the Oblates who, 
with the assistance of their staff, had 
defended so well the rights of 
Franco-Ontarians were considering 
the severance of their ties with the 
newspaper. However, the Council 
hopes that the objectives and respect 
for ideas which were always the 
characteristics of this newspaper will 
be maintained.

Chairman’s 
Message 


The events of 1977 have helped Franco- 
Ontarians to emerge progressively from 
the shadows and to see their way of life 
and their aspirations become much 
better known. Even the English- 
language media have become more 
interested in Franco-Ontarians. 


This sudden display of interest in 
Franco-Ontarians is not entirely their 
own doing. It is due to many factors, of 
which the most important, in my 
opinion, is anew rearrangement of 
cultural and linguistic forces in our 
country. Now finally, there are two 
majorities and two minorities in 
Canada. Before the quiet revolution in 
Quebec, anglophones were clearly in 
the majority, either in numbers or in 
influence, in the ten provinces of 
Canada. Even in Quebec, our 
anglophone brethren considered 
themselves, or at least acted as, a 
majority group. But in the last few 
years, there has been a change of 
influence. Anglophones in Canada are 
in the majority in nine provinces and 
now at last francophones are acting and 
behaving like a majority group in 
Quebec. 


Anglophones now admit that they are in 
the minority in Quebec and this change 
of attitude makes our situation more 
understandable to anglophones in the 
majority. We notice that people are 
more receptive to our requests, that 
there is a growing understanding of our 
situation and our reactions. People are 
even sympathetic to the idea of including 
in anew Canadian constitution the 
rights which the first constitution did 
not ensure for us. 


Nevertheless, the linguistic and cultural 
rights of Franco-Ontarians were not 
guaranteed by legislation in 1977, but 
there has been some overall progress at 
various levels of government. | shall 
confine my remarks to the government 
of Ontario which has jurisdiction over 
our Council, leaving it to other groups 
to make overall judgments on the 
Canadian situation. 


In its last annual report, the Council 
suggested that the thrust of the 
government's so-called bilingualism 
policy should be toward providing 
services in the French language. The 
Council is pleased to note that this 
suggestion was accepted. Three Co- 
Ordinators of French-language Services 
have been appointed in the Ministries of 
Health, Community and Social Services, 
and Northern Affairs. Two more Co- 
Ordinators of French-language 
Services will be appointed in the near 
future in the Ministries of Culture and 
Recreation and of the Attorney General. 


Applications have been received and 
the process of selection is underway. 
These Co-ordinators, reporting directly 
to the Deputy Minister, are in a position 
to see to the daily improvement of 
services. Directives from the Cabinet 
and from individual ministers have 
contributed significantly to accelerating 
this process. A Co-ordinator of French- 
language Services has been appointed 
in the College Affairs Branch of the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities. 


Thanks to the interest of the Premier 
and members of his Cabinet, and to the 
appointment of the Honourable Reneé 
Brunelle as minister responsible for 
bilingualism and the Office of the Co- 
ordinator on Bilingualism, directed by 
Mr. Don Stevenson, the Government of 
Ontario has improved its attitude 
towards the promotion of French- 
language services within the ministries 
and for the public. Actual steps have 
been taken to hire government 
personnel capable of communicating in 
the country’s two official languages and 
to publicize the availability of French- 
language services. Moreover, the 
Government Translation Bureau is 
assuming a new importance. 


Last year, the Council suggested that 
the government adopt a “charter” of the 
rights of Franco-Ontarians. With the 
help of Franco-Ontarian consultants, 
the Council has drawn up a draft law on 
French-language services in Ontario. 
This draft law was submitted to the 
Cabinet Committee on Confederation 
and the Council intends to discuss it 
during a proposed meeting with the 
Premier. The Council noted that during 
his address to the Canadian Club in 
Toronto on February 6, the Premier 
stated: “While we have set aside official 
proclamations of bilingualism, we have 
not, as a government, set aside the 
possibility of a statutory framework for 
the French-language services 
commitment we already have and which 
we will be expanding. These services 
are already available in the area of 
education. Further possibilities exist 
and these are being actively assessed, 
particularly in the justice and health 
fields.” 


The three salient points of the draft law 
presented by the Council as a legislative 
framework for French-language 
services are: 


“The purpose and spirit of this Actare 
intended to ensure the availability of 
services provided by the 
Government of Ontario in the 
French language. 


“Subject to this Act, the English and 
French languages, the official 
languages of Canada, possess 
equality of status as to their use for 
all purposes to which the authority 
of the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario extends. 


“Where 

i) warranted by reason of the 
numbers of persons involved 

ii) the spirit of this Actso requires, or 

iii) it is deemed necessary to so 
provide for the orderly imple- 
mentation of this Act 


the Lieutenant Governor-in-Council 
may make regulations, or the 
Legislative Assembly may approve 
acts, determining the details of the 
application of sections of this Act. 


This year, the Council was involved 
mainly in drafting a position on 
education offered in the French 
language in the community colleges. 
Following two years of study, three 
surveys, the reports of which have been 
published, and a symposium grouping 
some 185 individuals at Queen’s Park, 
September 30 and October 1, 1977, the 
Council submitted to the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities in early 
February a principal recommendation 
which calls for the establishment of a 
multiple-campus French-language 
community college. The complete 
report is found in the pages which 
follow. This recommendation is in 
keeping with the overall philosophy of 
permitting Franco-Ontarians to assume 
responsibility for their own educational 
system. The Minister has referred this 
recommendation to the Council of 
Regents for consideration. The Council 
for Franco-Ontarian Affairs is awaiting 
the Minister’s reply to this request. 


In November 1977, the Cabinet 
extended the mandate of the Council to 
make its services available to all the 
ministries of the government. During 
the coming year, the Council must find 
ways of meeting these additional 
commitments. 



















Nevertheless, whatever legislation 
favorable to Franco-Ontarians may be 
- enacted, | believe that the essential 
vitality of Franco-Ontarian life will still 
depend on the Franco-Ontarians 
themselves. Legislation will give us the 
official framework but we must give it 
life. That is the challenge of the hour. 
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Changes: 


In the terms of reference and title of the 
Council 


On August 14, 1977, Premier William 
Davis met with Mr. Deslauriers, 
chairman of the Council, to discuss 
certain parts of the second annual 
report (1976-1977) of the Advisory 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs, 
particularily the section entitled 
“Chairman’s Message”. 


Following this meeting, Mr. Deslauriers 
and Mr. Amyot were invited to attend a 
regular meeting of a Cabinet committee 
responsible for planning and priorities 
to explain further the matters discussed 
in the interview of August 14. 


Following these meetings, Dr. Edward 
Stewart, Deputy Minister in the Office of 
the Premier, advised the chairman of 
the Council of the results of cabinet 
discussions concerning the annual 
report (1976-1977) of the Advisory 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs. He 
summarized these results as follows: 


i) A Co-ordinator of French-language 
Services should be appointed in eact 
of the ministries below in order of 
priority: 
© Ministry of Health 
© Ministry of Culture and Recreation 
© Ministry of the Attorney General 
© Ministry of Northern Affairs 
© Ministry of Community and Social 

Services 
© other ministries as required in the 
future. 


The Co-ordinator of French-language 
Services should be responsible 
directly to the Deputy Minister; he 
should have a “staff” position (rather 
than a “line” position) which would 
permit him to communicate directly 
with heads of sections or divisions of 
the ministry. His principal duties 
would be: 


a) to bring the needs of Franco- 
Ontarians to the attention of the 
Deputy Minister and the heads of 
sections or divisions of the 
ministry. 


b) to participate in the planning of 
services provided in the French 
language 

c) tomaintain effective liaison 
between the Franco-Ontarian 
community and the ministry 


ii) The word “advisory” in the Council's 
title should be deleted. 


jii) Henceforth the Council should be 
available not only to the minister of 
Colleges and Universities and to the 
minister of Culture and Recreation but 
to all the ministers for consultation 
regarding French-language services. 


The members of the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs are well satisfied with 
these changes in the terms of reference 
and title of the Council. They are 
especially pleased that the Premier and 
his cabinet approved without 
reservation their recommendation with 
regard to the appointment in several 
ministries of Co-ordinators of Services 
provided in the French language. With 
respect to the availability of the 
Council’s services, several ministers 
have already advised Mr.Deslauriers that 
they intend to take advantage of these 
services in the very near future. 


The Council attributes great importance 
to the appointment of the new Co- 
ordinators of French-language 
Services. To date three Co-ordinators of 
French-language Services have been 
appointed: Mr. Ronald Leblanc in the 
Ministry of Health, Mr. Roland St. Onge 
in the Ministry of Northern Affairs and 
Mrs. Abbie Lavigne-Allen in the Ministry 
of Community and Social Services. 


In the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation and in the Ministry of the 
Attorney General suitable candidates are 
still being sought to fill the position. 


In addition, the chairman of the Council 
has recently recommended the appoint- 
ment of a Co-ordinator of French- 
language Services responsible to the 
Deputy Minister in the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities. 


For the present Mrs. Jacqueline Matte 
has been appointed Co-ordinator of 
Francophone Affairs in the College 
Affairs Branch of the Ministry. 


Position of the 
Council: 


On education provided in the French 
language by the Colleges of Applied 
Arts and Technology (CAATs)* 


At a special meeting, held January 24, 
1978, the Council concluded a lengthy 
study of the services offered in the 
French language by the CAATs, which 
the minister of Colleges and 
Universities had requested March 28, 
A975: 


Originally the study applied only to the 
expectations of Franco-Ontarians in 
southeastern Ontario with respect to 
instruction offered by the CAATs of the 
area and the type of CAAT preferred by 
Franco-Ontarians. 


Thus, since 1975, a special committee 
of the Council has been considering the 
various aspects of this question in the 
context of a study of the kind of CAAT 
preferred by francophones in the 
southeastern part of the province. 


In accordance with a recommendation 
of this committee, the Council 
conducted a survey in April 1976 of 
opinions about CAATs in three 
samplings of Franco-Ontarians from 
southeastern Ontario: a) full-time 
French-speaking students taking 
courses in the French language ata 
CAAT; b) part-time French-speaking 
students taking courses in the French 
language at a CAAT; c) non-student 
Franco-Ontarian residents. 


Early in November 1976, Messrs. Louis 
Desjardins and Lewis Fu of the Faculty 
of Education, University of Ottawa, 
presented to the Council a report of an 
analysis of data collected by means of 
this survey entitled “Aspirations of 
francophones of southeastern Ontario 
with respect to Algonquin College and 
St. Lawrence College” (235 pages). 


On January 28 and 29, 1977, after 
studying the recommendations 
presented by the committee of Council 
responsible for the “southeastern 
study”, the Council was of the opinion 
that it was not prudent to recommenda 
definitive solution to the problem of 
French-language instruction offered by 
CAATSs in southeastern Ontario without 
studying the problem province-wide 
since a significant percentage of 
French-speaking students attending 
Algonquin and St. Lawrence (Cornwall) 
colleges come from the north and other 
regions of the province. 


As aresult, the Council organized a 
provincial symposium, the aim of which 
was to draft a preliminary version of the 
Council’s position on the best means of 
fulfilling the legitimate expectations of 
Franco-Ontarians with respect to 
education offered by the CAATs. 


*CAATs — Colleges of applied arts and technology 


The Council invited several Franco- 
Ontarian organizations, concerned with 
the transition of French-speaking 
students from secondary school to the 
CAAT, to appoint participants in the 
symposium discussions. 


September 30 and October 1, 1977, 

185 participants studied the following 
topics: 

a) the language of instruction preferred 


b) the cultural milieu expected ina 
CAAT 

c) theprosandconsofabilingual CAAT 
and a French-speaking CAAT, 
and 

d) the type of CAAT which would best 
fulfill the expectations of Franco- 
Ontarians. 


The draft position paper, drawn up by the 
symposium participants, took the form 
of the five brief resolutions below, 

which were passed during the final 
plenary session on Saturday, October 1, 
1977. 


1. That the symposium recommend to 
the Government of Ontario that alaw 
be passed formally recognizing the 
rights of Franco-Ontarians to 
education in the French language in 
all areas of applied arts and 
technology 


2. That the Advisory Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs request the 
establishment of asecond Council of 
Regents whose members would be 
French-speaking and which would 
be responsible for the education of 
French-speaking students at the 
college of applied arts and techno- 
logy level 


3. That one or several Boards of 
Governors whose members would be 
French-speaking be established to 
direct the education of French- 
speaking students who attend 
colleges of applied arts and 
technology 


4. That the Board or Boards of 
Governors which would be created 
be responsible for the establishment 
of one or more French-language 
colleges for French-speaking 
students 


5. Asaninterim solution, that the 
Advisory Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs recommend to the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
the initiation of a system of special 
grants for study programs offered 
inthe French languageinthecolleges 
of applied arts and technology similar 
to the existing system of bilingualism 
grants for universities 






































The members of the Council 

unanimously approved the two 

recommendations below, presented 

by the committee. 

| that until the establishment of a 
French-language CAAT, the amount 
of the annual grant awarded to a

However, the Council is aware that 
there is not time at this point to make all 
the necessary arrangements to opena 
new French-language CAAT in 
September 1978. The Council realizes 
that even under very favorable 
conditions the launching of a new 
French-language CAAT would not be 
possible before September 1980 at the 
earliest. 


As well, the Council would not want to 
compromise: 


a) the education of francophone 
students who are attending or who 
will attend CAATs during the next 
three years, and 

b) the career and security of franco- 
phone members of the teaching and 
administrative staffs who will have to 
leave their present positions to 
accept others in the new CAAT(F)* 


Without rejecting the establishment of a 
French-language CAAT as the best 
long-term solution to the problem, the 
Council considered, January 9 and 10, 
1978, the immediate implementation of 
a short-term solution which would meet 
the expectations of Franco-Ontarians 
from September 1978 for the next three 
academic years. 


The Council invited the presidents of 
ten CAATs already providing courses/ 
programs in the French language to 
take part during the morning ina 
meeting of the Council on January 10, 
1978. 


As aresult of this meeting with the 
presidents of CAATs on January 10, 
1978, the chairman of the Council called 
a special meeting of the Council which 
was held at Queen’s Park, on Tuesday, 
January 24, 1978, in order to draft the 
final recommendations of the Council 
concerning the CAATs. Representatives 
of ACFO and a representative of the 
Council of Regents were invited to 
attend this special meeting as 
observers. 


*CAAT(F) — French-language college of applied 
arts and technology 


The Council passed by majority vote the 
motion that the Council recommend to 
the Minister of Colleges and Univer- 
sities the establishment of a French- 
language CAAT (the 23rd CAAT) in 
accordance with the following 
guidelines: 

Mandate 


The mandate of the CAAT(F) is to serve 
Franco-Ontarians in all parts of the 
province. In order to meet the needs of 
Franco-Ontarians in various areas, the 
CAAT (F) offers courses and 

programs in the French language on 

its various campuses or in space rented 
in other CAATs or other buildings. 


Timetable 


The timetable for the establishment of 
the CAAT (F) is: 


a) the appointment of the members of 
the Board of Governors of the 
CAAT(F) in January 1979 

b) the appointment of the president of 
the CAAT(F) in September 1979 

c) the opening of the CAAT(F) in 
September 1980 


Board of Governors 


a) The Board of Governors of the 
CAAT(F) is composed of twelve 
francophone members of whom four 
are residents of each of the three 
regions of the province (east, north, 
south/west) plus one ex officio 
member, the president of the 
CAAT(F). 


b) The Council of Regents appoints six 
members of the Board of Governors 
of the CAAT(F) of whom two are from 
each region. 

c) The Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs appoints six members of the 
Board of Governors of the CAAT (F) 
of whom two are from each region. 

d) The Board of Governors proceeds to 
the appointment of a president who 
becomes the thirteenth member of 
the Board of Governors. 

e) The Board of Governors determines 
the needs and legitimate aspirations 
of Franco-Ontarians in terms of 
education offered in the French 
language by the CAATs. 

f) The Board of Governors determines 
the objectives, policies and priorities 
of the CAAT(F) in terms of the needs 
of Franco-Ontarians. 

g) The Board of Governors hires the 
members of teaching and support 
staffs of the CAAT(F). 


h) The Board of Governors has the legal 
and moral responsibility for the 
sound management of the CAAT(F) 
in accordance with the general prin- 
ciples shown in the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities publica- 
tion entitled “Guidelines for 
Governors". 


President 


a) The president of the CAAT(F), asa 
member of the Board of Governors, 
participates fully in all the activities 
of this body such as the establish- 
ment of objectives, policies and 
priorities of the CAAT(F) and the 
appointment of all members of the 
staff of the CAAT(F). 

b) The president of the CAAT(F) is 
responsible to the Board of 
Governors for all phases of the 
operation, administration, super- 
vision, maintenance and promotion 
of the CAAT(F). 


Students 


a) The majority of full-time students 
attending the CAAT(F) are French- 
speaking graduates of French- 
language and mixed secondary 
schools or persons whose command 
of French is sufficient to take the 
courses offered in the French 
language. 

b) The part-time students are franco- 
phones who wish to improve their 
skills, or to retrain forajobora 
career, or who have personal 
interests, or who simply want a 
leisure activity. 


Language 


a) The language of instruction in the 
CAAT(F) is French except for 
courses in languages other than 
French. 

b) Theusuallanguage of workis French. 

c) Normally the French language is 
used in extra-curricular activities 
such as student government and 
cultural, social and sports activities 
inthe CAAT(F). 

d) The registered students of the 
CAAT(F) are free to take courses 
offered in the French language in the 
CAAT(F) or courses offered in the 
English language in a neighboring 
English-language CAAT. 


Regional Councils 


a) The Board of Governors of the 
CAAT(F) establishes a Regional 
Council composed of five members 
in each of the three regions of the 
province (north, east, south/west). 

b) The function of each Regional 
CAAT(F) Council is to establish 


effective liaison between the Board 
of Governors of the CAAT(F) and the 
Franco-Ontarian community of the 
region. 

c) The Board of Governors of the 
CAAT(F) appoints the members of 
the three Regional CAAT (F) Councils 
after consultation with regional 
Franco-Ontarian organizations. 


Finances 


The Council recommends that the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
ensure the opening of the CAAT(F) in 
September 1980 by making provision 
for the funds required for the period of 
organization, January 1979 to 
September 1980, and the first year of 
operation, September 1980 to 
September 1981. 


The members of the Council 
recommended the establishment of a 
23rd French-language CAAT which will 
open in September 1980 but are in favor 
of the immediate establishment of a 
Consortium (F)* of CAATs as an interim 
measure to provide CAAT courses in 
the French language during the period 
from September 1978 to September 
1980. 


It is recommended that this Consortium 
(F) of CAATs be a standing committee 
of the Committee of Presidents of 
CAATs whose members would be the 
CAATs which offer courses in the 
French language. It is also 
recommended that the objectives 

of the Consortium (F) be: 


i) to provide courses/programs in 
the French language in order to fulfill 
the legitimate expectations of full- 
time and part-time French-speaking 
students attending CAATs in all parts 
of the province 

ii) to provide, as far as possible, a 
predominantly French Canadian 
linguistic and cultural milieu for 
French-speaking students 
attending CAATs 

iii) to ensure co-operation on the part 
of the CAATs participating in the 
Consortium (F) in the planning and 
development of courses/programs 
to be offered in the French language 

iv) to ensure the sharing of French- 
language teaching aids among the 
CAATSs participating in the 
Consortium (F) 

v) to avoid unnecessary and costly 
duplication of courses/programs 
offered in the French language by 
the CAATs 


*Consortium (F) — a grouping of CAATs which 


provide courses in the French language. 

For example, Algonquin (Ottawa), St. Lawrence 
(Cornwall), Cambrian (Sudbury) and Northern 
(South Porcupine) colleges offer French-language 
programs of study in 1977-1978 for French- 
speaking students. 


To sum up, on February 10, 1978, the 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
submitted to the Honourable Harry C. 
Parrott, Minister of Colleges and 
Universities, the three recommenda- 
tions below concerning instruction 
provided in the French language by the 
CAATSs: 


i) that a French-language CAAT (a 
23rd CAAT) be established in 
accordance with the guidelines set 
out by the Council which would 
open its doors in September 1980 


ii) that until the establishment of a 
French-language CAAT, the amount 
of the annual grant awarded toa 
CAAT to defray the incremental 
costs of bilingualism be identified 
clearly and not included without 
indentification in the annual 
operating grant 


iii) that the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities introduce to the 
Legislative Assembly a bill or an 
amendment to an existing law or 
statute which will guarantee that 


a) instruction will be provided in 
the French language by the 
CAATs where warranted 

b) students attending CAATs will 
be completely free to choose the 
language of instruction, French 
or English, where instruction in 
both languages is available 


The Council supports the immediate 
establishment of a Consortium (F) of 
CAATs as a temporary means of 
providing courses in the French 
language from September 1978 to 
September 1980. 
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Destiny Canada 


In anticipation of the many forums on 
the future of the Canadian constitution, 
in early April 1977, the chairman of the 
Council appointed a special committee 
of the Council, known as the “Chateau 
Committee”, made up of specialists in 
political science, education and 
constitutional law, to prepare a 
document to serve as a guide for 
Franco-Ontarian participation in the 
forum Destiny Canada. 


In June 1977, the Government of 
Ontario appointed two members of the 
Council, Maurice Chagnon and Laurent 
Isabelle, as members of the Ontario 
delegation which took part in the forum 
Destiny Canada, conducted at York 
University, Toronto, June 27, 28 and 29, 
1977. 


First of all, the Chateau Committee took 
advantage of the opportunity to 
reiterate, ina document approved by 
the Council and by the directors of 
ACFO, what Franco-Ontarians have 
been requesting from the Ontario 
government. 


“Repeatedly and by different means, 
Franco-Ontarians have made known the 
living conditions which would meet 
their expectations while giving Ontario 
a truly Canadian character. The claims 
made by Franco-Ontarians are based 
onan acceptance of the fact that the two 
official language groups and the native 
peoples constitute the three funda- 
mental components of Canadian 
society. 


“The recognition of French as one of 
the two official languages in Ontario 
seems to be fundamental. It is normal 
that English, the language of the 
majority, should continue to be the 
principal language used in the province. 
The purpose of the recognition of 
French as an official language would 
not be to effect a complete change in the 
administration and the daily life of the 
citizens of the province. The results of 
this acceptance of French as an official 
language are indicated in the list of 
suggestions which make up the 
remainder of this paper.” 


The Chateau Committee drafted 

the 34 recommendations below which 
cover the areas of culture, education, 
language in the courts, legislature and 
legal documents, health, community 
and social services, transport and 
government services. 


— 


. that the Government of Ontario 


recognize that French Canadian 
culture in Ontario should be given 
special consideration in keeping 
with its equal status in Canada with 
the cultures of English Canadians 
and native peoples 


. that francophones be appointed to 


senior positions in each of the 
divisions of the Ministry of Culture 
and Recreation 


. that the co-ordination of services in 


the French language in the Ministry 
of Culture and Recreation be 
ensured by the appointment of an 
Assistant Deputy Minister as Co- 
ordinator of French-language 
services 


. that the Ministry of Culture and 


Recreation ensure a French- 
language capability in the regional 
offices of the ministry by appointing 
members of the staff who 
understand not only the language 
but also the expectations of Franco- 
Ontarians 


. that the Ministry of Culture and 


Recreation support financially 
Franco-Ontarian organizations in 
the fields of cultural and social 
activities as well as sports and 
recreation 


. that the French-language schools 


be administered by exclusively 
French school boards without 
prejudicing denominational rights 
guaranteed by constitutional law 


. that a group of francophone 


officials be established in the 
Ministry of Education under the 
direction of a Deputy Minister 
responsible for French-language 
education in Ontario. This group 
should be responsible for the 
development of policies and the 
administration of French-language 
elementary and secondary 
education 


. that French become a compulsory 


subject like English in all French- 
language schools and for franco- 
phones in mixed schools 


. that the study of “French Ontario” 


be compulsory in French-language 
schools and strongly encouraged in 
English-language schools 


. that post-secondary educational 


institutions develop weighting 
formulas for the assessment of 
applicants for admission which will 
take into account the additional 
credits gained while studying the 
official languages. 


. that post-secondary educational 


institutions which serve Franco- 
Ontarians be provided with 
adequate financial aid in order to 
maintain existing programs and to 
develop new programs designed 
to meet the needs of francophone 
students 


. that proceedings at law be held in 


French on a permanent basis in the 
courts of eastern and northeastern 
Ontario and as required in other 
places where there are sufficient 
numbers of francophones. The 
“Judicature Act” should be 
amended as required. Legal aid and 
court services in French should be 
provided throughout the province 


that it be permissible in Ontario to 
draw up in French wills, contracts, 
mortgages and other ordinary legal 
documents. The “Registry Act” 
should be amended as required. 


. that the laws passed by the 


Legislature of Ontario be accom- 
panied by French-language 
translations 


. that the University of Ottawa be 


provided with the funds required to 
offer the Common Law programme 
in the French language 


. that the colleges of applied arts and 


technology be provided with the 
funds required for the training in the 
French language of competent court 
officers 


. that the position of Co-ordinator of 


French-language Services be 
established in the justice policy 
field. This position should be a staff 
appointment at the level of an 
Assistant Deputy Minister 


. that the appointment of judges and 


court officers capable of speaking 
French be hastened in order to 
permit the implementation of 
Recommendation 12 above

Dialogue 
franco-ontarien 777 


To follow up the two Dialogues franco- 
ontariens held in 1975 and 1976, the 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
sponsored Dialogue franco-ontarien 
'77, held on Wednesday, May 11, 1977, 
at the University of Waterloo, Waterloo, 
Ontario. 


The purpose of Dialogue franco- 
ontarien 77 was to promote an 
exchange of information between 
principals, guidance counsellors and 
teachers from the French-language and 
mixed secondary schools and the 
admissions officers and representatives 
of the universities, university colleges 
and colleges of applied arts and 
technology which offer courses in the 
French language. 


The representatives of the secondary 
schools were able to obtain accurate 
answers to their questions about the 
transition of French-speaking students 
from secondary school to post- 
secondary educational institutions. 
They also informed the representatives 
of universities and colleges of the 
expectations of French-speaking 
secondary school students. 


Admissions officers who participated in 
this meeting came from:

The comments of the majority of the 90 
participants indicated clearly that this 
meeting achieved its objective. The 
evaluation forms completed by the 
participants in Dialogue franco- 
ontarien ’77 show that 89% of the 
participants preferred a Dialogue 
franco-ontarien ’78 integrated with 
Guidance Dialogue ’78 which will take 
place at the University of Western 
Ontario (London) May 10, 11 and 12, 
1978. Simultaneous with the printing of 
this annual report, preparations are 
being made for Dialogue franco- 
ontarien ’78, scheduled for May 10, 
1978, at Huron College, University of 
Western Ontario, in London, Ontario. 


Grants: 


For the planning and launching of new 
programs of study at the post-secondary 
level to be offered in the French language 


In 1977-1978, the Ministry of Colleges 
and Universities has provided funds to 
assist universities and colleges of 
applied arts and technology to plan and 
launch new programs of studies to 

be offered in the French language in 
order to fulfill the expectations of 
Franco-Ontarian students. 


The role of the Council in this 

program is to inform the bilingual 
colleges and universities of the 
regulations governing the granting of 
these subsidies, to assess the requests 
for grants submitted by the post- 
secondary educational institutions and 
to recommend tothe Minister of Colleges 
and Universities the amounts of the 
grants. 


Acommittee of the Council considered 
the applications and the Council 
recommended to the Minister the 
approval of selected applications. The 
Minister of Colleges and Universities, 
on the basis of the recommendations 
received from the Council, awarded 
grants for the planning and develop- 
ment of new programs to be offered in 
the French language in 1977-78:

During 1977-78, the Council invited 
several people to provide information to 
the members of the Council on topics 
on the agenda of the meetings of the 
Council: 


1. At the regular meeting of October 
17, 1977, held at Laurentian 
University, Mr. Léopold Lacroix, 
Director of French programming for 
TV Ontario, discussed French- 
language educational TV 
programmes (OECA). His assistant, 
Mr. Lionel Rémillard provided 
information on French-language 
educational programmes at the 
elementary, college and university 
levels, which are produced in 
Toronto and sold throughout the 
world. He also outlined a television 
series on Franco-Ontarians (“Chez 
Nous”, “Visages et Villages”, “Pile et 
Face’).

Statement of the Ontario Advisory 
Council on Multiculturalism on 
Canadian Unity 


The chairman of the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs was very 
pleased to receive on June 16,1977,a 
statement on Canadian unity from the 
chairman of the Ontario Advisory 
Council on Multiculturalism, Dr. G. 
Korey. It is worthy of note that this 
statement is in agreement with the 
position of the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs on the special status of 
the French language and French 
Canadian culture in Ontario. The 
following news release was issued by 
the Ontario Advisory Council on 
Multiculturalism on the 11th of June, 
1977. 


“Canada is a composite of many 
different linguistic, cultural and ethnic 
communities. This composite includes 
the Native Peoples, the co-founding 
nations — the French and the English — 
and immigrants who have chosen 
Canada as their homeland. 


“The long struggle of the French 
Canadians to maintain their institutions 
and culture and to survive as a people 
created an atmosphere conducive to the 
preservation of the basic linguistic and 
cultural values of the various 
ethnocultural communities within 
Canada; in this atmosphere were 
created the conditions which make 
multiculturalism a social reality which 
was adopted as official Canadian 
government policy in 1971. 


“Despite this generally favorable 
atmosphere, views have been expressed 
which do not recognize the rights of 
French Canadians under the Canadian 
constitution. 


“The Ontario Advisory Council on 
Multiculturalism recognizes French 
Canadians as a part of the Canadian 
multicultural mosiac; however, as co- 


founders of the Canadian nation they 
must be distinguished from other 
ethnocultural groups which have 
formed through immigration. 


“In their long struggle the French 
Canadians achieved certain 
constitutional and historic rights. The 
Council believes that there must be a 
frank acceptance by all Canadians of 
these rights which must be restored and 
preserved. 


“The Council believes that Canada is 
facing the gravest crisis of the past 110 
years; it urges all Canadians to dedicate 
themselves and their experience 
unreservedly to the preservation of 
Canadian unity — a unity which must be 
protected by a constitution which is a 
living organism within which the 
aspirations of all Canadians can be 
realized.” 


Appointment of members of the Council 


In March 1978, the Lieutenant 
Governor, Pauline M. McGibbon, 
approved by Order-in-Council 
Honourable William G. Davis’ 
recommendation that Dr. Jér6me 
Corbeil of Rockland and Mr. Marcel 
Bralé of Cambridge be appointed 
members of the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs. 


Dr. Jér6me Corbeil, a physician from 
Rockland, was a member of the Task 
Force on French-language Health 
Services led by Dr. Jacques Dubois of 
Welland. This task force prepared the 
report “No Problem” (1976). Mr. Marcel 
Bralé, a professional engineer, is 
president of the Federation of Cultural 
Organizations of Ontario and president 
of the Federation of Social Clubs of 
Southern Ontario. 


The Lieutenant Governor also approved 
the Premier's recommendation that 
Messrs. Maurice Chagnon (Ottawa), 
Edmond Chauvin (Paincourt), Omer 
Deslauriers (Toronto), Laurent Isabelle 
(Ottawa) and Raymond Lanthier 

(St. Catharines) be reappointed as 
members of the Council. 


The chairman and the members of the 
Council extend their sincere thanks to 
Mrs. Micheline St-Cyr and Mr. Yves 
Saint-Denis whose terms of office 
terminated recently. The Council is very 
grateful for the invaluable collaboration 
of Mrs. St-Cyr and Mr. Saint-Denis. 


Report on the arts in 
Franco-Ontarian life 


During the regular meeting of March 15, 
1978, the members of the Council 
discussed the forty-four recom- 
mendations made in the Report on the 
Arts in Franco-Ontarian Life 
(September 1977), prepared by 
Professor Pierre Savard and his 
colleagues, Rhéal Beauchamp and Paul 
Thomson. 


A committee of the Council was struck 
to draft a position paper for the Council 
on the Savard Report and to present it 
to the next regular meeting of the 
Council. 


Bookfair 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
participated in the organization of the 
Bookfair of Canadian French-language 
books, which took place in Toronto 
February 8, 9, 10 and 11, 1978. 

Mr. Deslauriers was chairman of the 
organizing committee. 


This bookfair was one of six organized 
across Canada by the Canadian 
Association for French-language 
Education. 


More than fifty publishers displayed 
their recent publications. Well known 
francophone authors took part in the 
bookfair, signed copies of their books 
and exchanged ideas with the audience. 


The Bookfair in Toronto was a success.

The Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs is allowed on its own initiative to 
review, comment and make recommendations to the Government in 
consultation with ministries as required, through the minister assigned 
responsibility for the co-ordination of French-language services with respect 
to matters for which any ministry or agency, exclusive of education, is 
responsible and which affect Franco-Ontarians. 


The 15 members of the Council, including the full-time chairman, are 
French-speaking Ontarians who are not employees of the provincial 
government. They come from several different parts of the province. Their 
professions or occupations include medicine, teaching at the secondary, 
college and university levels, engineering, publicity, business and 
administration. 


The members of the Council are appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor who 
approves by Order-in-Council recommendations submitted by the Premier. 
Normally, the members are appointed for a three-year term. 


In the exercise of its function, the Council maintains close liaison with the 
Franco-Ontarian community in order to be well aware of the needs and 
expectations of Franco-Ontarians especially with respect to government 
services provided in the French language. 


The Council also maintains close liaison with the ministries of the Ontario 
government especially with respect to the interpretation of existing policies 
and the formulation of new policies which affect Franco-Ontarians.

Chairman's 
Message 


The year just past, though not witness to 
legislation guaranteeing all the linguistic 
rights of Franco-Ontarians, did see 
significant progress made, nevertheless, in 
the implementation of services acquired. 


The most important step was certainly the 
passing of Bills 71 and 72, allowing the use 
of the French language in the courts of 
Ontario. It seems that the significance of 
this legislation, which gives the French 
language special status in Ontario, has not 
yet been fully appreciated. Translation of 
the statutes of Ontario into French is 
underway and a Co-ordinator of French- 
language Services will be appointed in the 
very near future in the Ministry of the 
Attorney General. And the University of 
Ottawa has introduced a Common Law 
program. In all, what many considered 
impossible has been accomplished this 
year. 


The Ministry of Education Green Paper on 
the reorganization of the Ottawa-Carleton 
educational system is another step in that 
direction. Although this document cannot 
be considered a complete answer to the 
demand for an exclusively French- 
language Board of Education, one must 
acknowledge that three of the five 
alternatives proposed in the Green Paper 
recognize for the first time in Ontario 
history that the provincial government 
would permit the election by francophones 
of francophone school trustees and that 
these trustees would have decision- 
making powers with respect to French- 
language schools within the public Boards 
of Education. If these trustees could be 
involved in budget administration (a point 
which is not clear in the Green Paper), this 
solution could be an important step 
forward in the field of education. 


Significant progress has also been made 
on other fronts. The Ontario government 
has already agreed to substitute the term 
“French-language services” for the term 
“bilingual services”. From that point there 
has been an improvement in attitude 
toward our linguistic requests. Now we 
refer to French-language services, Office 
of the Government Co-ordinator of 
French-language Services, Co-ordinators 
of French-language Services within the 
ministries. This simple change has made 
people more receptive, has allowed us to 
be more specific in identifying our requests 
for services and at the same time more 
specific in identifying the people to whom 
the policy of French-language services is 
directed. 


The Office of the Government Co-ordinator 
of French-language Services, under the 
direction of the Deputy Minister, Mr. Don 
Stevenson, has promoted progress within 
the ministries with regard to French- 
language services. The number of 
Co-ordinators of French-language 
Services has been increased, specific 
regions have been designated for the 
availability of these services and the 
nature and scheduling of a signage 
program in the two official languages of the 
country has been established. 


Without being judgmental with regard to 
the efforts made by various ministries, it 
would be dishonest not to make particular 
mention of progress made in providing 
French-language services in the ministries 
of Northern Affairs, Health, Justice, 
Community and Social Services, Culture 
and Recreation, and Education, at primary, 
secondary, as well as postsecondary 
levels. 


The Council would like to commend 
particularly the full-time co-ordinators 
working within these ministries. It is true 
that their task is made easier in being 
responsible directly to a Deputy Minister, 
but they have made their presence felt 
diplomatically yet firmly in the performance 
of their duties, which is not always easy, 
considering the many areas where 
established traditions are few. 


The Council has met on several occasions 
with senior officials working within the 
ministries at Queen’s Park to explain the 
needs and expectations of francophones. 
In April, May and June, the Office of the 
Government Co-ordinator is organizing 
eight regional seminars in order to inform 
the senior staff members of government 
regional offices of the Government policy 
with respect to French-language services 
offered in various regions of the province, 
whether in northern, eastern or southern 
Ontario. 


The Council was, however, disappointed 
to note that the Ontario Government did 
not see fit to pass definitive legislation at 
present guaranteeing French-language 
services. But one must admit that Premier 
William Davis has kept his promise to 
increase both the extent and quality of 
French-language services throughout the 
province and that his ministers for the most 
part are endeavoring to honor this 
commitment. 


In March 1979, the Ontario Government 
agreed to extend the terms of reference of 
the Council. In the past, the Council could 
make recommendations only to the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities and 
to the Minister of Culture and Recreation, 
and be available to the other ministers. 
From April 1979, the Council may on its 
own initiative submit comments and 
recommendations to the Cabinet of the 
Ontario Government through the minister 
responsible for French-language services 
(in consultation with the ministers). And the 
area of postsecondary education will 
become the exclusive responsibility of the 
“new” Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Education while the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs will concern itself with all 
other ministries and government agencies. 


This new concept of the role of the Council 
will require a closer liaison with the 
Franco-Ontarian community in order to be 
aware of its needs and expectations in 
various regions of Ontario. The Council 
intends to become more involved in the 
promotion of French-language services — 
in all aspects of public life in Ontario. 


In the past year, a moderate wave of 
optimism among Franco-Ontarians has 
become apparent. Reports in the 
electronic and printed media lead us to 
believe that Franco-Ontarians are 
becoming progressively more interested in 
their own language and culture. Several 
new ventures attest to this new 
enthusiasm. The public status of the 
French language is now recognized. But 
services in the French language must be 
improved and their full use must be 
ensured on an individual basis. The 
political situation at all levels is favorable to 
us. As | said in my message last year, the 
vitality of Franco-Ontarian life will always 
depend on Franco-Ontarians themselves. 
We must continue to contribute 
wholeheartedly, assert ourselves proudly 
as francophones and take our place in the 
sun. The hope and the challenge are ours, 
first and foremost. 


In closing, | would like to thank the 
members of the Council very sincerely for 
their invaluable dedication and support in 
the function of the Council. Their informed 
contribution to discussion of all topics of 
concern, in regular meetings or in 
committee meetings, has enabled us to 
submit detailed recommendations and 
memoranda to the authorities concerned.

Dialogue Franco- 
Ontarien '78 


As a sequel to the three Dialogues 
Franco-Ontariens, held in 1975, 1976 and 
1977, the Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs sponsored DIALOGUE FRANCO- 
ONTARIEN ’78, which was held May 10, 
1978, in Huron College on the campus of 
the University of Western Ontario in 
London, Ontario. 


The first Dialogues Franco-Ontariens were 
annual meetings of guidance counsellors 
from French-language secondary schools 
and mixed secondary schools and 
admissions officers from universities, 
university colleges and colleges of applied 
arts and technology of the province which 
offer courses in the French language for 
French-speaking students. 


The aim of the annual Dialogue Franco- 
Ontarien is still to promote an exchange of 
information between the two groups of 
participants in order to facilitate the 
transition of Franco-Ontarian pupils from 
secondary schools to a university or 
college which offers courses in the French 
language. 


The 112 participants in Dialogue Franco- 
Ontarien ’78 included not only guidance 
counsellors and admissions officers but 
also secondary school principals, heads of 
departments and teachers, professors 
from bilingual universities and colleges, 
French-speaking staff members from the 
Ministry of Education and the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities and representa- 
tives of Franco-Ontarian organizations 
interested in the transition of young 
Franco-Ontarians from the secondary to 
the postsecondary level of education. 


During the final session of the day, the 
participants were clearly in favor of 
extending the duration of the next annual 
get-together to two full days. They also 
agreed that they preferred the new type of 
presentation such as those on “Careers in 
the Health Sciences” by Dr. Hurteau and 
Mrs. Jacqueline Robertson and “Careers 
in the Business World” by Mr. Gunn and 
Professor Kahl.

Symposium on 
Franco-Ontarians in 
1978 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs, in 
co-operation with the Government 
Co-ordinator of French-language Services 
organized a symposium on “Franco- 
Ontarians in 1978” which was held at 
Queen’s Park on November 16, 1978. 


The participants in this meeting were, on 
the one hand, the co-ordinators of French 
language services from various Ontario 
government ministries and, on the other, 
members of the Council. 


Fifty-three participants—41 from ministries 
or government agencies and 12 Council 
members— attended symposium sessions. 


The aims of the symposium were: 


@ to provide the co-ordinators of French- 
language government services with 
information about Franco-Ontarians; 


@ to inform the members of Council of the 
difficulties being encountered by the 

_ co-ordinators in establishing government 
services offered in the French language 
for Franco-Ontarians. 


Mr. Omer Deslauriers welcomed the 
participants on behalf of the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs and outlined 
briefly the objectives of the symposium 
and certain program details. Then he gave 
the theme address, “Franco Ontarians in 
1978”. 


During the three workshops, participants 
discussed the characteristics and 
expectations of Franco-Ontarians in three 
regions of the province—north, east and 
south central. 


In the closing session, Mr. Don Stevenson, 
Government Co-ordinator of French- 
language services, expressed his 
Satisfaction with the outcome of the 
meeting. 


A strong majority of participants were of 
the opinion that the symposium had 
accomplished its objective and that after 
the symposium those responsible for 
government services in the French 
language were much better acquainted 
with their clients, the Franco-Ontarians. 


The participants strongly recommended 
that similar meetings be organized in 
various regions of the province for the 
regional office staff of ministries providing 
government services in the French 
language. 


To implement this recommendation, the 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs and 
the Office of the Provincial Co-ordinator of 
French-language Services agreed that it 
would be more advantageous for the latter 
to organize regional conferences similar to 
the symposium held at Queen’s Park on 
November 16, 1978. 


The schedule for the eight regional 
conferences arranged by the Office of the 
Provincial Co-ordinator of French- 
language Services is as follows: 

April 18-North Bay; April 24-Timmins; May 
8-Ottawa; May 15-St. Catharines; May 
24-Sudbury; June 5-Kapuskasing; June 
19-Windsor; June 26-Cornwall. 


Each meeting will be held from 9:00 am to 
4:00 pm and will be followed by an 
information session in the evening for the 
local Franco-Ontarian community. The 
participants in the regional conferences 
will be the regional office staff members, 
representatives of the ministries at 
Queen’s Park and the members of the 
Council. The aim of these meetings will be 
to provide information to those providing 
government services in the French 
language in the many regional offices of 
the various ministries about their clients, 
the Franco-Ontarians. 


Planning and 
launching of new 
courses: 


Offered in the French language in 
universities, university colleges and 
colleges of applied arts and technology 


For the academic year 1978-1979, the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities 
provided funds to assist bilingual 
universities and university colleges in 
planning and launching new courses/ 
programs offered in the French language 
to fulfil the expectations of French- 
speaking students. 


The role of the Council was to advise the 
bilingual universities and university 
colleges of the conditions relative to the 
awarding of these grants, to evaluate the 
requests for grants submitted by the 
university institutions and to recommend 
the amounts of the grants to the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities. 


A committee of the Council studied the 
requests and then the Council 
recommended the amounts of the grants 
to the Minister. The Minister of Colleges 
and Universities implemented the 
recommendations from the Council and 
awarded the grants indicated below for the 
planning and launching of new university 
programs offered in the French language 
in 1978-1979. 


Glendon University College $ 40,600 
University of Sudbury 14,100 
Laurentian University 39,000 
University of Ottawa 95,100 
Hearst University College 31,100 

$219,900 


The Council has already assessed the 
requests for grants for the 1979-1980 
academic year and has forwarded its 
recommendations to the Minister of 
Education. The Minister will announce her 
decisions to the universities early in the 
1979-1980 fiscal year. 


In addition to the grants to defray the 
incremental costs of launching new 
university courses offered in the French 
language, the Ministry awards so-called 
bilingualism grants to defray the 
incremental costs incurred by existing 
courses offered in the French language. 
The Ontario Council on University Affairs is 
responsible for recommending to the 
minister the amounts of bilingualism 
grants. 


On February 20, 1979, the Minister of 
Education, the Honourable Bette 
Stephenson, MD, announced the 
bilingualism grants for the academic year 
as follows:

In 1978-1979 the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities provided funds to assist 
certain colleges of applied arts and 
technology to plan and launch new 
services offered in the French language for 
French-speaking students. 


The role of the Council was to study the 
requests for grants submitted by the 
colleges and to forward recommended 
amounts of grants to the Minister. Then the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
awarded the grants shown below to defray 
the incremental costs of planning and 
launching new services in the French 
language during the 1978-1979 academic 
year:

After studying the requests for grants 
submitted by the colleges for the academic 
year 1979-1980, the Council forwarded its 
recommendations to the Minister of 
Education before the end of February 
1979. 


On February 22, 1979, the Minister of 
Education announced the distribution of 
the 1979-1980 operating grants among the 
22 colleges of applied arts and technology 
of the province. 


For 1979-1980 there has been a 40% 
increase in special grants awarded to the 
colleges to defray the incremental costs 
incurred to offer courses and programs in 
the French language and an attempt was 
made to arrive at a more equitable 
distribution. 
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The total amount of these special grants is 
$3,814,426, including two grants, one to 
defray the incremental costs of courses 
offered in the French language already 
existing, and the other to defray the 
incremental costs of planning and 
launching new courses to be offered in the 
French language. 


The anticipated distribution of these 
special grants for the 1979-1980 academic 
year is as follows:

Meeting with the Premier 


On June 29, 1978, Premier William G. 
Davis received a delegation from the 
Council made up of Omer Deslauriers, 
chairman, Solange Plourde-Gagnon, 
Georges Gauthier, Marcel Bralé and 
Georges Amyot. 


The object of this meeting was to present 
to the premier the reaction of the Council to 
his action on June 1, 1978, when he made 
it known that Bill 89 on government 
services provided in the French language, 
which Member Albert Roy had introduced 
to the legislature, would not appear in 
future on the order paper of the Ontario 
legislature. 


Mr. Deslauriers emphasized the 
disappointment of the Council members 
concerning the fate of Bill 89 on 
government services offered in the French 
language. 


The premier stated that his government 
intends to follow the policy already 
announced with respect to government 
services provided in the French language. 
His government will increase these 
services as necessary and as soon as 
possible but he is opposed at present to a 
general bill guaranteeing the availability of 
government services provided in the 
French language. 


On behalf of the Council, Mr. Deslauriers 
asked the premier to confirm that his 
government has not definitely rejected the 
possibility of giving legislative sanction in 
future to its policy on government services 
provided in the French language. 


Mr. Deslauriers also advised the premier 
that the Council had recommended that 
the Ontario government support the | 
incorporation of a formal guarantee of 
language rights for Franco-Ontarians in a 
new Canadian constitution. 


The premier asked the Council to forward 
to him a list in order of priority of new 
government services provided in the 
French language which would fulfil the 
expectations of Franco-Ontarians. 


The chairman of the Council took this

Council that Co-ordinators of French- 
language Services be named as soon as 
possible in four government ministries — 
Ministry of the Attorney General, Ministry 
of Consumer and Commercial Relations, 
Ministry of Industry and Tourism and 
Ministry of Transport and 
Communications. 


Meeting with the Minister of Culture and 
Recreation 


On December 19, 1978, the Honourable 

Reuben Baetz, Minister of Culture and 
Recreation, received Mr. Omer 
-Deslauriers, chairman of the Council, 
accompanied by Mr. Georges Amyot, 
executive secretary. 


The topics which the Council 
representatives discussed informally with 
the Minister include: 


e@ the terms of reference of the Council with 
respect to the ministers of the Ontario 
Government; 


@ the possibility of announcing a general 
policy with respect to services provided 
in the French language by the Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation; 


e@ the urgent need for at least one French- 
speaking officer in the regional offices of 
the ministry in the south and central 
areas of the province; 


@ the need to initiate in the very near future 
a study of the needs of Franco-Ontarians 
with respect to services provided in the 
French language by public libraries; 


@ the need for a mini-network of 
educational television stations, to ensure 
adequate broadcasting in the French 
language in francophone areas. 


The minister and the chairman of the 
Council agreed that the excellent work of 
Mrs. Claire Pageau, new co-ordinator of 
French-language services, had already 
much improved the quality of these 
services. 


Meeting with the Minister of Education 


On October 17, 1978, the Honourable 
Bette Stephenson, Minister of Education, 
received Mr. Omer Deslauriers, 
accompanied by Mr. Georges Amyot. The 
various topics discussed informally at this 
meeting include: 


@ the appointment of a francophone who is 
a member of the Council of Regents as a 
member of the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs; 


@ the participation of the Council in 
interprovincial or federal-provincial 
meetings dealing with matters affecting 
education and Franco-Ontarians; 


@ the possibility of replacing so-called 
grants for “bilingualism” awarded to 
postsecondary educational institutions 
with two kinds of grants: 


1. grants to defray the incremental costs 
of education in the French language 
for French-language students, and 

2. grants to defray the incremental costs 
of teaching French as a second 
language to English-speaking 
students. 


@ the urgency of announcing in the very 
near future the amount of grants for 
“bilingualism” to be awarded to CAATs 
in 1979-1980. 


Meeting with the Standing 
Administration of Justice Committee 


During the summer of 1978, a Standing 
Administration of Justice Committee 
studied the fate of Bill 89, alaw on 
French-language services in Ontario 
introduced to the legislature by Member 
Albert Roy. This committee consists of 15 
elected members of the legislature. 


This committee invited the Council to 
forward comments on the fate of Bill 89 
and also to send a delegation, made up of 
Council members, to make an oral 
presentation during the meetings held by 
the committee September 5 to 8, 1978. 


In reply to the invitation of the Standing 
Committee of the Legislature on Justice, a 
delegation from the Council presented 
comments, on September 6, 1978, on the 
fate of Bill 89 on French-language 
government services. The members of this 
delegation were: Mr. Omer Deslauriers, 
Mr. Marcel Brdlé. Mr. Maurice Chagnon 
and Mr. Georges Amyot. 


The comments presented by this 
delegation had been approved at the 29th 
regular meeting of the Council, held on 
August 16, 1978. 


The members of the delegation indicated 


a) that the Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs, like the Legislature, accepts 
unconditionally the spirit and intent of 
Bill 89; 


b) that the Council had already developed 
a draft bill on government services 
provided in the French language which 
the Cabinet Advisory Committee on 
Confederation received favorably in 
April 1978; 


c) that the intent of these two bills is to 
provide government services in the 
French language for Ontarians who 
want them. 


The delegation expressed the hope that 
the Standing Committee of the Legislature 
on Justice would soon introduce a report to 
the legislature indicating the attitude of the 
provincial government towards its 
francophone citizens. 


The Council hopes as well that this first 
step will lead Ontario to announce the 
enshrinement of the rights of the official 
language minorities in any revised 
Canadian constitution. 


Canadian Association for French- 
Language Education (ACELF) 


The chairman of the Council, Mr. Omer 
Deslauriers, is also vice-chairman 
(Ontario) of a national organization, the 
Canadian Association for French 
Language Education. 


At the annual meeting of ACELF (1977) in 
Chicoutimi, Mr. Deslauriers introduced the 
idea of the establishment of interprovincial 
French-language faculties in French- 
language universities outside Quebec. 
These faculties of medicine, common law, 
dentistry, social work and library science 
would train French-language professionals 
to provide services in French to 
francophone communities outside 
Quebec. 


As aresult of this address, ACELF 
appointed a postsecondary education 
committee to supervise a study of Mr. 
Deslauriers’ proposal. The members of 
this committee are: Mr. Omer Deslauriers, 
chairman; Mr. Rolland Cloutier, rector of 
Saint-Boniface University College; 
Reverend Father Roger Guindon, rector of 
the University of Ottawa; Reverend Father 
Lucien Michaud, rector of the University of 
Sudbury; Mr. Jean Cadieux, rector of the 
University of Moncton; Mr. Laurent 
Isabelle, president of Algonquin College; 
Mr. Raymond Beauchemin, general 
secretary of ACELF. 


Thanks to grants provided by the 
Secretary of State, Mr. Grégoire Mathieu, 
research assistant for ACELF, has been 
working on the study under the direction of 
the postsecondary education committee 
for the past year. 
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The members of the committee approved 
the following stages for this research 
project: 


a) the identification of the needs of 
francophone communities outside 
Quebec with respect to professional 
services, first specifying the number of 
French speaking professionals 
compared with the francophone 
population; 


an exact determination of the number of 
francophone students who are taking 
their university studies in French 
outside Quebec; 


= 


a survey of the number of francophones 
graduating from secondary school 
outside Quebec — their educational and 
professional plans. 


During the month of March 1979, Mr. 
Mathieu sent out questionnaires to 129 
French-language secondary schools in 
seven provinces outside Quebec. The 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs sent 
7,500 copies of the questionnaire to the 
French-language secondary schools and 
the mixed secondary schools of Ontario. 
Grade 12 and 13 students in these schools 
will complete the questionnaire during the 
first week of April 1979. In all, 
approximately 12,000 graduating 
secondary school students will complete 
this questionnaire.

The computerized assessment of the data 
collected will be carried out in April and the 
subcommittee intends to submit a report of 
the study to the annual meeting of ACELF 

in Quebec. 
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History of the Council 


In November 1973 and April 1974, the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities of 
the Ontario government conducted two 
provincial seminars to consider the 
availability of post-secondary education 
offered in the French language in 
Ontario. 


The principal resolution adopted by the 
participants at both seminars 
recommended the establishment of a 
council whose members would be 
Franco-Ontarians and which would be 
responsible for advising the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities with respect to 
post-secondary education offered in the 
French language. 


On September 25, 1974, the Ontario 
Cabinet approved the establishment of 
the ADVISORY COUNCIL FOR 
FRANCO-ONTARIAN AFFAIRS. 


On January 15, 1975, the Ontario 
government established the Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation, and the terms of 
reference of the Advisory Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs were expanded 
to include advising both the Minister of 
Culture and Recreation and the Minister 
of Colleges and Universities on all 
matters for which their ministries are 
responsible and which concern Franco- 
Ontarians. 


On January 22, 1975, the Lieutenant 
Governor passed the order-in-council 
appointing 15 Franco-Ontarians 
nominated by the Premier as the first 
members of the new Advisory Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs. 


The 15 members of the Council, 
including the full-time chairman, are 
French-speaking Ontarians who are not 
employees of the provincial government. 
They come from many different parts of 
the province and from various 
professions including medicine; teaching 
at the secondary, college and university 
levels; public relations; engineering; 
business and administration. 


On February 28, 1975, Mr. Omer 
Desiauriers chaired the first regular 
meeting of the new council at Queen's 
Park, Toronto. The position of Executive 
Secretary was assigned to Georges 
Amyot.

On November 17, 1977, the Ontario 


Cabinet approved the deletion of the 
word “Advisory” from the name of the 
Council and extended its terms of 
reference stating that henceforth the 
Council would be available to all 
ministers of the Ontario government for 
consultation on government services 
offered in the French language. 


On March 14, 1979, Mr. Omer 
Deslauriers was called to a meeting of 
the Policy and Priorities Board of 
Cabinet to explain further the Council's 
recommendation that its terms of 
reference be altered so that it may, on 
its own initiative, make recommendations 
to all the ministers of the Ontario 
government. 


In March 1979, the Ontario government 
planned to combine the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities and the 
Ministry of Education under a single 
minister, Honourable Bette Stephenson, 
M.D. In view of this proposed integration 
and the need to clarify the terms of 
reference of the other councils 
concerned with education — Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs, Council on 
French-language Schools, Ontario 
Council on University Affairs, and the 
Council of Regents for Colleges of 
Applied Arts and Technology — the 
Policy and Priorities Board submitted the 
following two recommendations to 
Cabinet: 


1. that the name of the Council on 
French-language Schools be 
changed to the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Education, and that this 
new council assume responsibility 
for Franco-Ontarian educational 
matters at all levels: 


2. that the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs be allowed on its 
own initiative to review, comment 
and make recommendations to the 
government, in consultation with 
ministries as required, through the 
minister responsible for the 
coordination of French-language 
services with respect to matters for 
which any ministry or agency, 
exclusive of Education, is 
responsible and which affect 
Franco-Ontarians. 






The Minister responsible for the co- 
ordination of government services in the 
French language is Honourable Rene 
Brunelle, Provincial Secretary for 
Resources Development. 


The Council maintains close liaison with 
the Franco-Ontarian community in order 
to be well aware of the needs and 
expectations of Franco-Ontarians 
especially with respect to government 
services provided in the French 
language. 


The Council also maintains two-way 
communication with the ministries of the 
Ontario government, particularly with 
regard to interpretation of existing 
policies and development of new policie 
affecting Franco-Ontarians.

Chairman’s 
Message 


The year 1979-1980 has seen a marked 
improvement in French-language 
government services in the province of 
Ontario, in terms of policies established 
in various ministries and official 
statements by the government. But it is 
clear that implementation of these 
services still has a long way to go and is 
advancing only by fits and starts. A 
proverb, | think, might well describe the 
general situation: “There's many a slip 
‘twixt the cup and lip’. | would like to use 
this aphorism allegorically, to comment 
on the question of French-language 
services, one of the main raisons d’étre 
of the Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs. 


The permanent nature of the cup has 
been much improved during the year. As 
early as 1968, the Government of 
Ontario had officially recognized the 
status of the French language in primary 
and secondary schools. This year the 
legislature recognized, formally, the 
status of the French language in the 
judicial system. In the Speech from the 
Throne, March 11, 1980, the government 
made a commitment to continue to 
improve the delivery of services to 
francophone residents in a consistent 
and responsible manner. So now the 
French language has acquired 
permanence at the provincial level. 


The content of the cup has been 
enhanced, too, in quality as well as in 
quantity. The annual report of the Office 
of the Government Co-ordinator of 
French-language Services provides a 
detailed description of changes wrought 
in the ministries. And here | would like to 
emphasize a new trend. For some years, 
statements from Queen's Park applied 
only to French-language education. This 
year has seen a change. Now there is 
mention not only of the language but 
also of the culture of French Canadians. 


Many ministries realize that their 
programs, social and cultural, may well 
be different for Franco-Ontarians 
because literal translations of regular 
programs do not relate to their needs 
and aspirations. Finally, Franco- 
Ontarians have customized programs to 
their own requirements. 


The word “assimilation” is also 
mentioned in official statements in view 
of the problems which the French fact is 
encountering in its effort to flourish in 
Ontario. Franco-Ontarian culture is now 
recognized as a valuable resource and 
an integral part of Ontario’s culture. We 
Franco-Ontarians are still responsible for 
our language and our culture, but now at 
last we have the support of government 
in these areas. 


Various ministries have agreed to 
establish and promote guidelines for 
French-language services. We have 
progressed from official statements to 
policies for their implementation. 
Ministries whose services concern us 
more specially—namely the ministries of 
Health, Attorney General, Community 
and Social Services, Northern Affairs — 
have this year established firm plans of 
action. 


Another important step was taken 
recently by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food. | refer to the establishment of 
a French-language college of agricultural 
technology, announced in the last 
Speech from the Throne. This French- 
language professional school at Alfred, 
Ontario, will allow our young people to 
train in agricultural technology and food 
services. So it is evident that there 

has been a significant change of attitude 
at Queen’s Park with regard to French- 
language services. In a year when the 
Canadian scene was favorable to us, 
Franco-Ontarian demands have produced 
results. 


But we must still consider the 
implementation of policies at the regional 
and local level. Does the cup indeed 
reach the lip everywhere in the 
province? Franco-Ontarians are still a 
little hesitant to take advantage of 
French-language government services. 
Many still don’t even know that these 
services are available; they are not 
aware of the new policies of the Ontario 
government in this regard. A 
commendable effort has been made to 
promote these services through 
announcements in local weeklies as well 
as in the first annual report of the Office 
of the Government Co-ordinator. The 
written and electronic press have both 
played an important part in informing the 
public at large. 


But the quality of services available to 
those who do request them still leaves 
something to be desired, and it is here 
that improvement is needed. The 
government's policy of decentralization 
presents a problem in this regard; we 
recognize a great willingness on the part 
of the ministries to ensure French- 
language services but we are not aware 
of similar enthusiasm in the regions. The 
content of the cup sometimes becomes 
diluted as it moves from Queen's Park, 
much as a wine’s quality is affected by 
too long a journey. 


There is another aspect which needs 
improvement and that is the manner in 
which services are offered. | think the 
time has come when a person 
requesting services in French should not 
be considered an extremist or a 
“separatist”. Most Franco-Ontarians 
have a rather advanced knowledge of 
both official languages but that should 
not be a rationale for failing to provide 
services in French. 


The Council's main endeavor this year 
will be to bring cup and lip still closer 
together. That will involve continuing to 
recommend to various ministries new 
approaches for effective implementation 
of French-language services so that 
decisions at Queen’s Park may be more 
than symbolic gestures. We will see to it 
that Franco-Ontarians are kept informed 
of services available in the regions and 
that they are encouraged to take 
advantage of them. 


In closing | would like to extend sincere 
thanks to various ministries for the 
interest they have shown and the 
concrete action they have initiated with 
regard to French-language services; to 
the Office of the Government-Co- 
ordinator of French-language Services 
and its staff, directed by Mr. Donald 
Stevenson; and to the various ministry 
co-ordinators who have shown 
leadership in the promotion of these 
services. 


| would also like to congratulate and to 
thank Franco-Ontarians across the 
province who are progressively 
demonstrating more pride in being 
known as francophones and who, in 
their own provincial and regional 
organizations and in cultural 
presentations to the public at large, 
bear witness to the vitality of the French 
fact in Ontario. 


Very special thanks, too, to the members 
of Council who throughout the year, at 
regular meetings or in committee, have 
succeeded in identifying the urgent 
needs of residents of their areas and in 
offering appropriate solutions. 


What does this year hold in store for us? 
The harvest looks promising, and we 
have reason to believe that the vintage 
will be good, that frost and drought will 
not affect it and that Franco-Ontarians 
will continue in ever greater numbers to 
drink, in fact, from the cup.

The regular meetings of the Council are 
usually held on the second Wednesday 
of each month at Queen's Park, Toronto. 
In addition, the chairman may call 
special meetings in other cities of the 
province with substantial Franco- 
Ontarian population. Subcommittees of 
the Council also meet from time to time 
to expedite various matters. 


The Council's new terms of reference, 
proposed by Cabinet, and the transfer of 
three Council members to the new 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Education 
were the topic of animated discussion at 
the 36th regular meeting of the Council, 
April 9, 1979. 


The Council unanimously passed the 
motion to recommend to the Minister of 
Education the initiation of a study of the 
needs and expectations of Franco- 
Ontarians in northern Ontario with regard 
to post-secondary education in the 
French language. 


During the 37th regular meeting, August 
10, 1979, the Council appointed a 
committee composed of Marcel Brtle 
(chairman), Claude Choquette and 
Jerome Corbeil, to draw up 
specifications for a study of services 
provided in the French language in 
southeastern Ontario by the Ministry of 
Industry and Tourism. 


On October 10, 1979, at the 39th regular 
meeting, the Council decided to 
recommend to the Minister of Agriculture 
and Food that his ministry sponsor a 
study of the feasibility of establishing a 
French-language college of agricultural 
technology at Alfred, Ontario. 


Resource Persons 
invited to take part 
in Regular Meetings 
of the Council 


To keep Council members informed on 
all matters affecting Franco-Ontarians, 
directly or indirectly, the Council regularly 
invites resource persons to address the 
members on various matters. Among 
those invited to speak to the Council 
during the past year are: 


Mr. R.D. Carman, Deputy Minister of 
Community and Social Services, outlined 
his ministry's plans with regard to 
improvement of French-language 
services (36th Meeting, April 11, 1979). 


Mr. Ronald Leblanc, Co-ordinator of 
French-language Services in the Ministry 
of Health, gave details of his Ministry’s 
policy on French-language services at 
the 37th regular meeting (August 10, 
8979). 


Mr. Fernand Lozier, Chairman of the 
Ontario Leadership Institute, asked the 
Council's support for the Institute’s 
application for a grant from the Ministry 
of Culture and Recreation (August 10, 
1979). 


Mr. Etienne Saint-Aubin, Co-ordinator of 
French-language Services in the Ministry 
of the Attorney General, took part in 
discussion of the proposed organization 
of Ontario lawyers who are competent to 
practise law in the French language 
(October 10, 1979). 


Mr. Louis Desjardins, professor in the 
Faculty of Education, University of 
Ottawa, gave the members details on his 
research project, “Survey of French- 
language services in the public libraries 
of Ontario” (November 14, 1979). 


Miss Jeannine Séguin, Provincial 
Chairman of ACFO, outlined ACFO’s 
history and mandate in 1979-1980 
(December 12, 1979). 


Mrs. Aileen Meagher gave a mini-lecture 
on the governmental process in Ontario, 
called: “Questions you always wanted to 
ask about the Government of Ontario but 
didn’t because you didn’t know who to 
ask” (42nd meeting, February 5, 1980). 


Mr. Elwood Springman, Administrative 
Director of the Ontario Welfare Council, 
conducted a workshop on group 
dynamics the evening before the 42nd 
regular Council meeting (February 5, 
1980). 


Mr. Denis Yapps, Co-ordinator of 
French-language Services in the Ministry 
of Consumer and Commercial Relations, 
discussed his function briefly at the 
February 6th meeting. 


Recommendations 
of the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs to the Policy 
and Priorities Board 
of Cabinet 


On November 27, 1979, a delegation 
from the Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs submitted three recommendations 
on behalf of the Council to the Policy 
and Priorities Board of Cabinet, of which 
Premier Davis is chairman. This 
delegation was made up of five Council 
members, the chairman and the 
executive secretary. 


| French-language college of 
agricultural technology 


After a brief account of the need for a 
French-language college of agricultural 
technology, the council delegation 
suggested Champlain school in Alfred, 
Ontario, as a possible site and 
recommended that the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food sponsor a research 
project in collaboration with the Council 
for Franco-Ontarian Affairs to determine: 


a) the need for a French-language 
college of agricultural technology, i.e. 
an estimate of the projected 
enrolment of full-time and part-time 
francophone students; 


b) the feasibility of establishing a 
French-language college of 
agricultural technology at the 
Champlain school in Alfred or 
elsewhere in the province. 


In reply the Premier indicated that at first 
glance the idea of establishing such a 
college appealed to him and he was of 
the opinion that the Council's 
recommendation would be approved by 
Cabinet. 


ll Legislation on government services 
offered in the French language 


The Council delegation also 
recommended that the Ontario 
government guarantee by legislation the 
future availability of government services 
offered in the French language for 
Franco-Ontarians and submitted to the 
Premier a draft bill to that effect. 


The Premier stated that his government 
was of the opinion that the present 
circumstances were not favorable to the 
passing of such a law but that his 
government is committed to providing a 
range of government services in the 
French language wherever the need is 
felt. 


lll French-language government 
services 


The Council delegation also reported to 
the Premier their observations at the 
eight regional seminars on government 
services offered in the French language, 
that many directors and managers of 
regional government offices were not 
well informed on government policy 
regarding government services offered in 
the French language. The Office of the 
Government Co-ordinator of French- 
language Services had organized these 
seminars in collaboration with the 
Council for Ontario government officials 
providing services in the French 
language in regional offices. As a result, 
the Council recommended that each 
ministry providing French-language 
services in the “designated areas” of the 
province take the following steps in order 
to improve delivery of these services: 


a) Invite all directors of these regional 
offices to a one-day meeting to 
familiarize them with the details of the 
ministry's policy with respect to 
services offered in the French 
language. 

b) Indicate to the directors of these 
regional offices the importance of 
maintaining good relations with the 
Franco-Ontarian community in their 
region. 


c) Arrange to forward to all staff 
members the ministry directives 
regarding the delivery of French- 
language services in the designated 
areas. 

d) Conduct a study of the scope and 
quality of French-language services 
available and draft a report on the 
shortfalls. 

e) Place advertisements in Ontario 
French-language daily and weekly 
newspapers to draw the attention of 
Franco-Ontarians to the ministry 
policy with respect to services 
provided in the French language, and 
publish a list of all services provided 
in French with the addresses and 
telephone numbers of the offices in 
designated areas where these 
services are available. 


The council also recommended that the 
Translation Bureau improve its services 
to regional offices in the designated 
areas. 


The Premier told the Council delegation 
that he considered these 
recommendations very fair and added 
that Cabinet would make decisions with 
respect to them at the next regular 
meeting on December 5, 1979. 


Mr. Deslauriers also took the opportunity 
to present some other matters of 
concern to the Council, such as 


a) the appointment of a co-ordinator of 
French-language services in the 
Ministry of Industry and Tourism; 

b) a proposed mini-channel for French- 
language educational television; 

c) a recommendation submitted to the 
Minister of Intergovernmental Affairs 
regarding a meeting of French- 
speaking mayors, aldermen and 
county clerks. 


French-language 
College of 
Agricultural 
Technology 


Early in October 1979, the Council set in 
motion its project to establish a French- 
language college of agricultural 
technology in Ontario and recommended 
to the Ministry of Agriculture and Food a 
study of the feasibility of establishing a 
French-language college to offer two- 
year diploma programs in the French 
language, thus providing a new post- 
secondary educational option for French- 
speaking graduates of French-language 
and mixed secondary schools. 


In December 1979, the Policy and 
Priorities Board of Cabinet of the Ontario 
government recommended that the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food 
undertake this study in co-operation with 
the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs. 


On January 24, 1980, the Minister of 
Agriculture and Food, Mr. Lorne C. 
Henderson, struck a steering committee 
to conduct this study with Mr. Marcel 
Paulhus, Regional Co-ordinator for the 
ministry and specialist in agricultural 
management at Winchester, as its 
chairman. The other members are Dr. 
Robert Taggart, Director of Veterinary 
Services; Mr. John Butler, Principal of 
New Liskeard College of Agricultural 
Technology; Mr. Galen Driver, Director of 
the Soils and Crops Division; Messrs. 
Omer Deslauriers and Georges Amyot of 
the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs; 
Mr. Jean Poirier of Association 
canadienne-francaise de |’Ontario 
(ACFO): and Mr. Rosaire Dupont from 
l'Union des cultivateurs franco-ontariens. 


The proposed study would consist of five 
sections: 


1. the programs of full-time and part- 
time studies which the college should 
offer; 

2. a projection of the number of full-time 
and part-time students; 

3. the physical requirements, i.e. 
detailed descriptions of the 
classrooms, residences, laboratories, 
workshops, library, agricultural 
equipment, sports facilities, grounds, 
buildings, and other necessary 
structures. 


This section of the study includes an 
assessment of Champlain school in 
Alfred, Ontario, as a site for the 
college and an estimate of the cost of 
alterations to the existing facilities. 


4. an estimate of the required teaching 
and support staff; 

5. an estimate of the annual operating 
cost. 






















On March 11, 1980, the Speech from the 
Throne included the following paragraph: 


“A French-language college of 
agricultural technology will be 
established at Alfred in eastern Ontario 
in order to provide young francophone 
farmers with better career opportunities 
in the agricultural industry of the 
province.” 


It is worth noting that this college will be 
the first post-secondary educational 
institution in Ontario where the only 
language of instruction and 
administration will be French. 


In accordance with a recommendation 
made by the steering committee, the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food 
assigned to InfoResults Limited of 
Toronto the task of conducting a survey 
of the educational and career plans of 
French-speaking students in Grades 11, 
12 and 13 in the French-language and 
mixed secondary schools of Ontario. 
This survey was conducted during the 
month of May 1980 to estimate as 
accurately as possible the number of 
French-speaking graduates of Ontario 
secondary schools who want to attend a 
French-language college of agricultural 
technology. 


Five similar institutions operated by the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food had 
1,475 full-time students enrolled in 1979- 
1980, namely Kemptville, Ridgetown, 
Centralia, New Liskeard colleges, and 
the University of Guelph. 


All these colleges offer programs in 
agricultural technology. Kemptville and 
Centralia offer programs in supervision 
of food services as well. It should be 
noted that enrolment in all these 
programs is open to women as well as 
men students from both urban and rural 
milieux. 


Ontario students who have successfully 
completed Grade 12 or have obtained 27 
secondary school credits, are eligible for 
admission as full-time students to the 
two-year diploma programs. Moreover, 
students who have obtained some Grad 
13 credits are admissible with advance 
credits for Grade 13 subjects which are 
equivalent to courses offered in the 
college of agricultural technology. 


In addition to providing information on 
educational and career plans of Franco- 
Ontarian students, this survey will advise 
them of a new academic option and the 
range of new careers available to them 
in agricultural technology and 

supervision of food services. 


Regional Seminars 
on the Family 


Several members of the Council took 
part in the regional seminars on the 
family, sponsored by the Ontario 
government. The first seminar held in 
Toronto on September 24, 1979, was 
chaired jointly by the Honourable 
Margaret Birch, Provincial Secretary for 
Social Development, and Judge Guy 
Goulard, chairman of the Ontario 
Welfare Council and member of the 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs. 


Thanks to the endeavors of Judge 
Goulard and the support of several 
members of the Council, a strong 
francophone delegation took part in two 
workshops conducted in French to 
consider the problems of the Franco- 
Ontarian family and to submit pertinent 
recommendations to the Honourable 
Margaret Birch. 


Similar regional meetings took place in 
London in April, in Kingston in 
December, in Thunder Bay and in North 
Bay in May, 1980. The members of the 
Council from these areas took part with 
other members of the francophone 
community. 


Regional seminars 
on government 
services offered in 
the French language 


In April 1979, the Office of the 
Government Co-ordinator of French- 
language Services organized a series of 
regional seminars, in co-operation with 
the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs, 
with a view to providing information to 
Ontario civil servants on government 
policy on French-language services. 


The number of senior civil servants from 
regional offices attending these study 
sessions varied from 75 to 125. 
Meetings were held in North Bay, 
Timmins, Ottawa, St. Catharines, 
Sudbury, Kapuskasing, Windsor and 
Cornwall. 


The program was the same in each city. 
The day began with an address on 
government policy with regard to French- 
language Services. This address was 
given by Mr. Donald W. Stevenson, 
Government Co-ordinator of French- 
language Services and Deputy Minister 
in the Ministry of Intergovernmental 
Affairs, or by his general secretary, Mr. 
Armand Charlebois. Then the chairman 
of the Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs, Mr. Omer Deslauriers, outlined 
the needs and expectations of the local 
francophone community. And then 
participants were divided into workshops, 
chaired by the full-time ministry co- 
ordinators and attended by one member 
of the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
prepared to answer questions about the 
local francophone community. At the end 
of the day participants met in a plenary 
session to assess the workshops. 


In each location, the meetings indicated 
that a considerable number of civil 
servants were not aware of provincial 
policy with regard to French-language 
services and that even though 
francophone personnel (or at least 
bilingual anglophone personnel) is 
available in many ministries, requests for 
French-language services were rather 
rare. This was confirmed at the evening 
sessions by the local francophone 
community, who explained that French- 
language services were not always in 
evidence and, even if they were, they 
often involved a considerable waste of 
time. 


The organizers of the series of meetings 
hope that civil servants from now on will 
be better informed and more atuned to 
the needs of the francophone population. 
As a result of these meetings, the 
Franco-Ontarians themselves should be 
more aware of their rights and of the 
services available to them. The Office of 
the Government Coordinator of French- 
language Services intends to continue 
this series of meetings in September. 


Regional Seminars 
on Municipal 
services offered in 
French 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
participated in two seminars for Ontario 
municipalities in February and March 
1980. These seminars were organized 
by the Local Government Division of the 
Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs and 
the Office of the Government Co- 
ordinator of French-language Services. 
The Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs 
was concerned by the apparent lack of 
participation on the part of Ontario 
municipalities in the program designed to 
provide financial assistance to 
municipalities offering French-language 
services, a program which has been 
available for the last five years. Visits 
were therefore arranged to the 
municipalities to determine the reasons 
for this indifference. At the same time an 
attempt was made to determine possible 
improvements in the program in order to 
encourage the municipalities to offer 
more French-language services, 
particularly those municipalities with a 
high percentage of francophone 
residents. 


The first seminar was held in 
Hawkesbury on February 29, 1980. 
Some 50 representatives of 
municipalities in eastern Ontario and 
employees of the provincial government 
participated. The chairman and two 
members of the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs were invited to 
contribute their expertise. 


On the basis of the success of the first 
meeting, a second seminar was held in 
Sudbury on March 21, 1980. Another 50 
representatives of the municipalities of 
the Territorial District of Sudbury and of 
Nipissing took part. 


During these two meetings, it was 
evident that the municipal officials did 
not have accurate information about the 
existing program. Some felt that the 
program offered nothing of interest 
because all the services were being 
offered through ministry policy. Others 
felt that the grant amounts were not 
sufficient and that distribution was 
unsatisfactory. Many representatives of 
municipalities expressed the wish that 
the government would set up a regional 
translation service to achieve some 
uniformity in common documents such 
as orders-in-council and municipal forms. 





For the time being it is considered that 
other municipal seminars would not 
produce any new information. It would 
be more productive to study the program 
as it exists in an effort to design a new 
one relating more directly to the needs of 
the municipalities. It is quite possible that 
another series of seminars may be 
organized in order to assess the 
effectiveness of recommended 
improvements. 
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Publications 


In addition to this annual report, the 
Council produced a variety of 
publications during 1979-1980, among 
them: 


The Bulletin — a bilingual publication on 
the Council's activities. This is issued 
every other month to anyone wishing to 
receive it. Since the Council does not 
publish the minutes of its regular 
meetings, a resume of meeting 
discussions appears in the Bulletin. 


Annuaire franco-ontarien 1979-1980 — 
the second annual edition of a listing of 
more than 1,600 Franco-Ontarian 
organizations, such as: provincial 
associations, caisses populaires, cultural 
centres, social and sports clubs, French- 
language schools, senior citizens’ clubs, 
newspapers, parishes, French-language 
radio/television stations and regional 
offices of the Ontario government 
providing services in the French 
language. 


The Council hopes that this new annual 
publication will be of assistance to 
Franco-Ontarians who refer to it. Copies 
of the new directory can be obtained, 
from September 1980, from the Ministry 
of Government Services, Publications 
Service, 880 Bay Street, 5th Floor, 
Toronto, Ontario M7A 1N8. The price is 
$2.50 per copy. 


French Pioneers of the Western 
District — a bilingual publication issued 
for the Historical Conference on the 
Western District, held in Windsor on 
October 12, 13, 14, 1979. It is intended 
as a tribute to the first Franco-Ontarians 
in southwestern Ontario. Copies of this 
publication are available from the 
Publications Service of the Government 
of Ontario at $3.50 per copy.

Dialogue franco- 
ontarien ’80 


Since 1975, the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs has sponsored five 
Dialogues franco-ontariens, i.e. five 
annual meetings of Franco-Ontarians 
interested in the transition of young 
Franco-Ontarians from secondary school 
to universities, university colleges or 
community colleges offering programs in 
the French language. 


The sixth annual gathering of this kind, 
Dialogue franco-ontarien ‘80, sponsored 
and organized jointly by the Ministry of 
Education and the Ministry of Colleges 
and Universities, was held in Sudbury at 
Laurentian University and Cambrian 
College on May 7, 8 and 9, 1980. 


The 172 participants in this seminar 
included guidance counsellors, 
principals, department heads, many 
teachers, placement officers and student 
services officers from the secondary and 
intermediate schools, and admissions 
officers, professors, heads of 
departments, deans and placement 
officers from bilingual universities and 
colleges. Representatives of various 
Franco-Ontarian organizations sharing 
this interest in the future of Franco- 
Ontarian students also participated in the 
dialogue sessions. 


Honourable Jean-Jacques Blais, Federal 
Minister of Supplies and Services, gave 
the opening address, “The Franco- 
Ontarian student and the challenge of 
the 80s”. 


Talks, comments and panel discussions 
focused on career options, regional 
differences, employment opportunities, 
dropouts, socio-political influences and 
means of motivating young Franco- 
Ontarians to prepare seriously for trades 
or professions which correspond to their 
talents. 


The 15 information booths provided 
complete information on the various 
programs offered in French by the 
colleges, universities and other academic 
institutions of the province. 


At the final session, the participants were 
unanimously in favor of the organization 
of a similar meeting in 1981. 


Franco-Ontarian 
lawyers 


Recent Ontario government decisions 
with regard to French-language court 
proceedings prompted the Council to 
organize a meeting of Franco-Ontarian 
lawyers with a view to studying the 
implementation of these decisions. An 
opinion poll on the need for an 
association of Franco-Ontarian lawyers 
produced such positive results that a 
meeting of those who replied was held in 
Toronto shortly thereafter. 


Omer Deslauriers chaired this first 
meeting, attended by: Judge Guy 
Goulard (Ottawa); M. D. Baillargeon 
(Tecumseh); Michel Charbonneau 
(Hawkesbury); Louisette Duchesneau- 
McLachlan (North Bay); Ryan Paquette 
(Hamilton); Robert Perras (Kapuskasing); 
Paul Rouleau (Toronto); Etienne St- 
Aubin (Toronto); J. Francois Aube 
(Timmins); G. Racicot (Timmins); Robert 
Chartrand (Ottawa); Luc D'lorio (North 
Bay); Rodrigue Landriault (Ottawa); 
Claude Paris (Ottawa); Paul Rouleau 
(Cornwall); Jean-Jacques Blais (Ottawa). 


One outcome of this meeting was the 
appointment of a task force to follow up 
the recommendations made during the 
‘meeting. The members of the task force 
were: Judge Guy Goulard, chairman; 
Michel Charbonneau, Ryan Paquette, 
Paul Rouleau, J. Francois Aube, Luc 
D'lorio, Richard Pharand. 


The Council considers its role merely 
that of a catalyst in the creation of an 
association of Franco-Ontarian lawyers 
and does not intend to take an active 
part in the activities of this organization 
once it has been established. The 
Council was pleased to learn that at 
further meetings the task force agreed to 
form an organization and that this group 
of professionals will hold a founding 
meeting in the fall. 


Congratulations to the French-language 
members of our legal and medical 
professions who have formed province- 
wide organizations. May other 
professions follow suit—psychologists, 
nurses, social workers, business people, 
etc. There are numerous French- 
language provincial associations in the 
field of education; it would be 
advantageous to have representatives of 
other important sectors of Franco- 
Ontarian life grouping together to 
improve the quality of services they 
provide in the French language and to 
provide leadership in their respective 
disciplines. 


Historical 
Conference on the 
Western District 


The Council took part in the planning of 
a historical conference on the heritage of 
southwestern Ontario, held at the 
University of Windsor October 12, 13 
and 14, 1979. 


One aim of this conference was to 
explore the rich history of the three 
counties of Essex, Kent and Lambton, 
Known in 1850 as “The Western District 
of Upper Canada’. Another aim was to 
encourage historical research and 
promote a greater awareness of the 
heritage of the area. 


For this conference, the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs sponsored a 
research project on “The French 
Pioneers of the Western District” by Mrs. 
Madeleine Dumouchel, well Known 
genealogist from Ottawa, which was 
presented as a lecture in French and 
also published. This bilingual brochure 
was intended as a tribute to the first 20 
French families who settled in ~ 
southwestern Ontario in the early 18th 
century. 


Mr. Robert Choquette, professor of 
history at the University of Ottawa, gave 
a lecture, also in French, on “The Role 
of the French Catholic Church in the 
Western District from 1791 to 1850”, 
which was most interesting and very 
amusing. Mr. Choquette is the author of 
“Language and Religion: A History of 
Anglo-French Conflict in Ontario”. 


A simultaneous translation service was 
available for English-speaking 
participants for these lectures. 


Franco-Ontarians, 
Sports and Physical 
Activity 


In December 1979, the Council assigned 
to a subcommittee the task of preparing 
a report on the expectations of Franco- 
Ontarians with respect to government 
services in the French language in the 
area of sports and physical activities. 


The members of this subcommittee 
were: Omer Deslauriers, chairman: 
Marcel Brdle, Monique Cousineau, 
Ronald Dussiaume (Centre des Jeunes, 
Sudbury); Michel Gauthier; Claire 
Pageau; Marcel Robineau; Carol 
Turgeon (University of Ottawa); Leo 
Deschénes (University of Ottawa); 
Maurice Reégimbal and Georges Amyot. 


At the first meeting of the subcommittee 
December 14 and 15, 1979, in Sudbury, 
it was agreed that a study be undertaken 
by the Ministry of Culture and Recreation 
based on specifications prepared by the 
Council subcommittee on the needs of 
Franco-Ontarians with respect to French- 
language government services in the 
area of sports and physical activity. A 
similar study was conducted by the 
Ministry on French-language services in 
Ontario public libraries. 


Two working papers — a memorandum 
by Maurice Regimbal commissioned by 
the council and a working paper by Leo 
Deschénes — were the point of 
departure for development of 
specifications for the study. A delegation 
of the subcommittee met twice, as well, 
with Mr. Douglas Fisher who was 
commissioned by the Ontario 
government to conduct a study of sport 
and physical activity in Ontario, to 
indicate to him the needs of Franco- 
Ontarians in this regard. Since he 
intended to submit the final report of his 
survey by the end of June, the Council 
subcommittee determined to finalize draft 
specifications for submission to the 
Council on June 11 and later as a brief 
to the Minister of Culture and 
Recreation. 
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In Review 


APRIL 11, 1979, the Council 
recommended that the Ministry of 
Education sponsor a study of the needs 
and aspirations of Franco-Ontarians in 
northern Ontario with respect to post- 
secondary education in the French 
language (university and college). 
Following changes in the terms of 
reference of the Council, this file is now 
under the jurisdiction of the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Education. 


MAY 9, 10, 11, 1979, the Council 
sponsored Dialogue franco-ontarien ‘79, 
held at Glendon College, Toronto. The 
200 Franco-Ontarians who took part in 
this meeting included principals, 
guidance counsellors and teachers from 
the French-language secondary schools; 
and admissions officers, deans, and 
professors from the universities and 
community colleges which provide 
programs in the French language. 


IN JUNE 1979, the Council published a 
20-page bilingual brochure entitled 
“Franco-Ontarians 1979” which provides 
short and precise answers to the 
questions: “Who are Franco- 
Ontarians?”, “How many are there?, 
“Where did they come from and when?”’, 
“Where are they now?”. The booklet 
also supplies information on French- 
language education and the socio- 
cultural life of Franco-Ontarians. A 
bibliography is included for the reader 
who might want more information. 


AUGUST 13, 1979, a member of the 
Council, Judge Guy Goulard, was named 
to the Compagnie des cent Associés at 
the annual meeting of ACELF. 


AUGUST 16, 17, 18, 1979, a delegation 
from the Council took part in the annual 
meeting of ACELF in Quebec. Mr. Omer 
Deslauriers chaired a workshop to study 
a draft report on post-secondary 
education in the French language in the 
provinces outside Quebec. ACELF 
intends to publish the final report during 
the summer of 1980. 
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SINCE SEPTEMBER 1979, the Council 
has been keenly interested in the 
proposed mini French-language 
educational television network. A 
delegation from the Council is to meet 
with Honourable Reuben Baetz (Cultural 
and Recreation), Honourable Bette 
Stephenson (Education) and Honourable 
Ren. Brunelle (Provincial Secretariat for 
Resources Development) on June 23, 
1980, to discuss the mini-network. 


IN SEPTEMBER 1979, the Council 
supported a request by the Association 
of the Francophone Press Outside 
Quebec to the Ministry of Industry and 
Tourism that French-language 
government announcements be sent to 
French-language newspapers through 
the Association. On November 9, 1979, 
the Ministry passed this 
recommendation. 


IN OCTOBER 1979, the Council 
published Annuaire franco-ontarien 
1979-1980, the second issue of a listing 
of 1,650 Franco-Ontarian organizations. 
The Council will publish an updated third 
annual edition in September 1980. 


OCTOBER 12, 13, 14, 1979, the 
historical conference on the heritage of 
southwestern Ontario was held at the 
University of Windsor. The Council took 
an active part in planning this meeting. 
The Council also sponsored the 
involvement of Mrs. Madeleine 
Dumouchel, Franco-Ontarian 
genealogist, who gave a lecture, in 
French, on the French pioneers of the 
western district. 


OCTOBER 18, 1979, the Council 
convened a preliminary meeting of 18 
Ontario lawyers competent to practise 
law in the French language with a view 
to discussing the feasibility of 
establishing an organization of Franco- 
Ontarian lawyers. As a result, an 
association of francophone lawyers of 
Ontario is now being organized. 


IN NOVEMBER 1979, the Council 
recommended to the Minister of 
Intergovernmental Affairs, Honourable 
Thomas Wells, that regional conferences 
on French-language government 
services be held for French-speaking 
mayors, aldermen and clerks. The first 
three meetings were held in February in 
Hawkesbury, and in March in Cornwall 
and Sudbury. 


NOVEMBER 27, 1979, the Council 
recommended to Cabinet a proposed 
program of advertisements in the 
French-language weekly newspapers on 
government services provided by each 
ministry in the French language. As a 
result, several ministries have already 
advertised, in the French-language 
newspapers, details of French-language 
services they provide. 


NOVEMBER 27, 1979, a delegation of 
the Council was invited to attend a 
regular meeting of the Policy and 
Priorities Board of Cabinet chaired by 
the Premier. The recommendation that 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Food fund 
a study of the feasibility of establishing a 
French-language college of agricultural 
technology was well received. 


SINCE DECEMBER 1979, a 
subcommittee of the Council has been 
studying Franco-Ontarian participation in — 
sports and physical activity and their 
needs and expectations with regard to 
government services provided in the 
French language in these two areas. 
Early in 1980, the Council recommended 
the implementation of a research project 
in this regard by the Ministry of Culture 
and Recreation. 


IN DECEMBER 1979, the Council 
actively supported ACFO in its effort to 
establish a reception centre in Toronto 
for the many French-speaking people 
from northern Ontario who are 
hospitalized in Toronto. To date the 
Ministry of Northern Affairs has assumed 
responsibility for maintenance of this 
service. 


DECEMBER 6, 1979, a delegation from 
Council met with Honourable Larry 
Grossman Minister of Industry and 
Tourism, to recommend the appointment 
of a co-ordinator of French-language 
services in his ministry in the near future. 
Implementation of this recommendation 
is still pending. The delegation also 
recommended several improvements in 
French-language services for French- 
speaking tourists. The ministry has 
already implemented some of these 
recommendations. 


DURING APRIL, MAY AND JUNE 1980, 
the Office of the Government Co- 
ordinator of French-language Services 
organized information meetings, on the 
Council’s recommendation, on 
government services provided in the 
French language for the regional office 
staffs of various ministries. These 
meetings have been held in North Bay, 
Timmins, Ottawa, St. Catharines, 
Sudbury, Kapuskasing, Windsor and 
Cornwall. 


ON MAY 19, 1980, at its annual banquet 
at the Skyline Hotel, Ottawa, the 
Association of Franco-Ontarian 
Educators presented Mr. Omer 
Deslauriers with the Franco-Ontarian 
Education Award of Merit in recognition 
of his tireless dedication to the cause of 
French education in Ontario. 
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Background 

In September 1974, the Ontario Cabinet 
approved the creation of the Advisory 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs to 
advise the Minister of Colleges and Uni- 
versities on post-secondary French- 
language education. 


On January 15, 1975, the Ontario 
Government added to the mandate of 
the Council the responsibility to advise 
a new ministry, that of Culture and 
Recreation, on any questions relating to 
Franco-Ontarians; the following week, 
the Lieutenant-Governor approved the 
Order-in-Council appointing 15 Franco- 
Ontarians to the new Council. 


In November 1977, the Council saw the 
qualifier “advisory” dropped from its 
title and was entrusted with the role of 
adviser to all the Ontario Government 
ministries. 


Mandate 

In March 1979, the Cabinet approved 
the recommendation whereby the 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
(CFOA) was empowered to analyze, and 
proffer criticisms and observations to 
the Government at its own initiative, in 
consultation with the ministries con- 
cerned, where necessary, through the 
minister responsible for the coordina- 
tion of government services provided in 
French, on everything coming under a 
ministry or government agency and 
affecting the Franco-Ontarians, except 
on that coming within the competence 
of the Ministry of Education. 


The Council also maintains close ties 
with the Franco-Ontarian community in 
order to be more familiar with its needs 
and aspirations. 


Because of its dual mandate, the Coun- 
cil takes part in many provincial, inter- 
provincial, federal-provincial or interna- 
tional symposia and conferences on 
subjects related to its functions; the 
Council also organizes meetings wher- 
ever and whenever it feels it necessary 
to do so. In the public sector, the Coun- 
cil plays a foremost role in promoting 
French-language services at all levels. It 
drafts progress reports on the projects 
and studies it conducts or initiates and 
publishes bulletins, brochures and 
folders in order to maintain a communi- 
cations network across the province. 


In the fields of health, social services 
and rehabilitation, and in the tourist sec- 
tor, the Council helps develop policies 
aimed at setting up in institutions in the 
large centres, services that are essential 
to the francophone population. It keeps 
a close eye on active files concerning 
the formulation of legislation on French- 
language government services as well 
as on sports, recreation, culture and 
telecommunications. 


Finally, it offers groups of individuals 
from all spheres of Franco-Ontarian 
society advice, guidance and encour- 
agement with regard to forming provin- 
cial associations.

| would first like to mention the 
departures of the founding chairman, 
Mr. Omer Deslauriers, and the general 
secretary, Mr. Georges Amyot. We are 
sorry to lose these two men who have 
devoted so much time, energy, talent 
and courage to the Franco-Ontarian 
community. Their faith and devotion to 
Franco-Ontarian culture will remain, for 
us all, examples to follow. | would like to 
take this opportunity to pay homage to 
them. 


They have left us with a job to get done 
and, with the same spirit and devotion 
which spurred them on, the Council will 
be starting a new stage of its existence 
at the end of this year. 


The year 1980-81 was one of significant 
achievements in many sectors. We need 
only point out the Council’s participation 
in setting up the “Association des juristes 
d'expression frangaise de |’Ontario” and 
its involvement with the Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Food in setting-up the 
Alfred College of Agriculture and Food 
Technology. 


In January 1981, the Council met the 
Policies and Priorities Board to make 
recommendations on urgent questions 
relative to the Franco-Ontarian popula- 
tion. These questions concerned among 
others, the obtaining of a fair share of 
positions for Franco-Ontarians at the 
intermediate and senior levels of the 
provincial civil service; the hiring of a 
coordinator of French-language servi- 
ces for the Ministries of Agriculture and 
Food, and Industry and Tourism; a bi- 
lingual 1981 edition of “Ontario a I’heure 
de Nord”—“Ontario North Now”; 
French-language educational T.V., the 
review of the French-language services 
of the provincial government. 


We must note that there was a signifi- 
cant improvement in the Government 
services available to the francophone 
community of Ontario in 1980-81. There 
is, however, still a lot to be done. The 
Council therefore plans to continue its 
work by systematising its links between 
the francophone population and the 
Government. This will enable it to define 
the regional aspirations of the franco- 
phones and provide information for its 
briefs to Cabinet. The Council also 
plans to step up its participation in var- 
ious research projects and to pursue 
what it considers to be priority matters 
which affect in particular the fields of 
health, sports and recreation, arts and 
culture, and cablecasting... 


The Council also plans to continue pub- 
lishing its “Annuaire franco-ontarien”’ 
(Directory of Franco-Ontarian Organiza- 
tions). This valuable directory contains 
important information on more than 
2,000 organizations across the province. 
A growing number of institutions and 
individuals has been using it since it 
first came out. It is without a doubt a 
very useful tool in the network of com- 
munications which links the various 
Franco-Ontarian groups. 


This momentum, this enthusiasm of the 
Council could not translate into reality 
without the contribution of the Franco- 
Ontarian community whose vitality and 
pride serve as a support and foundation 
for the Council's struggles and action. 
On behalf of the members and my staff,

The supply and demand 
of French-Language Pro- 
fessionals in the provin- 
ces other than Quebec — 
Complementary Study to 
the ACELF Report. 


Over the past three years, the Council 
has undertaken in collaboration with the 
ACELF (Association canadienne d’édu- 
cation en langue frangaise) a study 
sponsored by the Secretary of State to 
take stock of the situation throughout 
Canada with regard to the number of 
francophones exercising professional 
occupations. 


Basing itself on the first chapter of this 
study which deals with the market for 
French-speaking professionals, the 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
conducted a complementary study; the 
new “Conseil de |’Education franco- 
ontarienne” (Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Education) has been apprised 
of its educational import. 


Using the raw data of the ACELF report, 
Dr. Maurice Chagnon, member of the 
CFOA, compared the “professional/ 
client” relations of the FRENCH 
MOTHER TONGUE groups to the 
OTHER LANGUAGES groups. This 
comparison showed without a doubt 
that except for the federal public service 
and the education sectors, there was a 
serious lack of French Canadians in 
almost all the professional areas. 


Indeed, if we consider that the 482,040 
Ontarians having French as their 
mother tongue accounted for 6.3% of 
the total population of the province in 
1971, the low representation of franco- 
phone professionals in the pharmaceu- 
tical field (1.4%), in the dental arts field 
(2.3%), in medicine (3.6%), in architec- 
ture and in engineering (2.2%), in the 
social sciences (2.5%) and in the legal 
sector (2.4%) is cause for alarm. 


In submitting his report to the Council 
for Franco-Ontarian Education, Mr. 
Chagnon expressed the desire to see 
the university institutions take the initia- 
tive, together with the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Education, of conduct- 
ing feasibility studies aimed at establish- 
ing the importance of the market, not 
only across the province, but taking into 
account regional particularities; not 
only considering immediate needs, but 
also needs projected over a sufficient 
number of years to justify the initial 
investment. 


In the same vein, the author emphasized 
that feasibility studies should be con- 
ducted to determine the original cost of 
investment, to establish the cost price 
distributed over a certain number of 
years and to ensure the availability of 
sources of short and long-term 
financing. 








Position of the Council 
for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs on the question of 
the Arts and Culture in 
French Ontario — Brief 
to the Applebaum-Hebert 
Commission. 


In March 1981, the Council presented to 
the Federal Policy Study Committee a 
short brief which defined its position on 
the arts and culture in French Ontario. 


This document reflects the spirit of the 
symposium organized by the Council at 
Elliot Lake in 1975 on the cultural and 
artistic life of the Franco-Ontarians. 


For the Franco-Ontarian, the arts are a 
means of creative expression and con- 
stitute an integral part of his social and 
community life. But they are also a 
reflection of his way of life linked to his 
language, family, educational, eco- 
nomic, political, social, religious and 
Cultural activities. In this context culture 
and language are closely linked and we 
are accordingly forced to distinguish 
between the cultures tied to the coun- 
try’s two official languages and those of 
the other language groups. 


Given this context, the Council feels that 


® any formulation of overall policies on 
the arts and culture as well as cultural 
grants should not reflect the minority 
demographic proportion of the Onta- 
rio francophones in the same capacity 
as the other minority groups of the 
province. The francophone group 
must be given as much weight as the 
anglophone groups of the province. 


@ the national objectives, within a policy 
on the arts and culture, should be 
compatible with the regional activities 
and goals; 


® given the importance of the arts and 
culture in the Franco-Ontarian com- 
munity, on-going efforts must be con- 
centrated on solidly established pro- 
grams and institutions (e.g. cultural 
centres, Theatre-Action). However, 
the creation of new community pro- 
grams should be supported and those 
programs and institutions already in 
place should be solidified. 


These support efforts must not be 
made to the detriment of the auto- 
nomy of the institutions set up. These 
organizations should even be encour- 
aged to take in hand more and more 
of their responsibilities and to develop 
self-financing cultural programs. To 
do so, the community and cultural 
commitment of the private sector 
should be encouraged and motivated, 
tax relief policies developed and the 
necessary working tools provided 
(e.g. symposia, exchanges, technical 
aid). 


given the nature of the artistic group- 
ings in French Ontario several of 
which are still in the embryonic stage, 
and given their close ties with the 
local francophone community, the 
federal organizations could evaluate 
their priorities, not to the detriment of 
the professional programs, but rather 
giving greater importance to amateur 
and community groups, and promot- 
ing their access to professionalism. 


The Northern Affairs 
Pavilion at Ontario Place 


From early August to mid-September 
1980, the Ministry of Northern Affairs 
and the Association of Municipalities of 
Northern Ontario jointly sponsored an 
exhibition on the theme of industry and 
culture in Northern Ontario, entitled 
“Ontario North Now”. 


More than 76,000 visitors toured the 
nine buildings or silos at Ontario Place 
in Toronto. 


In view of the bilingual character of 
Northern Ontario, and the many com- 
plaints received from the francophone 
community, the Council deplored the 
total absence of French from the exhibi- 
tion contents and signs in the various 
pavilions used. 


Invited to attend an evaluation meeting 
of the Planning Committee, the Coun- 
cil’s former chairman, Mr. Omer Des- 
lauriers, urged the members of the 
Association of Municipalities to remedy 
this oversight so that the next edition of 
“Ontario North Now” would more faith- 
fully reflect the cultural reality of North- 
ern Ontario. He accordingly proposed 
the following modifications: 


e translate all the signs in the various 
exhibition buildings; 

® encourage greater participation on 
the part of the francophone artists; 


® include a bilingual message of wel- 
come in the audio-visual presentation 
of the “Northern Light” pavilion; 


® recruit a greater number of bilingual 
guides; 

® translate the material handed out to 
the visitors; 


® translate the message of welcome at 
the fair’s entrance. 


At the request of the Planning Commit- 
tee, a member of the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs, Mrs. Treva 
Cousineau, is taking on the role of 
resource person for the Northern popu- 
lation and will see to the implementation 
of the above recommendations. 


The intervention of the Council in this 
matter assumes particular importance if 
we consider the interest raised by such 
an exhibit amongst potential tourists 
and investors. This intervention was 
necessary in order to meet the require- 
ments of certain exhibitors who last 
year had been disappointed by the 
absence of French and to attract a 
greater number of French-speaking pro- 
fessionals to this region of Ontario 
where the demand is growing day by 
day. 


Setting-up of an 
“Association des juristes 
d’expression francaise de 
P Ontario” 


Under the sponsorship of the Council 
for Franco-Ontarian Affairs, 200 French- 
speaking Ontario lawyers met in Ottawa 
on November 14, 15 and 16, 1980 to 
form a provincial association. Their 
unanimous choice of name for their 
association was “Association des 
juristes d’expression francaise de |’'On- 
tario”. Such a title allows for acceptance 
into the Association of not only lawyers 
whose mother tongue is French, but 
also those who can speak French and 
are able to provide legal services in 
Ontario. 


Mr. Pierre Genest, a senior barrister with 
the Ontario Bar, gave the opening 
address and the Honourable Roy 
McMurtry, Attorney General for the 
Province, gave the honourary address. 


During the weekend, the workshops 
dealt with the practice of criminal and 
Civil law in French, and the tools which 
need to be developed in order to set up 
a French-language legal system in 
Ontario. 


The result of the election of members to 
the Association’s board of directors 
were: Robert Paris of Ottawa, president; 
Paul Rouleau of Toronto, vice-president, 
Luc D'lorio of North Bay, secretary; and 
Gilles Guénette of Vanier, treasurer. 


The founding of the “Association des 
juristes de l'Ontario” is intended as a 
logical follow-up to the Ontario legisla- 
tion allowing French-language trials. 


The primary goals of the Association 
will be to promote the availability of 
French-language legal services in Onta- 
rio in particular, and Canada in general: 
to develop and make available to its 
members sources of French-language 
references and working tools such as 
lexicons, forms, terminology manuals 
and texts of laws; to act as spokesman 
with the legislative and government 
authorities for the recognition of 
French-language services and to 
represent the interests of the Associa- 
tion and of its members with any 
government agency or legislative com- 
mittee; to work on improving and mak- 
ing available French-language legal ser- 
vices in the province of Ontario and in 
all of Canada through the development 
of French-language legal and para-legal 
programs, continuing education pro- 
grams and awareness programs for the 
francophone population of the province 
with regards to its rights; to maintain 
links with the provincial and national 
associations of lawyers and with the 
local, provincial and national associa- 
tions whose aim is to defend and pro- 
mote the rights of the francophones. 








Sports and Fitness 
amongst the 
Franco-Ontarians 


Again this year the Council reiterated its 
recommendation to the Minister of Cul- 
ture and Recreation, Mr. Baetz, for a 
study of the needs and expectations of 
the Franco-Ontarians with regard to 
government services in the field of 
sports and fitness. 


Following the publication of the Fisher 
Report on sports which pointed out, 
among other things, the many instances 
of overlapping and lack of coordination 
among the various ministries, Sports 
Governing Bodies and municipalities 
involved in this field, the Council sent 
Minister Baetz a brief in which it made 
the following recommendations: 


® That the Ministry of Culture and Recrea- 


tion undertake and complete before 
May 1, 1982, an inquiry into the expec- 
tations and needs of the Franco- 
Ontarians with regard to government 
services in the field of sports and 
fitness. 


e@ That the Ministry set up a steering 


committee composed of a chairman and 
three members chosen from the Minis- 
try’s francophone employees, three 
members chosen by the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs, and a member 
chosen by the “Association canadienne 
francaise de |’Ontario” (ACFO). 


e That the Ministry produce before Sep- 


tember 1, 1982, a detailed report specify- 
ing the quantity and type of services 
which the Ontario Government should 
deliver in this sector. 


e That the Ministry of Culture and Recrea- 


tion assume the task of coordinating the 
work of the various ministries in the 
field of sports and fitness, as recom- 
mended by the Fisher Report. 


French-language Services 
in Ontario Hospitals 


Alerted to the persistent problems con- 
cerning the delivery of hospital services 
to the Ontario francophone population, 
the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
delegated three of its members to a task 
force charged with studying the ques- 
tion together with the Ministry of 
Health's Coordinator of French- 
language services. 


The heart of the problem seems to lie at 
the level of the attitude of the hospital 
administrators and at the level of the 
under-representation of francophones 
on the boards of directors and regional 
boards of health. 


In June 1980, the committee members 
met with the Deputy Minister of Health, 
Mr. Tom Campbell to recommend that 
“French-language advisory committees” 
be set up in certain hospitals, reporting 
to their boards of directors. 


They also stressed the importance of 
consulting the francophone population 
when representatives of this population 
are to be appointed to regional boards 
of health so as to ensure that these 
persons are competent and qualified 

to represent the interests of the 
Franco-Ontarians. 


The Ministry of Health plans to conduct 
one-day regional symposia for hospital 
administrators, members of boards of 
directors and any other member of the 
hospital staff in order to make them 
aware of the needs of the francophone 
community and to promote a climate 
which would be more favourable to the 
possible creation of the “FLAC’s 
(French-language advisory committees) 
in certain hospitals. 





Presentation to the 
Policies and Priorities 
Board of Cabinet 


On January 27, 1981 a delegation from 
the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
met with Premier Davis and the mem- 
bers of the Policies and Priorities Board 
of Cabinet to explain and set forth the 
Council's position on certain key files 
and to make specific recommendations. 
These recommendations were: 


The adoption of legislation on French- 
language government services - In the 
past, the Ontario Legislative Assembly 
has voted laws on French-language ser- 
vices offered by the Ministries of Educa- 
tion and the Attorney General. During 
the past year, the Ministries of Health, 
and Community and Social Services 
made known their respective policy on 
the matter. Others are in the process of 
doing so. 


The Council presented the draft of legis- 
lation on French-language government 
services which could serve as a model 
for a possible law, and recommended 
that a suitable delay of from three to 
four years be granted to give time for 
implementing the means of enforcing 
the proposed law. 


The carrying out of a study within the 
Ontario Civil Service allowing for the 
“ways and means” to be defined of 
increasing the number of Franco- 
Ontarians in middle and senior man- 
agement positions in the province's Civil 
Service—lt is worth noting that most of 
the provincial government's franco- 
phone employees are with the Ministry 
of Education. The members of the 
Council are not indifferent to the 
absence of francophone Ontarians from 
senior management positions in the 
other ministries. 


Over the past ten years, other govern- 
ments such as the federal and Quebec 
governments, have found solutions for 
attracting and training functionaries in 
middle and senior management. 


The Council feels then that it would be 
desirable for the Ontario Civil Service to 
examine the means of increasing the 
number of bilingual Franco-Ontarians 
in middle and senior management 
positions. 


e@ The full-time appointment of a coordi- 


nator of French-language services who 
will report directly to the Deputy Minis- 
ter of Agriculture and Food - Several 
aspects of this ministry are of interest to 
the Franco-Ontarians and it would be 
important to have the excellent material 
which already exists in English, availa- 
ble in French. The mandate of this new 
full-time coordinator of French-lan- 
guage services might include this 
responsibility. This appointment would 
also help improve relations between the 
ministry and the Franco-Ontarian 
farmers. 


The full-time appointment of a coordi- 
nator of French-language services who 
will report directly to the Deputy Minis- 
ter of Industry and Tourism—The 
Council feels that the functions of the 
French-language services coordinator 
might initially comprise: planning, 
design and dissemination in the media 
of French publicity material in order to 
set up a more sizable exchange of tour- 
ists between Quebec and Ontario; 
improvement of communications 
between the francophone owners of 
small and big businesses and the Minis- 
try and its corporations; the implemen- 
tation of recommendations resulting 
from a study financed by the Govern- 
ment, being prepared, on the “Farmer's 
concession” in Eastern Ontario as a 
tourist attraction. 








e /ntensification of the bilingual character 
of the exhibition “Ontario North Now” 
during 1981 - As the aim of the exhibi- 
tion “Ontario North Now” (Ontario a 
l'heure du Nord) is to give the visitors a 
realistic vision of Northern Ontario, the 
members of the Council have expressed 
their disenchantment with the lack of 
bilingualism in this exhibition. They 
stressed the importance of implement- 
ing the recommendations cited earlier in 
this report so that this deficiency can be 
remedied for the 1981 edition of this 
exhibition. 


The creation of a French-language tele- 
vision service for Eastern Ontario and 
increased production of French pro- 
grams - More recently the Government 
has been able to set up transmitters in 
the Grey Bruce and Timmins regions 
using Lottario funds. Given this devel- 
opment, the members of the Council 
asked to know the Government's inten- 
tions vis-a-vis the recommendations 
which were approved by TV-Ontario’s 
Board of Directors in October 1978 
concerning the creation of a French tele- 
vision service for Eastern Ontario and 
increased francophone productions. 


The review of French-language 
government services in order to evalu- 
ate the existing strategy and give anew 
direction to the implementation of the 
policies - Over the past five years, we 
have seen a definite on-going improve- 
ment of French-language services in 
Ontario. Various solutions have been 
adopted by the ministries in order to 
ensure that such services are set up and 
operate with a degree of flexibility. 


The proposal of the Council to this 
effect has been accepted, and the Office 
of the Provincial Coordinator of French- 
language Services has undertaken, in 
cooperation with the CFOA, a review of 
French-language services. One of its 
members and its general secretary are 
actively taking part in this evaluation. 











Review of French- 
language Government 
Services 


Following the CFOA'’s recommenda- 
tions to the Policies and Priorities Board 
last January, the Office of the Govern- 
ment Coordinator of French-Language 
Services recently carried out a review of 
the services offered by the Ontario 
Government to the francophones of the 
province. 


In delegating one of the members, Mrs. 
Jacqueline Neatby, and its general 
secretary, Mrs. Denyse Nazaire, to the 
steering committee, the Council plans 
to play a primary role in this study 
which is intended to examine and eval- 
uate the present strategies, identify the 
main obstacles encountered and give 
new impetus to the implementation of 
the government policy in this regard. 


The conclusions of this study will be 
presented to the Premier before the end 
of the current year. While awaiting the 
result of this study, a fund of one million 
dollars has been set up to promote 
improvement of the services in place. 
This fund will be used for special minis- 
terial projects intended for the franco- 
phones as well as for community 
projects. 








Other Achievements 


From a preliminary discussion between 
the secretary general of the Council, the 
director of French-Language Services 
for the Civil Service Commission and 
the administrative director of the Trans- 
lation Bureau, we were able to consider 
the possibility of establishing an inven- 
tory of possible candidates from among 
the francophone civil servants who 
would be capable of filling senior — 
positions. 


On the other hand, the Council was 
pleased to note the recent appointment 
of a full-time coordinator of French- 
language services to the Ministry of 
Industry and Tourism. 


The Council continues to play a role of 
catalyst among the various groups who 
are in the process of forming provincial 
francophone associations. Judge Guy 
Goulard, member of the Council, who 
took an active part in founding the 
“Association des juristes d’expression 
francaise de l'Ontario”, has been dele- 
gated by the Council to help a group of 
social/community workers French- 
language who are interested in forming 
such an association. 


Together with the “Federation des clubs 
sociaux franco-ontariens’, a sub- 
committee of the Council is presently 
studying the possibility of creating an 
inventory of human and material 
resources available in French Ontario in 
the field of the arts and culture. 


Publications 


During 1980-81, the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs published its fifth 
annual Report and a third edition of the 
“Annuaire franco-ontarien” (Franco- 
Ontarian Directory). 


Close to 1,000 copies of the directory 
have been distributed across the prov- 
ince in an effort to familiarize the popu- 
lation with this publication and to 
encourage greater participation in 
updating the information contained 
therein. The public's reaction to this 
familiarization campaign turned out to 
be very positive. 


The Council also published an account 
of the Inaugural Congress of the “Asso- 
ciation des juristes d’expression fran- 
caise” as well as a directory of Ontario 
lawyers capable of practising law in 
French. 
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Guest Lecturers 


Traditionally the Council invites to its 
monthly meetings various lecturers 
whose spheres of activities and exper- 
tise can enlighten the members on cer- 
tain aspects of current issues or repre- 
sent the aspirations of the francophone 
population throughout the province. 


At the April 9, 1980 meeting, the 
members welcomed Mr. Etienne Saint- 
Aubin, Coordinator of French-language 
Services for the Ministry of the Attorney 
General; in June 1980, Mr. Louis Desjar- 
dins spoke to the Council members 
about the results of his study on 
French-language services in Ontario's 
public libraries; on September 17, Mr. 
Donald Obonsawin, General Director of 
the Municipal Advisory Council of North 
Eastern Ontario to the Ministry of 
Northern Affairs, answered members’ 
questions on the absence of bilingual- 
ism in the contents of his Ministry's 
exhibition at Ontario Place; on October 
15, Mr. Yuri Shymko, President of the 
Advisory Council on Multiculturalism 
and Citizenship, paid a visit to the 
members of the Council. 





Future Prospects 


The ultimate goal of the Council since 
its creation has been to increase the in- 
put of the Franco-Ontarian community 
in the decision-making process of the 
provincial government in all fields 
except education. 


The Council plans to pursue this objec- 
tive for the coming year. Indeed, it plans 
to continue its regional action and to 
get closer to the community by organiz- 
ing its monthly meetings in different 
communities of the province at least 
twice a year, thus taking advantage of 
the opportunity to meet the local popu- 
lation. The Council also wants to 
increase its participation in and setting 
up of research projects concerning the 
needs and expectations of the Franco- 
Ontarian community throughout the 
various regions of the province. This 
objective will enable it to set up a data 
bank which is essential to its role of 
principal advisor to the Cabinet in all 
the areas affecting the Franco- 
Ontarians and which come under its 
mandate. To do so, the Council will 
maintain and systematize an on-going 
liaison with all the Government minis- 
tries, the other semi-governmental 
agencies and the entire Franco- 
Ontarian population. The Council will 
also keep up its active participation in 
studies such as that of the review of the 
Government of Ontario’s French- 
language services and that of the train- 
ing of francophone resources in the 
professional and technical fields. 


Certain files on the arts and culture, 

sports and recreation, and telecommuni- 
cations, to name but a few, will be prior- — 
ity concerns for the Council in 1981-82.

Report of the Executive 
Secretary 


Improving the general situation of 
Franco-Ontarians continues to be CAFO’s 
main objective and a driving force behind 
the formulation and implementation of its 
strategies for study, discussion and 
action. 


In its relations with the government and 
the Franco-Ontarian community, CAFO 
concentrated its energies during the past 
year on five priority areas andona 
number of additional issues. This section 
summarizes CAFO’s concerns. 


With regard to priority issues, Council 
members examined various questions of 
importance to the Franco-Ontarian 
community. In many cases, members 
were able to favourably influence the 
course of events. 


The first priority area, Arts and Culture, 
deals with the general situation of arts 
and culture in the Franco-Ontarian 
community. CAFO carried out two major 
projects in this field: a study of the 
situation of French-language services in 
Ontario's public libraries and a study of 
the state of culture and the arts in the 
Franco-Ontarian community. 


A second area of concern is 
Telecommunications, or the interaction 
of the various media, particularly national 
and community radio and television 
networks. A symposium on TV Ontario 
was organized by TV Ontario and CAFO. 


A third area of concern is Health and 
Social Services; namely, the French- 
language services provided by the 
Ministry of Health, the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services and the 
offices and agencies coming under these 
ministries. CAFO has carried out research 
and consultations in this area and has 
held several discussions with 
representatives of the ministries involved. 


A fourth area deals with Legal Services 
and the Constitution, or the question of 
the recognition of the language rights of 
Franco-Ontarians by the government of 
this province, as well as the development 
of legal services in French by the Ontario 
Ministry of the Attorney General. 


A fifth sector is Sports and Fitness, or 
the identification of the sports and fitness 
needs of francophones throughout 
Ontario. 


In addition to these five priority areas, 
CAFO investigated a number of other 
issues: the status of women; youth; 
literacy; continuing education; an 
inventory of human resources; the FFHQ 
report on an overall development policy; 
the Collége de technologie agricole et 
alimentaire d’Alfred (Alfred College of 
Agriculture and Food Technology); the 
report on French-language services of 
the Government of Ontario; and several 
other questions concerning the future of 
Ontario’s francophone community. 


While CAFO members were able to delve 
more deeply into priority issues and other 
questions in study committees, members 
felt the need to create an executive 
committee to co-ordinate and synthesize 
their efforts. Made up of the chairman, 
the executive secretary and representatives 
of each of the committees, the executive 
committee meets periodically to monitor 
the progress of issues from a common 
perspective. The committee is able to 
influence the general direction taken by 
CAFO, to support the activities it 
undertakes with government and to 
expand its advisory capacity in the 
community. The plenary assembly, 
however, which is made up of the 
chairman, the executive secretary and 
the members and which meets monthly, 
remains CAFO’s main decision-making 
body. 


In addition to the study committees, the 
executive committee and the plenary 
assembly, the other component of CAFO 
is the Council office, whose basic role is 
to provide leadership and direction in the 
development and proposal of courses of 
action. The office carries out the 
decisions of Council members. The office 
has a full-time staff consisting of the 
chairman, the executive secretary and 
other CAFO employees who handle 
administration, secretarial work, research 
and information.

During the year, the permanent staff was 
also involved in: budget preparation; 
bookkeeping; processing various texts 
and documents; preparing research 
documents and information materials; 
and attending numerous public meetings 
throughout the province. 


Compared to 1981-1982, which was a 
period of transition for CAFO, this past 
year has been one of intense activity. As 
the following pages demonstrate, 
significant progress was made ona 
number of issues. However, the coming 
years will require even more concerted 
action on the part of community leaders i 
we are to step up our efforts to deal with 
current issues and achieve a better 
quality of life for Franco-Ontarians.

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Mandate 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
(CAFO), which is mandated to act as the 
government's main advisor and critic, is 
exclusively involved in interpreting and 
bringing to the governments attention 
the needs and interests of Ontario's 
francophone community. 


In this regard, CAFO endeavours to 
maximize the influence of the Franco- 
Ontarian community on the government’s 
decision-making process. The day-to-day 
responsibility of the chairman and 
members of the Council is to advise the 
Government of Ontario on any policies 
that might improve the general situation 
of Franco-Ontarians. 


Background 


CAFO was created in 1974, in answer to 
the long-standing need for an advisory 
body to facilitate exchanges and 
consultations on questions of common 
interest between the Government of 
Ontario and the Franco-Ontarian 
community. 


In September 1974, Cabinet felt it 
advisable to approve the setting up of an 
“advisory council on Franco-Ontarian 
affairs’, whose mandate would be to 
advise the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities on educational matters; 
specifically, in the area of post-secondary 
education. 


On January 15, 1975, the Government of 
Ontario agreed to expand the Council's 
mandate, giving it responsibility for 
advising the Minister of Culture and 
Recreation on any subject related to the 
Franco-Ontarian community. In mid- 
November 1977, the name of the 
organization was changed to “Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs” (Conseil des 
Affaires franco-ontariennes or CAFO). 
Thereafter, the organization extended its 
influence to all ministries of the Ontario 
government. 


In March 1979 Cabinet confirmed this 
change, when it approved a recom- 
mendation authorizing CAFO to advise 
the government of its observations, 
analyses and criticism concerning issues 
relating to any ministry or government 
agency that might be of interest to 
Franco-Ontarians. Thus, CAFO became 
the only Franco-Ontarian organization 
empowered to address the premier and 
Cabinet directly. Also in 1979, the matter 
of Franco-Ontarian education was 
entrusted to the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Education (Conseil de 
l'éducation franco-ontarienne or CEFO). 
This transfer of responsibility would 
enable CAFO to devote its full attention 
to other priority areas. 


In April 1982, CAFO completed its 
administrative reorganization when it 
came under the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs. 
However, since CAFO remains an 
independent body, it can also deal 
directly, at the government level, with all 
of the ministries as well as with Cabinet 
and, at the community level, with any 
group or individual concerned with the 
development of the Franco-Ontarian 
community. 


Priority Issues 


Arts and Culture 


Since it is mainly through their culture 
that Franco-Ontarians have been able to 
maintain their identity within the greater 
community to which they belong, it is 
understandable that CAFO attaches 
great importance to the arts and culture. 


In 1982-83 CAFO undertook several 
initiatives in this area. Two priority issues 
required close scrutiny and continued 
attention: the overall situation of arts and 
culture in the Franco-Ontarian 
community, and the French-language 
services available in the public libraries of 
Ontario. 


In terms of the overall situation, CAFO 
was active on three fronts: with the 
Franco-Ontarian community itself, 
initiating as well as maintaining contacts 
with various groups including the 
Association des centres culturels de 
Ontario and the Association candienne- 
francaise de l'Ontario, the federal 
Secretary of State’s Office and the 
provincial Ministry of Citizenship and 
Culture; and, in the university milieu, by 
commissioning a study by University of 
Ottawa political science professor Clinton 
Archibald on the situation of culture and 
the arts in the Franco-Ontarian 
community. 


CAFO’s interest in the subject was also 
evident in the planning of a provincial 
conference on this theme, for November 
1983. This type of project is in keeping 
with CAFO’s tradition of organizing public 
forums on fundamental aspects of 
Franco-Ontarian life. The conference was 
organized for the following purposes: to 
identify ways for CAFO to encourage 
Franco-Ontarians to become more 
involved in the arts and culture; to initiate 
public debate on the issue; and to 
strengthen Franco-Ontarians’ position in 
the political decision-making process. 


As far as French-language services in 
Ontario public libraries are concerned, 
CAFO made several recommendations to 
the government through the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture, concerning the 
lack of guaranteed French-language 
services in the government discussion 
paper A Foundation for the Future. 


In addition to numerous suggestions 
brought to the attention of the Minister in 
response to the discussion paper, CAFO 
published a brochure entitled Public 
Libraries and the Franco-Ontarians. This 
was part of an information campaign 
conducted in the Franco-Ontarian 
community under the direction of CAFO 
member Mrs. Laura Charron. Five 
thousand copies of this brochure were 
distributed, free of charge, throughout 
Ontario and were very favourably 
received by a number of associations 
which, in turn, distributed them to their 
members. In addition to describing the 
situation of the French-language services 
offered by Ontario libraries, the brochure 
describes CAFO’s position on the issue, 
which it had previously brought to the 
governments attention. 


Telecommunications 


During the past year, the whole subject of 
telecommunications continued to be of 
special interest to CAFO. Among CAFO’s 
concerns in this sector were the 
development of French-language 
services at TV Ontario and on community 
radio and cable TV, and the influence of 
the new national radio and television 
broadcasting policy proposed by the 
federal government. 


The aim of the federal policy, announced 
in Ottawa, March 1, 1983, by 
Communications Minister Francis Fox, is 
to enable the Canadian radio and 
television system to meet the technology 
and programming demands of the 1980s 
and 1990s. 


CAFO is particularly concerned with the 
impact of this new policy on Franco- 
Ontarian society. Indeed, how will 
independent Franco-Ontarian producers 
and private Franco-Ontarian production 
companies be affected by the planned 
changes? What share will be allotted to 
French programming from Ontario? To 
what extent will Franco-Ontarians be 
eligible for funding under this program? 
These are some of the questions CAFO is 
currently studying. 


As for TV Ontario and, more specifically, 
its capacity to provide complete 
programming in French to serve the 
Franco-Ontarian population, CAFO 
examined four proposals put forward by 
TV Ontario: a parallel station; the 
Harmonie project; the “Harmonie-plus” 
project; the Harmonie-plus project and 
TVOF. However, because each of these 
proposed solutions would incur costs thi 
the government considered excessive, 
CAFO was asked to study other options 
such as the use of cable distribution anc 
community radio. Preliminary research 
has subsequently been carried out on 
this subject with public sector cable 
distribution companies, as well as with 
the federal Department of Communi- 
cations and Canadian Radio-Television 
and Telecommunications Commission 
(CRTC). These studies are continuing. 


Furthermore, as CAFO member Mrs. 
Jeanne Mongenais pointed out, it is by 
examining the overall situation of TV 
Ontario that CAFO realized the need for 
provincial consultation on the subject, ir 
co-operation with the main parties 
involved. Accordingly, CAFO helped the 
Francophone Advisory Council of TV 
Ontario organize a symposium in Ottawé 
in March 1988, on French-language 
educational television. 


As CAFO’s chairman stated on that 
occasion, the symposium provided an 
opportunity to examine the state of 
health of TV Ontario as well as its 
successes and problems over the years. 


A report based on the findings of the 
symposium is now being prepared. This 
will assist both TV Ontario and CAFO in 
their talks with the government. 


Health and Social Services 


CAFO attaches great importance to the 
development of French-language 
services in the field of health and social 
services, namely because of the impact 
the government's actions in this area 
have on the daily lives of citizens. 


CAFO therefore reviewed its own 
strategies in this area to determine ways 
of strengthening its relationship with both 
the government and the francophone 
community. It also examined the key 
documents dealing with health and social 
services, collaborated with the ministry in 
making recommendations to the 
government and worked closely with the 
Franco-Ontarian community, to encourage 
citizens to take an active part in the 
planning and promotion of French- 
language services. 


Because of the numerous questions on 
nealth and social services that are 
drought to its attention, CAFO decided to 
Jive priority to the following issues. 


Francophone professionals: CAFO 
dvecame involved in this issue in response 
‘0 a Study published in December 1982 
oy the French-Language Services 
Sommittee of the Social Planning Council 
of Ottawa-Carleton, chaired by CAFO 
nember Jacqueline Neatby. Entitled Les 
yrofessionnels francophones dans les

organizations, the procedures that exist 
or the recruitment and hiring of 
wofessionals capable of providing 
iervices in French. 


\lthough the study contains 
'ecommendations applicable to many 
reas, CAFO concentrated on those 
lirectly concerning Ontario government 
iinistries. After a detailed study of the 
eport, CAFO agreed to support its 
2commendations. It took steps to ensure 
rat the report would have maximum 
Mpact on the government and that it 
ould contribute to the improvement of 
‘rench-language services in the health 
‘nd social service areas. 
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The Children’s Act: The proposed new 
“Children’s Act’ is an attempt, by the 
Ontario government, to consolidate, 
reform and strengthen existing legislation 
pertaining to children in programs funded 
by the Ministry of Community and Social 
Services. 


Following its examination of the 
governments study paper on the 
proposed Act, CAFO prepared a brief for 
the Ministry of Community and Social 
Services. The Council took this action to 
ensure that the new Children’s Act 
contained specific provisions for the 
delivery of services in French. The brief 
was also intended to ensure that the 
Franco-Ontarian community would be 
adequately informed by the government 
and would be given the opportunity to 
take part in consultations prior to the 
drafting of the legislation. 


Health Units: CAFO also turned its 
attention to the subject of French- 
language services in the province’s 
health units. It concentrated, specifically, 
on the units method of operations, in 
order to recommend to the government 
proposals for improving the French- 
language services offered by these 
institutions, which serve vulnerable 
clients; namely, youth and senior citizens. 
Mrs. Jacqueline Neatby and Ms. Lisanne 
Lacroix of CAFO met with representatives 
of the Ministry of Health to discuss the 
issue. 


Ministerial Priority: CAFO recognizes 
the challenge of ensuring an adequate 
network of French-language health and 
social services. Thus, it was greatly 
encouraged by the announcement made 
by the Minister of Health the Honourable 
Larry Grossman to the Ontario 
Legislature’s Social Development 
Committee, in November 1982, in which 
the minister emphasized the importance 
he attached to improving his ministry's 
French-language services. The minister 
also stressed his interest in the recently 
established French-Language Advisory 
Committee, which constitutes a new 
initiative both for the ministry and for the 
government. The minister expressed his 
appreciation that a CAFO member, Mrs. 
Jacqueline Neatby, would sit on the 
committee. 


CAFO is firmly convinced that it is in the 
interest of Franco-Ontarians to be 
present and active at all decision-making 
levels with respect to health and social 
services. It therefore plans to continue 
working with the government and the 
Franco-Ontarian community to achieve 
this objective. 


Legal Services and the 
Constitution 


CAFO continues to monitor the 
constitutional debate and to promote 
recognition, by the provincial 
government, of the language rights of 
Franco-Ontarians. It therefore maintains 
close relations with the Ministry of the 
Attorney General. It is CAFO’s hope that 
the leadership demonstrated by the 
Attorney General the Honourable Roy 
McMurtry will inspire the government to 
develop a general policy on the 
Constitution. 


With regard to legal services in French 
provided by the office of the Attorney 
General, CAFO is well aware of the 
progress that has been made with regard 
to French-language services, particularly 
in the courts in several regions of the 
province. 


In the area of legal services, other 
initiatives are worth mentioning: the 
bilingual convocation of the Ontario Bar, 
and the project to establish a French- 
language community legal aid clinic in 
Prescott-Russell. 


CAFO also maintains a close relationship 
with the Association des juristes 
d’expression francaise de I’Ontario 
(Ontario Association of French-speaking 
Jurists) and attends its annual meetings. 
CAFO appreciates the efforts of this 
association to obtain equal status for the 
French and English language in Ontario. 


Finally, CAFO closely monitored and 
endorsed the Attorney General's 
initiatives to give French the status of an 
official language in the provincial courts. 
CAFO agrees with Mr. Etienne St-Aubin, 
co-ordinator of French-language services 
for the ministry, that if legislation were 
drawn up to make this status official, 
recognition of francophones’ rights to 
French-language services in the courts 
would be inalterably assured. 
Furthermore, such a Bill might encourage 
other ministries to take similar steps. 
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During the past year, CAFO increased its 
activities in the constitutional area, in 
order to encourage the government to 
make an even greater commitment to the 
official recognition of Franco-Ontarians 
language rights. CAFO agrees with Mr. 
Don Stevenson, government co-ordinator 
for French-language services, that 
Ontario has come a long way, but feels 
there is still work to be done in this 
regard. As was Stated in one of the main 
conclusions of the report French- 
Language Services in the Government of 
Ontario, published under the auspices of 
the government co-ordinator of French- 
language services: 


the government's policy itself on 
this subject is weakened by the 
relative absence of a firm rationale, 
by the government's passive 
interpretation of the demand, by the 
low-key gradualism which is judged 
necessary to achieve the 
acceptance of a majority of the 
people and by the consequent 
decision to work almost entirely 
within existing financial and 
administrative limits. 


There has obviously been progress, and 
the government already has a number of 
achievements to its credit. But the lack of 
a general policy on French-language 
services in the Ontario government still 
remains the main obstacle to Franco- 
Ontarians’ achieving the recognition and 
full exercise of their language rights in 
this province. 


As implied by Judge Guy Goulard, 
chairman of the Council’s constitutional 
committee, CAFO is not rejecting a priori 
any proposal for implementing a general 
policy and is prepared to study all options 
in this regard, such as Ontario's 
adherence to sections of the new 
Canadian Constitution guaranteeing the 
equality of the French and English 
languages; a bill presented to the Ontario 
Legislature; or any other equivalent 
option. 


In view of the importance of the 
constitutional issue for the future of 
Ontario francophones, CAFO plans to 
monitor developments in this area very 
closely and to continue working with both 
the government and the province's 
French-speaking community. 


Sports and Fitness 


In the area of sports and fitness, CAFO 
concentrated its main efforts on making 
certain key recommendations. These 
were: that a study should be undertaken 
to identify the sports and fitness needs of 
Franco-Ontarians; that a ministerial 
committee should be set up, chaired by 
the assistant deputy minister for Sports 
and Fitness and made up of members of 
the community and civil servants; and 
that ways should be found to ensure that 
sports associations expand their French- 
janguage services. 


These recommendations were the result 
of the work undertaken by CAFO and the 
ancophone community over the past 
several years. They are a direct result of: 
he report by Mr. Maurice Régimbal, 
sponsored by the Centre des jeunes de 
Sudbury (Sudbury Youth Centre), 1979; 
2AFO’s response to the Fisher report 
1981), the Landry report (1980) and the 
:0-Ordinators report (1981); a number of 
ninisterial meetings held in 1981 and 
982; and the Turgeon report (1983). 


‘he latter was based on the findings of a 
sommunity meeting with sports and 
itness organizers, held in Ottawa in 
lanuary 1983 under the co-sponsorship 
#f CAFO and the Ministry of Tourism and 
tecreation. The day after the forum, 
?AFO member Marcel Briilé and 
:xecutive Secretary Denyse Nazaire led 
i: workshop on the needs of the Franco- 
)ntarian community, during the Ontario 
tecreation Conference, which was part 
if the annual meeting of the Ontario 
tecreation Society.

‘ey recommendations outlined above.

CAFO is also preparing a list of specific 
recommendations concerning municipa- 
lities, schools, sports associations, the 
provincial government and the Franco- 
Ontarian community. One of these is that 
the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and 
Housing should encourage municipal 
governments to pay more attention to the 
needs of francophone citizens and 
should hire bilingual staff in the 
designated areas. Another is that 
francophone associations should work 
together to make municipal officials more 
aware of the needs and expectations of 
Franco-Ontarians and encourage them to 
discuss ways of improving the situation. 
For example, the francophone sports 
community could examine how 
community colleges and departments of 
continuing education could help train 
instructors. 


The Franco-Ontarian community has 
been actively involved in sports and 
fitness since the late sixties. Among the 
community groups whose efforts should 
be acknowledged are the Patro Club of 
Ottawa, the Centre des jeunes of 
Sudbury, the Fédération des clubs 
sociaux, ACFO, the University of Ottawa 
and Laurentian University. 
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Other Issues 


While priority issues took up much of 
CAFO’s energies, several other questions 
came up during the year, mainly asa 
result of requests for action from the 
francophone community. 


Business Community 


During 1982-83, CAFO investigated 
community interest in setting up a 
francophone business association. 


CAFO sees several advantages in setting 
up such a group. It would: establish a 
communications network for the 
francophone business community; 
provide opportunities to meet and 
discuss questions of common interest; 
help francophone educators in their 
efforts to include Economics in the 
school curriculum; and help students and 
young people to find jobs. 


To determine the feasibility of the project, 
CAFO set up a committee to develop an 
implementation strategy and define the 
role of such an association, as well as 
determine the resources available. 


The committee will attempt to identify the 
key people in francophone business 
circles in Ontario and invite them to take 
part in a preliminary meeting. It also plans 
to set up a provisional committee, with a 
mandate to: undertake a detailed survey 
of francophone business people; prepare 
a draft constitution on the association’s 
goals, activities and membership; and 
organize a founding meeting. 


To help business people form their own 
group, CAFO could use, as an 
organizational model, its earlier 
experience in helping set up the 
Association of French-speaking Jurists of 
Ontario (Association des juristes 
d’expression francaise). 


To date, the CAFO committee’s initiatives 


have met with a positive response from 
the community. 
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School Governance 


On many occasions over the past several 
years, CAFO has deplored the fact that 
access for young Franco-Ontarians to 
French-language education at the 
primary and secondary levels was subject 
to restrictive regulations, based on the 
number of applicants. 


CAFO was therefore extremely pleased 
with the Ontario government's 
announcement, March 23, of its intention 
to recognize the individual's right to a 
French-language education. This right 
was gained thanks to the tireless efforts 
of such people as Giséle Lalonde, 
Berchmans Kipp, Albert Morin, Clement 
Sauve, Onésime Tremblay, Don 
Stevenson and Pierre Xatruch. 


In making a commitment to recognize this 
new right for young Franco-Ontarians, the 
Ontario government opened a new 
chapter in its relations with francophone 
citizens of the province. Although it will 
take a while to assess all of the 
implications of the government’ action, it 
has already aroused a great deal of 
community interest. CAFO plans to 
continue following this issue as well as to 
support the efforts of the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Education (CEFO). 


Inauguration of Collége 
d’Alfred 


The inauguration of the College de 
Technologie agricole et alimentaire 
d’Alfred (Alfred College of Agriculture an 
Food Technology), October 22, marked 
the beginning of a new era not only for 
young Franco-Ontarians wishing to 
undertake a career in food and 
agriculture technology, but also for 
previous generations who had dreamed 
of such a project. CAFO, which was one 
of the Franco-Ontarian institutions 
responsible for the creation of the 
college, took part in the opening 
ceremonies. CAFO President Mr. Roger 
E. Régimbal, in a speech during the 
ceremonies, stressed that it was all of th 
French-speaking population of Ontario 
and, in particular, the Union des 
cultivateurs de Prescott-Russell (Prescott 
Russell Farmers’ Union) that should be 
congratulated for their determined effort 
to make this project a success. 


Although CAFO’s formal involvement in 
this undertaking has now come to an enc 
it still plans to pursue the college’s 
development with interest. CAFO has 
advised college authorities that it is 
willing to assist with any other new 
projects that might require its support. 


Reports and Policies 


during the past year, a number of reports 
vere submitted to CAFO’s attention. Most 
of these dealt with projects of vital 
mportance to the Franco-Ontarian 
sommunity. For example, the Council 
studied with great interest the report 
»ntitled Pour nous inscrire dans I’avenir, 
yublished by the Fédération des 
rancophones hors Québec (Federation of 
‘rancophones Outside Quebec). CAFO 
‘ongratulates the Federation on setting 
orth a new vision of the future for the 
rancophone community. According to 
he Federation’s report, no longer is it a 
juestion of Franco-Ontarians defending 
hemselves, making demands, returning 
0 the past, or merely trying to survive; 

he report encourages francophones to 
ve and to perceive themselves as a 
ommunity with values they can be proud 
f. It suggests they should be confident 
bout their identity and should try to live 
1vharmony with contemporary society. It 
Iso offers them options for the future. 


he Council also noted the need for 
reater cohesion in the francophone 
ommunity; that is, while remaining 
idependent, groups and associations 
hould work together more on joint action 
rojects. CAFO finds it encouraging that 
1e report takes into account the 

ituation of all of Canada’s francophone 
ommunities and not just those in cities 
‘ith large numbers of francophones. It is 
AFO’s hope that this broad definition of 
sommunity’, which goes beyond 
eographical boundaries and includes 
roups bound together by common 
iterests, will enable more francophones 
) develop a sense of belonging and 
entification.

Among the other key reports studied by 
CAFO’s Reports and Policies Committee 
in 1982-83 are the following: a report by 
the Joint Committee on French- 
Language Elementary and Secondary 
Schools; a report from Sudbury’s Franco- 
Ontarian Institute on the setting up of an 
“Office for the French Language”; and a 
report from York University's Glendon 
College on the setting up of a “Language 
Policy Analysis Centre”. 


In November 1982, CAFO made public its 
position on the report French-Language 
Services in the Government of Ontario. 
Because of the importance of this 
document and its repercussions for the 
Franco-Ontarian community, CAFO has 
examined it in great detail. 


The report demonstrates an understanding 
of the complexity of the situation. It 
describes the Ontario government's 
decentralization approach to the 
implementation of French-language 
services. CAFO agrees with the principles 
enunciated in the report and has 
unanimously adopted its recommen- 
dations, while making the following 
general comments: 


The members feel that the main 
obstacle to the implementation of 
French-language services is the 
ambiguity of government policy. 
They support all the report's 
recommendations, which are aimed 
at eliminating this ambiguity. 


The members hope that the 
government will take concrete 
measures to ensure the 
accountability of the semi- 
autonomous government institutions 
which receive transfers of payment. 
These institutions must be prepared 
to provide services in French, 
especially if they work in the fields 
of health, social services, culture 
and recreation. 


With regard to the merit principle, 
CAFO sees the need for giving 
qualified francophone candidates 
an equal opportunity to take part in 
government competitions. 


In view of our current economic 
situation, the members agree that 
funds should be earmarked for 
priority areas: health and social 
services, arts and culture, sports 
and fitness, professional develop- 
ment. For example, an inter- 
ministerial committee, composed of 
interested parties, could be set up 
to study the lack of specialists in 
these fields and recommend 
solutions with regard to expected 
Supply and demand in the coming 
years. 


In view of CAFO’s recognition of the 
importance of research on the Franco- 
Ontarian situation, it studied the reports 
of the Franco-Ontarian Institute and 
Glendon in great detail. Given the current 
economic situation, however, CAFO feels 
it would be more opportune for joint 
research projects to be undertaken by 
existing institutions rather than setting up 
new institutions for this purpose. A 
pooling of resources would make it 
possible to respond more effectively to 
specific requests from the community 
and various government institutions. 


In this regard, the important contributions 
made by the following organizations 
should be mentioned: Centre de 
recherches en éducation franco- 
ontarienne (Franco-Ontarian Research 
Centre or CREFO) at the Ontario Institute 
for Studies in Education, Toronto; the 
Centre de recherche en civilisation 
canadienne-francaise (Centre for 
Research on French-Canadian Culture) of 
the University of Ottawa; and the /nstitut 
franco-ontarien (Franco-Ontarian Institute) 
in Sudbury, as well as Toronto’s Glendon 
College. 


CAFO is prepared to support a meeting of 
the main organizations involved in 
applied research. Such an exchange 
would allow for the exploration of 
possible joint projects and would bea 
first step towards the type of 
consolidation of resources proposed by 
the Federation of Francophones Outside 
Quebec. 
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Continuing Education 


This year, several Franco-Ontarian 
groups, concerned about the Ministry of 
Education’s new funding formulas for 
continuing education, asked CAFO to 
intervene on their behalf. 


In a memo to the chairpersons of school 
boards, dated February 17, 1982, the 
Minister of Education announced that a 
certain number of changes (scheduled to 
take effect in September 1982) would be 
made to the funding formula for 
continuing education. For the 
francophone community this meant that 
major programs delivered by community 
schools and cultural centres would be 
reduced and, in some cases, done away 
with altogether. 


To help Franco-Ontarian groups identify 
some solutions, CAFO prepared a 
working paper, after consulting with 
several of the groups in question. The 
paper’s aim was to promote concerted 


action and facilitate an exchange of views 


between the community and the 
government. CAFO has been monitoring 
developments in this area and has made 
its position known to the ministry. 


Status of Women 


During the past year, CAFO undertook a 
number of initiatives related to the status 
of Franco-Ontarian women. It attempted 
to identify the needs of both rural and 
urban Franco-Ontarian women. It took 
steps to identify and draw up a list of 
Franco-Ontarian women’s groups and 
government institutions concerned with 
women’s issues. 


CAFO met with and contacted several 
Franco-Ontarian women’s groups 
including Action Education femmes 
(Action Education Women), Réseau des 
femmes du Sud de |’Ontario (Southern 
Ontario Women’s Network), Franco- 
Femmes (French-speaking Women), 
Féminaide (Helping Women) and the 
Fédération des femmes canadiennes- 
francaises (Federation of French- 
Canadian Women). 
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Franco-Ontarian Youth 


Because of the difficulties young people 
are experiencing during the current 
economic crisis, and due to the fact that 
1985 will be International Youth Year, 
there have been a number of recent 
studies on the situation of young people 
— inthe world, in Canada and in Ontario. 
While this renewed interest in the 
situation of young people is to be 
commended, there is still reason to be 
concerned about the lack of studies on 
the situation of young Franco-Ontarians, 
and the apparent lack of interest in public 
debate on the issue. 


A series of meetings between CAFO and 
organizations of young Franco-Ontarians, 
including Direction-Jeunesse (Direction- 


Youth), Liaison, the Fédération des écoles 


secondaires franco-ontariennes (Federa- 
tion of Franco-Ontarian Secondary 
Schools), and Théatre-Action, as well as 
CAFO’s participation in various public 
meetings during the year, helped point 
out the lack of human, financial and 
technical resources available to young 
Franco-Ontarians. 


To date, CAFO has taken preliminary 
steps to deal with this issue, gathering 


documentation, carrying out consultations 


and determining priorities. This has 
convinced CAFO of the need for a public 
debate on the situation of Franco- 
Ontarian youth, as well as of the need to 
listen to young people and support their 
efforts to improve their living conditions. 


Human Resources 


CAFO has long recognized the 
importance of preparing an inventory of 
Franco-Ontarian human resources and o 
contributing to the development of these 
resources. Accordingly, it stepped up its 
activity with the government for resource 
development and a resource inventory. 


With regard to resource development, 
CAFO held talks with government 
representatives on the need to increase 
the number of Franco-Ontarians in the 
Ontario government administration, 
especially in intermediate and senior 
management positions. The lack of 
francophones at this level is, according t 
CAFO, one of the major obstacles to rapi 
implementation of a government French- 
language services policy. One of the 
ways, favoured by CAFO, to encourage 
an increase in the number of 
francophones would be to expand the 
professional training opportunities 
available to francophones in government 


Regarding the inventory of resources, 
CAFO carried out consultations with bott 
the community and government. 
Meetings were held with various 
associations including the Regroupemen 
des femmes du Sud de |’Ontario. 


These meetings demonstrated that the 
need for a human resources inventory is 
now widely recognized by both the 
community and government. CAFO plans 
to continue its actions in this area. 


Literacy 


In recent years, statistics on literacy have 
sparked increasing interest among 
Franco-Ontarians. Only recently, 
however, has there been any concerted 
action in this area. 


Although this is a new issue for CAFO, 
the Council has already taken steps to: 
complete its documentation on literacy, 
communicate with the main parties 
concerned and determine CAFO’s 
involvement in any eventual joint project. 


In addition to regular CAFO meetings at 
which this question has been studied, 
two CAFO committees are especially 
concerned with literacy: the Arts and 
Culture Committee and the Health and 
Social Services Committee. 


SAFO has also held preliminary 
discussions on the subject with 
‘epresentatives of TV Ontario, the 
Association canadienne-francaise de 
‘Ontario (ACFO), the Ministry of Colleges 
and Universities, the Ministry of 
sitizenship and Culture, the Fédération 
Jes francophones hors Québec (FFHQ), 
\lgonquin College and the Université du 
Québec. 


=ublic Life 


-ebruary 27, 1983, the 100th anniversary 
of the election of the first francophone 
nember to the Ontario Legislature, is an 
mportant date for the Franco-Ontarian 
sommunity and for CAFO. Paul Francois 
sylvestre, in the March 2, 1983 issue of 
.e Droit, traces the history of this event 
ind notes that, since 1883, there have 
een some 50 francophone members 
epresenting about 10 electoral ridings at 
Nueen’s Park. CAFO joined in celebrating 
his anniversary but questioned whether 
'rovincial parliamentary institutions 

night not do more to interest young 
‘ancophones in the political life of 
)ntario.

While government institutions can play an 
important part in helping Franco- 
Ontarians become involved in public life, 
CAFO nevertheless feels that the main 
responsibility lies with Franco-Ontarians 
themselves. 


Franco-Ontarian Presence in 
Europe 


This year CAFO turned to Europe, 
strengthening its ties with the Ontario 
Houses in Paris and Brussels. From this 
point of view, Premier Davis’ European 
tour in March 1983 marked a turning 
point in the importance the Ontario 
government attaches to its economic and 
cultural relations with Franco-Europeans. 


CAFO and the Ontario House in Paris 
maintain regular contacts through 
correspondence, telephone calls and 
visits. The purpose of these exchanges is 
to make the economic and cultural 
services of the Ontario House in Paris 
more accessible to Franco-Ontarians. On 
various occasions, Paris Agent General 
Ms. Adrienne Clarkson has indicated her 
interest in the Franco-Ontarian 
community. 


The former founding chairman of CAFO 
and current Ontario agent general in 
Brussels Omer Deslauriers is also 
determined that the Ontario House there 
be accessible to Franco-Ontarians. As Mr. 
Deslauriers has emphasized on many 
occasions during his exchanges and 
visits with CAFO, Franco-Ontarians, more 
than ever, have an opportunity to enter 
into fruitful cultural and economic 
relations with Europeans. From an 
economic standpoint, as Mr. Deslauriers 
has pointed out, Ontario House in 
Brussels is strategically located at the 
crossroads of the Union of Benelux, the 
European Economic Community and 
NATO. 


Because of the increasing importance the 
government and general public are 
attributing to Ontario's foreign relations, 
CAFO plans to follow developments in 
this sector very closely. 


Ontario-Quebec Exchanges 


Many Franco-Ontarians have shown an 
interest in exchanges with the 
neighbouring province of Quebec. CAFO 
has received a number of enquiries in this 
regard not only from young Franco- 
Ontarians, but also from young 
Quebecers. On August 12, 1982, for 
example, CAFO’s chairman attended a 
meeting at Queen's Park with a group of 
Quebec students who were in Ontario on 
an exchange program. However, most of 
the requests CAFO receives are for 
information on specific projects, which it 
then passes on to the appropriate 
organizations. 


In view of the growing interest of Ontario 
and Quebec citizens in educational and 
cultural exchanges, CAFO plans to follow 
developments in this area very closely 
and keep in touch with the various 
Ontario-Quebec exchange groups such 
as the Quebec House in Toronto (Maison 
du Québec a Toronto) and the Ontario- 
Quebec Permanent Commission of the 
Ontario Ministry of Intergovernmental 
Affairs. 
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Administration 


Memorandum of Understanding 
between CAFO and the 
Ministry of Intergovernmental 
Affairs 


In order to specify the nature of the 
relationship between the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs (CAFO) and the 
Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs 
(MIA), amemorandum of understanding, 
which took effect November 1, 1982 and 
remains in effect until March 31, 1984, 
was signed by the chairman of CAFO and 
the Minister of Intergovernmental Affairs. 
This document defines the mandate of 
both parties and clarifies the roles of 
each in terms of operations, 
administration and finances. It also 
outlines their working relationship, while 
reinforcing the semi-autonomous nature 
of CAFO. 


The memorandum recognizes that it is 
vital for CAFO’s credibility and 
effectiveness for it to remain 
independent, while at the same time 
allowing it to continue to operate within 
the government's administrative support 
system. 


Budget 


The Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs 
(MIA), which oversees CAFO’sS 
administration, each year invites CAFO to 
present its budget forecast to the 
government for the next fiscal year. 
Consultations and negotiations, co- 
ordinated by CAFO’s executive secretary, 
take place over several months before an 
agreement is reached on the monies the 
government will allocate to cover CAFO’s 
anticipated expenditures. The financial 
relationship between CAFO and the 
ministry is regulated by the memorandum 
of understanding between the two 
parties. 


For the fiscal year 1982-83, CAFO’s 
budget, approved by the government (and 
taking into account approximately 
$35,000 in budget cuts carried out under 
the restraint program), totalled $347,800, 
distributed as follows: $178,600 for 
salaries; $29,700 for fringe benefits; and 
$139,500 for direct operating expenses; 
i.e., for the implementation of CAFO’s 
projects and activities. 
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Appointment of the Chairman 
and CAFO Members 


The chairman and members of CAFO are 
appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council on CAFO’s recommendation. 
CAFO members serve on a volunteer 
basis for a period of three years and 
receive a standard allowance. The 
chairman and the other full-time CAFO 
employees come under the salary 
guidelines of the Ontario civil service. In 
their day-to-day operations, the main 
responsibility of the chairman and 
members is to advise the Ontario 
government on any policy that might 
improve the general situation of Franco- 
Ontarians. The chairman and Council 
members fulfil their mandate ona 
personal basis, as citizens concerned 
with the well-being of Franco-Ontarians. 


Some of the associations in which CAFO 
members serve on a volunteer basis are 
listed in Appendix | of this report. 


New and Former Members 


During the past year, two new members, 
Dr. Philippe Garigue, principal of 
Toronto's Glendon College, and Mrs. 
Johanne Kemp, co-ordinator of Direction- 
Jeunesse in Ottawa joined CAFO, while 
Mrs. Tréva Cousineau of Timmins, 

Mr. Marcel Brtlé of Cambridge, Mrs. 
Denise Frenette of Brampton and Mr. 
Maurice Chagnon of Ottawa ended their 
official participation in CAFO’s activities. 


CAFO would like to thank these former 
members for their valuable contribution 
over the years. 


Research and 
Communications 


During the past year, CAFO developed 


two new services, one in the research 


| 





area, the other in communications. 


The research service undertook a series 
of activities related to the work of CAFO’s 
study committees. Among the 
publications prepared by the service for 
the use of the committees are: Les 
Femmes francophones en Ontario 
(Francophone Women in Ontario) dated 
February 18, 1983 and L’impact des 
nouvelles modalités de financement de 
’6ducation permanente sur la 
communauté francophone de I|’Ontario 
(Impact on the Ontario Francophone 
Community of New Funding Procedures 
for Continuing Education), dated 
February 3, 1983. 


A second type of research is oriented 
toward publication and distribution. Two 
examples are the CAFO brochure on 
French-language services in Ontario 
public libraries, of which 5,000 copies 
were sent out — 2,000 to the 
francophone associations listed in 
CAFO’s Franco-Ontarian Directory — and 


‘a statistical profile on francophones in 
Ontario, currently being prepared. 


A third type of research (prepared under 


_the auspices of CAFO by university 
consultants) is prepared for seminars and 


symposiums as reference material. One 
example is the study on culture and the 


/arts in the Franco-Ontarian community 


(La situation des arts et de la culture en 
Ontario francais), prepared for CAFO by 
political scientist Clinton Archibald. 





CAFO’s communications service also 
prepares information material for internal 
and external distribution. In the area of 
internal communications — for CAFO’s 
study committees and plenary 
assemblies — a collection of press 
clippings entitled Média is distributed to 
members four times a year. Copies of the 
clipping files are kept in CAFO’s office for 
consultation by the public. 


In terms of external communications, 
CAFO publishes the Franco-Ontarian 
Directory, which lists 2,000 francophone 
associations throughout Ontario. More 
than 2,000 copies of the directory have 
been distributed free of charge. In 
addition, 1,000 copies of CAFO’s annual 
report are distributed annually; its 
information brochure was reprinted and 
distributed in more than 2,000 copies; 
and more than 1,000 copies of CAFO’s 
information bulletin Le Nouveau Bulletin, 
published four times a year, have been 
distributed. 


CAFO members also keep the public 
informed of their activities through 
interviews on national and local radio and 
television and in the print media. 


In addition, CAFO responds to a number 
of requests for information by phone or in 
writing, and welcomes many visitors to its 
office. CAFO also distributes information 
at various seminars and conferences 
throughout the province. 


Likewise, CAFO disseminates information 
about its services through newspaper 
advertisements, information bulletins and 
public events such as Contact-Ontarois. 


CAFO maintains a small documentation 
and archive centre for professional 
researchers, teachers, students and 
other interested parties. The centre 
carries most local and regional Franco- 
Ontarian newspapers, as well as 
reference material on the province’s 
francophone population. 
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Community Relations 


Public Meetings 


In order to fulfil its mandate, CAFO 
remains in close contact with the Franco- 
Ontarian community, government 
ministries and other institutions. CAFO 
accordingly attends a number of public 
meetings related to its activities. 


Appendix II, which provides a list of some 
public meetings CAFO attended between 
April 1, 1982 and March 31, 1983, 
illustrates the diversity of CAFO’s 
interests. 


Guest Speakers 


Guest speakers are invited to CAFO’s 
monthly meetings to address a variety of 
current topics of interest to Franco- 
Ontarians. 


Mr. Ronald Leblanc: At CAFO’s 74th 
meeting, at Queen’s Park, March 9, 1983, 
Mr. Ronald Leblanc, co-ordinator of 
French-language services for the Ontario 
Ministry of Health, commented on the 
expansion of French-language services in 
his ministry. Mr. Leblanc also informed 
CAFO members about existing programs, 
and programs being developed, to 
implement French-language services 
within the ministry. 


Mrs. Sylvie Gagnon and Mr. Pierre 
Lamothe: CAFO members welcomed 
Mrs. Sylvie Gagnon and Mr. Pierre 
Lamothe of the /nstitut de leadership et 
de formation de I’Ontario (Ontario 
Leadership and Training Institute) to the 
73rd meeting of CAFO, held at Queen’s 
Park, February 9. The role of the institute 
was explained, together with its programs 
for 1983-84. 


Mr. Paul Lapointe: The 72nd meeting of 
CAFO, held at Queen’s Park, January 12, 
gave CAFO members an opportunity to 
familiarize themselves with the services 
offered by the National Film Board (NFB). 
The guest speaker, Mr. Paul Lapointe, 
who heads the NFB’s regional office, 
explained the Board’s current 
regionalization process. 
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Mrs. Jindra Rutherford: At the 71st 
meeting of CAFO, held at Queen’s Park, 
December 8, 1982, Mrs. Jindra 
Rutherford, co-ordinator of French- 
language services for the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing, detailed 
the progress being made in her ministry 
in the area of French-language services. 


Mrs. Jeanne Sabourin and Mr. Jean 
Malavoy: At the 70th meeting of CAFO, 
held at Queen’s Park, November 10, 
1982, Mrs. Jeanne Sabourin and Mr. 
Jean Malavoy of the Franco-Ontarian 
Bureau of the Ontario Arts Council 
explained the various programs offered to 
Franco-Ontarian artists by the Council. 


Messrs. Gaston Chouinard and André 
Sarazin: The 68th meeting of CAFO, held 
in Timmins, September 8, 1982, gave 
members an opportunity to meet with 
Messrs. Gaston Chouinard and André 
Sarazin of the Assemblée des centres 
culturels de l'Ontario or ACCO (Ontario 
Association of Cultural Centres). The 
meeting enabled members of both 
organizations to exchange views on the 
needs and expectations of the cultural 
centres affiliated with ACCO. 


Messrs. Benoit Cazabon and Georges 
Bélanger: This special CAFO-CEFO 
meeting, June 30, 1982, provided an 
opportunity for Messrs. Benoit Cazabon 
and Georges Bélanger of the Franco- 
Ontarian Institute of Sudbury (IFO) to 
explain to the two organizations the 
nature of the proposed “Office de la 
langue francaise” (an office to establish 
French-language standards). 


Mr. Don Stevenson: Another guest 
invited to the June 30th meeting was Mr. 
Don Stevenson, deputy minister of 
Intergovernmental Affairs and government 
co-ordinator of French-language services. 
Mr. Stevenson explained the general 
thrust of the Ontario government's report 
on French-language services and 
participated in a question-and-answer 
session with CAFO-CEFO members. 


Mrs. Viviane Farmer Ouellette: CAFO’s 
guest speaker at the 65th meeting of 
CAFO, in North Bay, June 16, 1982, was 
Mrs. Viviane Farmer-Ouellette who, in her 
capacity as consultant, gave a general 
outline of a proposed provincial 
conference to deal with several priority 
issues for the Franco-Ontarian 
community. 


Regional Board Meetings 


In order to maximize its contacts with the 
Franco-Ontarian community, CAFO 
decided to hold board meetings not only 
in Toronto, but also in other parts of the 
province. 


Ottawa: On October 21, 1982, CAFO 
held its 69th regular meeting in Ottawa. 
The next day, members met with 
residents of Eastern Ontario to 
inaugurate the College de Technologie 
agricole et alimentaire d’Alfred (Alfred 
College of Agriculture and Food 
Technology). 


Timmins: Following their 68th meeting, 
September 8, 1982, CAFO members 
visited Timmins’ Centre culture!

Report of the Executive 
Secretary 


The activities and projects conducted 
by the Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs during 1983-84 are described in 
this annual report which stresses the 
results obtained during this period. 


Whereas 1982-83 was the year CAFO 
stepped up its interventions with the 
government and strengthened its 
support functions in the fields of 
information, research and resource 
materials, 1983-84 was a year of 
consolidation and achievement. 


The Council increased its presence at 
the senior level of government; it 
developed position papers and 
submitted various reports; it took part 
in public hearings and organized 
meetings in the community; finally, it 
obtained concrete results in fields 
such as public library services, social 
services and sports. 


CAFO’s activities for the 1983-1984 
fiscal year can be summarized as 
follows: 


CAFO Priorities 


CAFO concentrated its energies on 
five priority issues: Arts and Culture, 
Health and Social Services, 
Recreation, Telecommunications, and 
Sports and Fitness. At the same time it 
increased its awareness of other fields 
such as the Status of Women and 
French-Language Services at the 
Ontario municipal level. 


Like all other agencies of its kind, 
CAFO is subject to an administrative 
“Sunset Review” clause which 
requires a periodic examination of the 
agency’s mandate. Accordingly, CAFO 
undertook a review of its mandate and 
submitted to the Minister of 
Intergovernmental Affairs, the 
Honourable Thomas L. Wells, a report 
on its activities and objectives as well 
as its operation over the past five 
years. 


Moreover, the Council moved from its 
Bay/Bloor offices to more spacious 
quarters in the Mowat Block on Bay 
Street. 


Financial and Human 
Resources 


CAFO’s budget for the 1983-1984 fiscal 
year (which takes into account budget 
cuts of about $35,000 under the 
government austerity program) 
totalled $385,000 broken down as 
follows: $227,400 in salaries; $38,100 in 
benefits; $119,600 in direct operating 
expenses, that is for the 
implementation of various Council 
projects and activities. 





To carry out these duties, CAFO had 
7.5 persons/year made up of the 
chairman, six full-time staff and one aI 
part-time.

Administrative Overview of 

CAFO’s Achievements 

With regard to its information 
activities, CAFO distributed 500 
promotional kits, manned two 
information booths and placed six 
advertisements in Franco- Ontarian 
newspapers or magazines. It producet 
a series of research files related to its 
priorities and sent out close to 2,000 
copies of its folder on libraries. It 
distributed 400 additional copies of 
the Annuaire franco-ontarien 
1981-1982 and 1,000 copies of its 
Annual Report 1982-1983. 


As part of its activities aimed at 
making the government aware of the 
needs of the Franco-Ontarian 
community, CAFO wrote to about 30 
ministers and exchanged some 60 
letters with various government 
bodies. Twenty-one meetings took 
place with either ministers or deputy 
ministers, as well as one meeting with 
Premier William Davis. In the area of 
research and information, the Council 
produced about 10 reports and briefs 
which were presented to various 
ministries or parliamentary 
committees. 


It is encouraging to note that, overall, 
1983-84 was a productive year in terms 
of achievements, as this report 

As forits involvement with the testifies. 
Franco-Ontarian community, CAFO 

took part in 116 public meetings at 

either the regional or provincial level. 

Its efforts to work together with the 

community were evidenced by an 

exchange of 115 letters with 

community associations or 

individuals. Of particular note is the 

great degree of support the Council 

received with regard to libraries and 

social services in the French 

language. Finally, about 60 community 

and government representatives took 

part in the Consultation on the Arts 

organized by CAFO in the fall of 1983 

at which close to 30 recommendations 

were submitted to the Council.

Mandate 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs (CAFO), which is mandated to 
act as the government’s main advisor 
and critic, is exclusively involved in 
interpreting and bringing to the 
government’s attention the needs and 
interests of Ontario’s francophone 
community. 


In this regard, CAFO endeavours to 
maximize the influence of the Franco- 
Ontarian community on the 
government’s decision-making 
process. The day-to-day responsibility 
of the chairman and members of the 
Council is to advise the Government of 
Ontario on any policies, except those 
pertaining to education, that might 
improve the general situation of 
Franco-Ontarians. 


Appointment of the Chairman 
and CAFO Members 


The chairman and members of CAFO 
are appointed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council following CAFO’s 
submission to the government of alist 
of candidates. 


CAFO members serve on a voluntary 
basis fora period of three years and 
receive a standard allowance. The 
chairman and the other full-time CAFO 
employees come under the salary 
guidelines of the Ontario civil service. 
In their day-to-day operations, the 
main responsibility of the chairman 
and members is to advise the Ontario 
government on any policy that might 
improve the general situation of 
Franco-Ontarians. The chairman and 
Council members fulfil their mandate 
on a personal basis, as citizens 
concerned with the well-being of 
Franco-Ontarians. 


Some of the associations in which 
CAFO members serve on a voluntary 
basis are listed in the Appendix of this 
report. 


Background 


CAFO was created in 1974, in answer 
to the long-standing need for an 
advisory body to facilitate exchanges 
and consultations on questions of 
common interest between the 
Government of Ontario and the 
Franco-Ontarian community. 


In September 1974, Cabinet felt it 
advisable to approve the setting up of 
an “advisory council on Franco- 
Ontarian affairs’, whose mandate 
would be to advise the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities on 
educational matters; specifically, in 
the area of post-secondary education. 


On January 15, 1975, the Government 
of Ontario agreed to expand the 
Council’s mandate, giving it 
responsibility for advising the Minister 
of Culture and Recreation on any 
subject related to the Franco-Ontarian 
community. In mid-November 1977, 
the name of the organization was 
changed to ‘‘Conseil des Affaires 
franco-ontariennes”’ (Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs). Thereafter, 
the organization extended its 
influence to all ministries of the 
Ontario government. 


In March 1979 Cabinet confirmed this 
change, when it approveda 
recommendation authorizing CAFO to 
advise the government of its 
observations, analyses and criticism 
concerning issues relating to any 
ministry or government agency that 
might be of interest to Franco- 
Ontarians. Thus, CAFO became the 
only Franco-Ontarian organization 
empowered to address the Premier 
and Cabinet directly. Also in 1979, the 
matter of Franco-Ontarian education 
was entrusted to the ‘‘Conseil de 
’éducation franco-ontarienne’”’ 
(Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Education). This transfer of 
responsibility would enable CAFO to 
devote its full attention to other 
priority areas. 


In April 1982, CAFO completed its 
administrative reorganization when it 
came under the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs. 
However, since CAFO remains an 
independent body, it can also deal 
directly, at the government level, with 
all of the ministries as well as with 
Cabinet and, at the community level, 
with any group or individual concerned 
with the development of the Franco- 
Ontarian community.

}AFO’s traditional interest in the 
levelopment of the arts and culture in 
‘rench Ontario was evidenced by two 
ypes of interventions in 1983-1984. On

oronto to discuss the specific needs 
f francophone artists in relation to

ell as distribution of the cultural 
roduct. The report stemming from 

1is consultation was sent to close to 
00 community and government 
fficials as well as to the Macaulay 
ommission, a special committee 
reated by the Ministry of Citizenship 
nd Culture to study the status of the 
rts in Ontario. 





AFO presented a brief to this study 
ommission in which it stressed the 
ignificant gap that exists between 
nglish-language and French- 
inguage artistic activities. The 
ouncil proposed various means of 
2Ctifying this state of affairs and 
sked the government to establisha 
atch-up policy which would allow the 
evelopment of institutions and 
ervices in French capable of 
Nproving the artistic condition of 
ranco-Ontarians. The brief — which 
as widely distributed among the 
ommunity — contains all the 
commendations put forward at the 
ill consultation. 


/hen the Macaulay Commission 
roduced its final report, CAFO was 
uick to react publicly. Ina press 
slease, the Council expressed its 
isappointment with the government 
»port and questioned, among other 
lings, the emphasis placed on artistic 
ctivities in immersion courses 

ffered in English-language schools in 
ew of the major shortcomings

continued to study the 
recommendations of the consultation 
which will serve to guide CAFO’s 
future interventions in the field of arts 
and culture. 


French-Language Services in the 
Public Libraries 

It was during 1983-1984 that CAFO 
reaped the first fruits of its efforts at 
concerted action and fostering 
awareness with regard to guaranteeing 
French-language services in Ontario’s 
public libraries. 


The Council had already been active 
on this issue by bringing to the 
attention of the Minister of Citizenship 
and Culture the fact that the Green 
Paper on the Public Library System did 
not contain any guarantee of delivery 
of French-language services. 
Moreover, CAFO had conducted an 
information campaign among the 
Franco-Ontarian community by 
distributing more than 5,000 copies of 
a pamphlet entitled: Public Libraries 
and the Franco-Ontarians. Several 
groups and individuals from the 
community wrote to the minister in 
support of the position taken by 
CAFO. 


These efforts at concerted action led 
to the appointment of a provincial 
coordinator of French-language library 
services as well as to the creation of 
an advisory committee by the Ministry 
to respond to the specific needs of 
francophones. Mrs. Laura Gueguen- 
Charron, member of CAFO, was 
appointed to this committee. The 
Ministry also announced its intention 
to publish a quarterly literary critical 
study of all works published in French. 
Finally, the bill to amend the Public 
Libraries Act of Ontario provides for 
certain French-language services to be 
set up at the level of the library boards. 


CAFO was, moreover, consulted by the 
work group responsible for studying, 
among other things, the quality of 
French- language services available at 
the joint Resource Centre of the 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture 
and the Ministry of Tourism and 
Recreation. 


Health and Social Services 
For several years the question of 


French-language services in the social 
service and health field has been one 


of CAFO’s priorities. It goes without 
saying that these services are 
essential to the quality of life of each 
and every Franco-Ontarian. This is why 
the Council has pursued its efforts in 
these two fields with particular 
emphasis on French-language 
services in the health units, the 
training of French-speaking 
professionals, and French-language 
social services. 


An Act Respecting the Protection and 
Well-Being of Children and Their 
Families: An Important Step 

The Council has closely followed the 
various preparatory stages of the bill 
respecting the protection and well- 
being of children and their families. 
This legislation consolidates all the 
acts governing children’s services 
under the aegis of the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services. 


As soon as it was announced that 
there would be consultation on this 
legislation, the Council brought to the 
attention of the Minister, the 
Honourable Frank Drea, the need to 
include in the bill a clause providing 
for the delivery of French-language 
services. 


In addition to preparing a brief and 
discussing the question with senior 
officials, CAFO appeared before the 
Standing Committee on Social Affairs 
in February 1984 to present its 
position. 


CAFO, like the Franco-Ontarian 
community which had supported its 
efforts, was pleased when the bill was 
tabled before the Legislative 
Assembly in the spring of 1984. The 
new legislation makes it mandatory for 
the responsible authorities to 
guarantee services in French to 
children and families in the 
appropriate regions. 


French Services in the Health Units 
CAFO is concerned about the quality 
of basic services in French such as 
those delivered by the health units. It 
furthermore is aware that a lack of 
French-speaking personnel in these 
facilities affects the vulnerable users, 
namely the children and senior 
citizens whose ability to communicate 
in English is often limited, if not non- 
existent. 


Pursuing its earlier involvement, the 
Council met with the Minister of 


Health, the Honourable Keith Norton, 
and proposed amendments to the Act 
governing the health units. CAFO 
recommended that Bill 138, The Health 
Protection and Promotion Act, 1983, 
contain the following clause: “‘The 
health units will offer services in 
French in the regions and 
communities designated by the 
Minister’. 


Training: A Need for Francophone 
Professionals 

At this meeting with the Minister of 
Health, the Honourable Keith Norton, 
CAFO’s representatives tackled the 
subject of the lack of French-speaking 
professionals in the health services 
and social services and proposed 
concrete solutions to this problem. 


With regard to the health units, the 
Council suggested that the Minister 
increase the funding allocated to the 
training of French-speaking 
professionals or applicants 
possessing superior French-language 
skills. 


To counter the scarcity of speech 
therapists, the Council recommended 
that the Minister endeavour to obtain 
two places for French-speaking 
Ontarians in the Speech Therapy 
program offered at the University of 
Montreal. 


Finally, given the lack of French- 
speaking physiotherapists and 
occupational therapists, CAFO 
suggested that the Minister of Health 
encourage the Ministry of Colleges 
and Universities to grant the 
necessary funds to the University of 
Ottawa to set up a bilingual program in 
these two disciplines. Such a program, 
moreover, has already been approved 
by government authorities. 


In accordance with its role as 
intermediary between the Franco- 
Ontarian community and the 
government, CAFO responded to 
several requests for consultation from 
persons working in the field of health 
and social services. The Council 
remains convinced that such 
exchanges will considerably improve 
the quality of life of the Franco- 
Ontarian community. In this context, 
Mrs. Jacqueline Neatby has 
represented the Council on the 
French-Language Advisory Committee 
of the Ministry of Health since 1982. 
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Telecommunications 


The complexity and recent history of 
the telecommunications issue at 
CAFO has not stopped the Council’ 
from continuing to give its attention to 
this sector which is essential to the 
maintenance and cultural 
development of any society. CAFO 
took an interest in improving French- 
language services in Ontario’s 
electronic media at the level of 
educational television (TVOntario). 


In the fall of 1983, CAFO developed 
strategies for implementing the 
recommendations of the Symposium 
on French-Language Educational 
Television in Ontario. This event 
brought together some 75 participants 
in Ottawa in March 1983 and was 
organized jointly by CAFO and the 
Francophone Advisory Council of 
TVOntario. Community and 
government representatives took 
stock of TVOntario’s previous 
achievements and discussed the 
future direction of French-language 
services at the government 
corporation. The symposium report 
mentions about 20 recommendations 
resulting from the workshops and six 
main recommendations that were 
presented at the plenary session: 


e thatadistinct French-language 
network of TVOntario be set up as 
soon as possible (only 17 per cent 
of TVOntario’s broadcasting time is 
at present given over to French- 
language services); 


e that French-speaking 
representation be increased on 
TVOntario’s board of directors; 


that TVOntario make priority use of 
the Franco-Ontarian community’s 
human, administrative, technical 
and artistic resources and, as 
needed, that it ensure the training 
of the required Franco-Ontarian 
personnel; 


e that TVOntario act as a cultural 
development agent in French 
Ontario in the communications 
sector; 


e that TVOntario pursue and step up 
its public consultation policy on 
program planning; 


e that TVOntario establish 
mechanisms to inform the public of 
the direction it plans to give to its 
productions so that interested 
Ontario francophones can submit 
projects to TVOntario. 


CAFO supported these 
recommendations and undertooka 
series of meetings with senior officia’ 
from the Ministry of Citizenship and 
Culture, including TVO and 
representatives from TVO’s French- 
Language Advisory Committee. Thes 
discussions allowed them to explore 
various possible avenues for meeting 
the specific needs of Franco- Ontaria 
television viewers. 


CAFO is determined to follow this 
issue closely and to obtain concrete 
commitments from the authorities 
concerned with regard to the creation 
of adistinct French-language 
educational television network in 
Ontario. 


Recreation, Sports and Fitness 


Franco-Ontarians are involved in 
sports for the same reasons as their 
English-speaking fellow citizens: to 
improve their health, to relax, to have 
fun, to acquire new skills or to achiev 
their personal best. 


However, unlike anglophones, 
francophones do not always have the 
opportunity to follow these pursuits I 
their own language. Training session: 
are usually conducted in English by 
unilingual English-speaking 
instructors and coaches. 
Consequently, recreation, sports and 
fitness become likely areas of 
assimilation for Franco-Ontarians. 


Although CAFO took an interest in th 
issue as early as 1975, it was not until 
the beginning of the ’80s that it 
became systematically involved. The 
Council met with the Minister 
responsible for this question, held 
several meetings with senior officials 
and community officials, and 
presented various briefs on the 
subject. This then formed the contex 
for CAFO’s actions during 1983-84, ar 
important date if ever there was one 
since it coincided with the first 
opening up on the part of the 
government with regard to an increas 
in French-language services in the 
field of recreation, sports and fitness. 


Sports and Fitness 

Ata meeting held in the summer of 
1983, CAFO and certain ministry | 
representatives discussed strategy@ fc 
the application of the 
recommendations contained in 


CAFO’s report entitled: The /ssue of 
Sports and Fitness and French 
Services in Ontario. 


This document is asynthesis of the 

studies and steps taken by the 
Franco-Ontarian community and by 

CAFO since the early 1970s. The report 
presents about 30 proposals 
‘addressed to the main parties 
concerned; namely, the municipalities, 
| the schools, the sports governing 
bodies, the provincial government and 
the community. 


| With regard to the Ministry of Tourism 
-and Recreation, CAFO presented three 
key recommendations: 


-e that the Ministry conduct an 
enquiry to identify the needs of 
Franco-Ontarians in the area of 
sports and fitness; 


e that the Ministry set up a ministerial 
committee chaired by the assistant 
deputy minister for sports and 

__ fitness and composed of 
, government officials and 
representatives from the 
francophone community; 


e that the Ministry identify what 
means to take to ensure greater 
participation on the part of the 
sports governing bodies with regard 
to French-language services. 


_The combined efforts of the 
“community and CAFO led to the 
_Minister’s decision in early 1984 to go 
ahead with two of these 
recommendations. The Ministry 
agreed to set up an advisory 
“committee composed of 
representatives of the Franco-Ontarian 
community. Moreover, the Ministry 
agreed to offer financial assistance to 
at least six sports governing bodies to 
‘enable them to offer the necessary 
technical and human resources to 
_French-speaking sports participants. 


Recreation 
_In keeping with its mandate to make 
‘the government aware of the specific 
interests of Franco-Ontarians, CAFO 
‘brought to the attention of the Minister 
of Tourism and Recreation that the 
advisory document on recreation in 
Ontario made no mention of French- 
language services. 


According to CAFO, the Framework 
fora Provincial Policy on Community 
Recreational Services in Ontario, 


' 


presented in the fall of 1983, must be 
changed in order to provide a true 
policy of French-language services. 


In addition to making the Minister 
aware of the document’s 
shortcomings, CAFO made specific 
recommendations to the ministerial 
committee in charge of reviewing the 
policy on recreation. 


The committee reformulated a policy 
following comments submitted by 
various parties, including CAFO. This 
second version will be the object of 
public hearings in the fall of 1984. 


Status of Women 


The issue of the status of women has 
always been of great concern to 
CAFO. 5 


During 1983-1984, the Council 
completed its research on the 
identification of Franco-Ontarian 
groups and government institutions 
responsible for the status of women. 
Moreover, the members and 
permanent staff of the Council 
attended various meetings or 
conferences in order to keep up to 
date on current issues Concerning 
women in general, and Franco- 
Ontarian women in particular. Among 
the meetings attended were those 
held by the Réseau des femmes du 
Sud de l’Ontario, the National Action 
Committee on the Status of Women, 
the Canadian Affirmative Action 


Council and the Women’s Directorate 


of Ontario. 


The meeting between CAFO and the 


Women’s Directorate of Ontario made 


possible a valuable exchange on 
subjects of common interest. In 


addition to making the members of the 


Directorate aware of the specifics of 


the status of Franco-Ontarian women, 


the meeting set off aseries of 
exchanges between the two bodies. 


For example, CAFO provided statistics 
on the francophone women of Ontario 


and recommended the names of 
Franco-Ontarian resource persons 
who were subsequently invited to 
attend certain activities or programs 
offered by the Directorate. 


Finally, the Council adopted a 
resolution calling for increased 
representation by Franco-Ontarian 
women on the boards of directors of 


various agencies. CAFO plans to 
pursue its involvement in this area. 


Statistical Profile 


CAFO conducted Statistical research 
in 1983-1984 in order to obtain a profile 
of francophones living in Ontario. This 
data bank will be used to draw a socio- 
economic, cultural and demographic 
profile of the Franco-Ontarian 
population and to identify the main 
trends of this community. 


The statistical information, thus 
gathered, will cover among other 
variables, level of education, income, 
employment classifications, family 
structure as well as assimilation rates 
and poverty rates, age groups, marital 
status and geographic distribution of 
francophones. 


An analysis of the data will help CAFO 
formulate position papers and prepare 
briefs, reports, pamphlets or other 
publications. 
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Community Relations 


In accordance with its role of 
intermediary between the Franco- 
Ontarian community and the 
government, CAFO increased its 
exchanges with the community, 
ministries and government agencies in 
order to ensure that the aspirations 
and interests of Franco-Ontarians are 
effectively conveyed to the 
government. 


In addition to sounding out the 
community on specific topics (for 
example, Consultation ’83 on the arts 
and culture), the Council invited 
special speakers to its monthly 
meetings in order to upgrade its 
knowledge in various fields related to 
the quality of life of Ontario’s 
francophones. The members and 
permanent staff of CAFO also took 
part in many public meetings in the 
community in response to requests it 
received. Finally, the members are 
directly involved in the community life 
of their respective regions, working on 
a voluntary basis with various local 
and/or provincial committees or 
associations (see Appendix). 


Speakers Invited by CAFO to Its

In his capacity of consultant for CAFO, 
Dr. Archibald presented the Council 
members with the findings of his 
research entitled: ‘‘The situation of the 
arts and culture in French Ontario and 
the role of the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs’ on March 11, 1983.

On July 13, 1983, the members of 
CAFO invited Mrs. Germain to provide 
a detailed assessment of the situation 
of literacy in Ontario so as to 
complement the statistics gathered by 
the Council on this question. 


Messrs. Jacques Martel and Michel 
Smith, of the French Committee of the 
Social Development Council of 
Ontario 

At the meeting of September 14, 1983, 
Messrs. Martel and Smith presented 
the mandate and objectives of the 
committee they represent and 
discussed with CAFO members the 
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type of relations to be maintained 
between the two agencies.

André 
Cloutier, ACFO’s president, described 
to CAFO members his agency’s 
restructuring projects as well as the 
Association’s intention to strengthen 
its political involvement.

Message from the Chairman 


1984-85 was an important year in the 
history of the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs. In addition to marking 
the 10th anniversary of its existence, 
the Council brought together leaders 
of the Francophone community of 
Ontario on May 3, forareception and 
banquet sponsored by the Lieutenant- 
Governor and the Ontario Government. 


Ten years. Ten years... of 
achievements, which often went 
unrecognized even by the 
Francophone community of Ontario. 


The Council plays a primary role in the 
Government’s decision-making 
process respecting Franco-Ontarians, 
and its recommendations to the 
Council of Ministers have resulted in 
significant progress in anumber of 
areas. The Council’s achievements 
this year have extended to all fields of 
activity that affect the quality of life of 
Franco-Ontarians. CAFO has 
intervened on many occasions in order 
to ensure that the new legislation in 
the area of health and social services 
includes specific provisions 
concerning delivery of services in 
French. 


Occasionally, the council has even 
gone beyond its mandate in making 
representations to national 
organizations. In addition to ensuring 
a follow-up of each subject of current 
interest, the Council has given special 
attention this year to certain priorities. 
In particular, bilingualism in the 
municipalities has been an issue of 
vital importance, and CAFO has 
organized an awareness campaign 
directed at mayors, municipal clerks 
and the Franco-Ontarian community. 


Le Symposium pour la femme 
francophone’, to be held on October 
25 and 26 of this year, has acquired an 
importance that exceeds our fondest 
hopes. Mrs. Simone Veil from France, 
a lecturer of exceptional talent, has 
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agreed to be the guest of honour. All 
the workshop chairmen and 
moderators will be Franco-Ontarian 
women. 


CAFO’s efforts to obtain full 
recognition of the rights of Franco- 
Ontarians can only be continued 
through the vigorous collaboration of 
the Minister responsible for French- 
language services, the coordinators of 
French-language services, Franco- 
Ontarian associations and the 
community at large. Looking over the 
past year, | find that | have nothing but 
praise for their co-operation, which 
has supported and encouraged me 
during my term as Chairman of the 
Council. 


All the interventions of CAFO since its 
foundation have had but one ultimate 
purpose: to bring about the 
recognition of our linguistic and 
cultural rights by the Government of 
Ontario, and the entrenchment of our 
rights in the Canadian constitution. 
Let us hope that CAFO’s claims will 
soon become “‘realities’’.

Report of the Executive 
Director 


1984-85 was a special year for the 
Council. After its new Chairman took 
office, CAFO intensified and 
strengthened its ties with the 
Francophone community of Ontario in 
all areas affecting the community’s 
quality of life. Though the Council 
concerned itself with all matters of 
concern to the Francophone 
community, except in the field of 
education, the Council concentrated 
its efforts on certain priority issues. 


As advisor to the Ontario Government, 
the Council’s main purpose is to 
facilitate Francophone access to the 
decision-making process, in order to 
ensure that government programs 
meet the needs of this community. To 
this end, the Council maintains a 
constant dialogue with the ministries, 
the Council of Ministers and the 
representatives elected to the Ontario 
Legislature. The Council initiates or 
participates in research projects, 
assesses government policies and 
services, and organizes meetings 
(consultations, conferences, 
seminars) with the community 
throughout Ontario. 


Administrative Overview 


CAFO went through many 
administrative changes in 1984-85. 


In the first place, we should mention 
the departure of CAFO’s chairman, 
Roger Régimbal. Dr. Jér6me Corbeil 
then served fora time as acting 
chairman. Finally, Giséle Lalonde took 
up the chairman’s office on July 1, 
1984. 


In September, 1984, Onésime 
Tremblay, Chairman of the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Education (CEFO) 
and Léopold Lacroix, aCEFO member, 
became ex officio members of CAFO, 
and Giséle Lalonde and Philippe 
Garigue of CAFO became ex officio 
members of CEFO. Furthermore, in 
January of 1985, Laura Gueguen- 
Charron replaced Jacqueline Neatby 
as Vice-chairman of the Council. 


One month later, the Council 
undertook the transfer of its 
administration from the Ministry of 
Intergovernmental Affairs to the 
Ministry of Health. 


In April of 1985, the Council witnessed 
the departure of the Honourable 
Thomas L. Wells, Minister responsible 
for French-language services since 
1981, and welcomed his successor, 
the Honourable Alan Pope. 
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During the past fiscal year, the Council 
also tried, through its Secretariat, to 
strengthen its ties with provincial civil 
servants. Suffice it to mention here, in 
particular, that CAFO’s Executive 
Director was a member of the Inter- 
ministerial Committee on French- 
language Services Coordinators, and 
of the Community Support Fund 
administered by the Government 
Coordinator of French-language 
Services. 


Through its Chairman, the Council 
established close ties with a number 
of senior officials of various municipal, 
provincial and federal departments 
and agencies. In particular, we should 
mention:

CAFO also strengthened its ties with 
the community, as this Annual Report 
indicates. In this regard, we should 
mention the considerable increase in 
the volume of CAFO’s written 
correspondence with the 
Francophone community, and also the 
approximately three hundred letters 
that were sent to governments and 
agencies. 


¢ Some 180 letters were sent to 
Franco-Ontarian associations and 
approximately 225 were sent to 
individual Francophones across the 
Province. These letters dealt with 
matters of current concern, 
responded to requests for 
information, offered 
congratulations and proferred 
invitations to CAFO activities. 
Almost 900 copies of the letter on 
the importance of a separate 
TVOntario network were sent out. 


¢ No fewer than eight press releases 
were prepared on such subjects as 
the arts, industrial accidents, 
municipalities and sports. Four of 
these releases were distributed in 
the community, in more than 100 





copies. Nine reports on the same 
subjects were distributed 
throughout the Province fora tota 
of 800 copies. CAFO also received 
nearly 150 invitations from the 
community. 


Financial and Human 
Resources 


CAFO’s Secretariat comprises the 
following persons: an Executive 
Director, an information officer, a 
research officer, an administrative 
officer, an administrative secretary, é 
assistant secretary and a part-time 
secretary. 


In addition to organizing monthly anc 
committee meetings, the Secretariat 
provides the Council with research, 
documentation, information and 
management services. In the field of 
training and professional 
development, employees of the 
Secretariat participated in a number 
of courses or seminars that dealt witt 
fields relating to their professional 
activities and to CAFO’s priority 
issues. 


CAFO’s budget for the 1984-85 fiscal 
year totalled 380 089 $, broken downé 
follows:

Citizenship and Culture 


School and Public Libraries 


Although the Ministry of Citizenship 
and Culture has taken steps to ensure 
better French-language services in 
Ontario libraries, CAFO has followed 
this matter closely over the past year, 
and is proud of its concrete 
achievements in this field. 


CAFO submitted amendments to Bill 
93, urging the Government to improve 
the services offered directly to its 
francophone clientele, with regards 
to the use of French at meetings of 
library boards of directors, and to the 
representation of francophones on 
these boards. Bill 93, which provides 
for the implementation of various 
French-language services, received 
royal assent in December, 1984. 


The members of the French-language 
Advisory Committee of the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture are as follows: 
Gilles Frappier, of Ottawa; André 
Hébert, of Timmins; Charles Arsenault, 
of Toronto; Laura Gueguen-Charron, of 
North Bay (Vice-chairman of CAFO); 
Cécile Sylvestre, of St-Joachim; Larry 
Eshelman, of Ottawa; Léo Desmarteau 
and Grace Buller, officials in the 
Ministry; and Joanne Cournoyer- 
Farley, Provincial Library Coordinator. 


CAFO was pleased to learn that a grant 
of 370 000 $ has been made available 
to the Francophone community of 
Ontario. 


This program, which is intended to 
develop library collections of French- 
language materials, will enable 
libraries to increase their selection of 
French-language books and 
audiovisual materials. The program 
will also encourage the purchase of 
books and materials designed or 
produced in Ontario. 


This new program, the hiring of the 
Provincial Coordinator, the bilingual 
magazine Sélection and the 1984-85 
Wintario program are all indications of 
the Ministry’s commitment to French- 
language services. These initiatives 
have resulted from the Desjardins 
study of 1980 and from the report of 
the Ontario Library Review Task Force, 
published in 1981. 


CAFO is continuing to lobby the 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture 
and, through CEFO, the ministries of 
Education and of Colleges and 
Universities. The purpose of this 
lobbying activity is to encourage these 
ministries and their agencies to adopt 
a policy of buying books, records and 








other French-language products in 
Ontario. A further aim of this activity is 
that school and public libraries be 
required to buy at least one copy of 
every Franco-Ontarian musical or 
literary production. 


Ministry of Education and 
Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities 


Artistic Training 

Through the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Education (CEFO), CAFO has 
forwarded eight recommendations on 
artistic training to the Ministry of 
Education and to the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities. In 
September, 1984, the Chairman of 
CAFO explained the essential features 
of each of these recommendations to 
the Ministry. Following this meeting, 
CEFO has undertaken the study of 
these recommendations and regularly 
informs CAFO of the progress it has 
made in its actions regarding: 


e the establishment ofa fine arts 
faculty; 

e the possibility of holdinga 
specialized conference on training; 

e thecreation of a broader curriculum 
in the artistic field; 

e the Arts major of De La Salle 
school; 

e the policy of the Ministry of 
Education regarding the 
distribution of Franco- Ontarian 
artistic products; 

e the lack of French-language 
software in Ontario. 


Ministry of Intergovernmental 
Affairs 


Ontario and Franco-Ontarian Artists 


On September 26, 1984, the Chairman 
of CAFO sent a letter to the 
Honourable George Ashe, Minister of 
Government Services, responsible for 
policies regarding the purchase or 
rental of works of art for the Ontario 
Government. In her letter, the 
Chairman asked Mr. Ashe to adopta 
policy of purchasing and renting works 
by Ontario and Franco-Ontarian artists 
for public buildings. 


Further to this letter, the Chairman 
met with the Coordinator of French- 
language Services of this ministry to 
discuss the matter. On October 19, the 
Honourable George Ashe informed the 
CAFO Chairman of the purchasing 
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policy of his ministry and emphasized, 
in particular, that at least as far as the 
older buildings are concerned, the 
Ministry prefers to rent originals from 
various organizations such as the Art 
Gallery of Ontario and Ontario Visual 
Arts. 


In regard to buildings that are newly 
constructed, one per cent of the total 
budget is allocated for the purchase of 
works of art. In this case, a call for 
tenders process is used. On October 
23, the Chairman of CAFO met the 
interior decorator responsible for this 
process, in order to make him aware of 
the particular situation of Franco- 
Ontarian artists. This ministry official 
has undertaken to place 
advertisements of calls for tenders in 
Franco-Ontarian weekly newspapers 
whenever new buildings are being 
opened. CAFO has sent him alist of 
French-language daily and weekly 
newspapers in Ontario. 


Bilateral cultural exchanges 


In the fall of 1984, the Chairman of 
CAFO met with the Deputy Minister 
and the Executive Committee of the 
Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs 
to explain the problems associated 
with the distribution and promotion of 
Franco-Ontarian works of art, and to 
suggest measures to be taken to 
promote Franco-Ontarian culture 
outside Canada, especially in Paris 
and Brussels. 


The Director of the International 
Relations Branch also received from 
CAFO, alist of Franco-Ontarian artistic 
and literary products, and a directory 
of artists to contact in order to obtain 
paintings and sculptures. 


CAFO subsequently met with the 
manager at the Ministry of 
Intergovernmental Affairs who is 
responsible for Québec-Ontario 
exchanges. At this meeting, 
discussions centered on the role of 
the Permanent Commission and co- 
operation between Québec and 
Ontario. 


CAFO informed the Honourable 
Thomas Wells, Minister of 
Intergovernmental Affairs, and 
Minister responsible for French- 
language Services, of the 
representations on this matter that 
had already been made to officials of 
his ministry, and presented the 
recommendations of Consultation ’83 
on the Arts and Culture in French 


Ontario in reference to: 
8 





e the establishment of international 
networks in francophone countries 
such as France and Belgium, in 
order to circulate works of visual art 
produced by Franco-Ontarian 
artists; 

e the remuneration of artists 
exhibiting in these networks, and 
their participation in international 
meetings; 

CAFO’s suggestion was that the 

Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs, 

in co-operation with artists’ groups, 

support the development and 
implementation of bilateral cultural 
exchange policies and programs for 
artists, both on the international and 
the national levels. 


The cultural attaché of the French 
Consulate in Toronto was also 
informed of the recommendation 
concerning the establishment of 
international networks, particularly 
with France, in the context of 
promoting and distributing Franco- 
Ontarian visual arts.

Ministry of Industry and Trade 


Promotion and Distribution of Artistic 
Products 


Inaletter sent to the Honourable 
Frank Miller, CAFO explained to the 
Minister the recommendation that 
Consultation ’83 on the Arts and 
Culture in French Ontario had made 
regarding marketing assistance 
programs. According to this 
recommendation: 


e these programs should be 
broadened to include Ontario 
artistic productions. 

¢ artistic and cultural organizations, 
and Franco-Ontarian artists, should 
receive financial assistance to 
publicize launchings, show 
openings, exhibits, promotional 
tours, book shows, etc. and to meet 
operating expenses for the 
promotion and distribution of 
artistic productions. 











In its letter to the Minister, CAFO 
emphasized the problems that artist: 
face, especially in a period of 
economic restraint, and the economi 
spin-offs that would result from the 
sale of works of art products ina 
province such as ours. 


CAFO is pleased to learn of the 
establishment of a new ‘‘on the job 
training program” funded by Wintaric 
lottery proceeds. This program will bi 
concerned, in particular, with the 
management training of people who 
are undertaking a full-time career in 
the arts and heritage field. 


In his reply to CAFO on December 14 
1984, the Honourable Frank Miller 
stated: ‘‘People who want to starta 
small business in the arts field, such 
as a gallery or an art supply shop, 
could obtain general business advice 
by getting in touch with the staff of tr 
small business expansion program at 
the Ministry of Industry and Trade’”’. 


Telecommunications 


Independent French-language netwo 
at TVOntario 


The flourishing of culture in a society 
depends upon the nature of the 
communications which that society 
provides for itself. The media are the 
preferred vehicle for the production 
and distribution of culture. Although 
TVOntario is the only educational 
television network in Canada that 
regularly broadcasts programs both ir 
English and in French, CAFO has beet 
closely following developments in thi 
area for some years. Moreover, since 
its Symposium on TV Ontario and 
French programming and its 
Consultation on the Arts and Culture, 
CAFO has given priority to the 
TVOntario issue. In 1984, CAFO made 
new representations to the 
governmental authorities concerned, 
with a view to obtaining an 
independent French-language 
TVOntario network that would 
promote the vitality of the French 
language and French culture in 
Ontario, and would give various 
groups and individuals involved in the 
arts, culture and education the 
opportunity to express themselves 
and to share their resources. 


Following a meeting with the Deputy 
Minister of Citizenship and Culture, 
Bernard Ostry, and at his request, a 
task force was set up to write a brief or 
French-language services at 


‘Ontario. The task force, which 
cluded the Chairman and the 
ecutive Director of CAFO, 

oduced a brief that was endorsed by 
the attending representatives. This 
ief was presented to the Deputy 
inister on October 15, 1984. 


1 December 18, 1984, the Honourable 
isan Fish, Minister of Citizenship 

id Culture, announced that anew 
ench-language service at TVOntario 
yuId soon be areality. In fact, an 
ireement in principle was concluded 
tween the Government of Ontario 

id the federal government, through 

e Minister of Communications, the 
ynourable Marcel Masse. The two 
inisters undertook to “‘have this 
lreement and the financial support of 
100 000 $ per year for the next five 
ars approved”’ by their respective 
vernments. 


viously, CAFO was delighted at this 
inouncement, and greeted it with 
iutious optimism. However, CAFO 
led upon the community to unite in 
ipporting the decision of the two 
inisters, and in making the members 
the Legislature and the opposition 
embers of their region aware of the 
portance of this subject. The 
sponse of the community was 
‘cellent, and went well beyond the 
‘pectations of CAFO. 


plé-jeunesse Canada 


specialized television service in 
ench and in English designed 
specially for young people, whose 
ograms are adapted to and meet 

eir aspirations, is essential to ensure 
eir cultural development and to curb 
e alarming rate of assimilation 

nong them. With this in mind, CAFO 
ibmitted the following 
commendations to the Canadian 
adio-television and 
slecommunications Commission: 


that the programming offered to 
young people be truly Canadian in 
character; 

that Télé-Jeunesse Canada be 
accessible to all Canadian homes 
that subscribe to a regular cable 

' television service. In the North, 
cable signals can be picked up 
through the use of existing satellite 
dishes; 

' that a provincial French-language 
_advisory committee be established 
_in Ontario, to make known the 

_ Needs of francophones and to 
encourage the use of the network; 








e that French-speaking Ontario be 
well represented on the Board of 
Directors in proportion to the size of 
this province’s francophone 
population according to Statistics 
Canada; 


e that the Government of Ontario help 
to finance the project through the 
Wintario lottery. The Council firmly 
believes that those who supply the 
funds should have management 
rights; 


e that the Ontario office of the 
National Film Board be considered 
as a private producer by Téléfilm 
Canada, so that it may have access 
to subsidies that would make it 
possible to train Franco-Ontarian 
producers. These producers would 
thus be in a position to make films 
and videos that would meet the 
needs of young Franco-Ontarian 
men and women. 


National Film Board 


CAFO is concerned about the National 
Film Board’s recently adopted policy 
to abolish regional committees. CAFO 
is also anxious to ensure a 
francophone presence on the advisory 
committee and in the positions of 
officers responsible for production 
and distribution in French Ontario, in 
order to make sure that the Franco- 
Ontarian population receives adequate 
service. Consequently, CAFO has 
gone beyond its terms of reference to 
recommend: 


e that the NFB reestablish its 
regional action committee; 


e and, asacorollary, that the CBC set 
up similar regionally oriented 
committees to increase 
decentralization and favour regional 
radio, television and film production 
and programming in Ontario. 


Following an initial representation by 
letter to the Government Film 
Commissioner at the National Film 
Board, CAFO’s Chairman met with the 
Commissioner, Francois Macerola, 
and with Daniel Pinard to discuss the 
services that the NFB will offer to 
Franco-Ontarians. CAFO intends to 
pursue this important matter. 


Community Radio 


Community radio plays avery 
important role in stimulating our 
francophone communities in Ontario 
through the participation that the 
public is called upon to provide. CAFO 


is pleased to learn that community 
radio pilot projects have been set up at 
Hearst and at Penetanguishene. CAFO 
supports this initiative of the 
Association canadienne-frangaise de 
Ontario (ACFO). 


CAFO-CEFO 


At the present time, two organizations 
have a mandate to advise the 
Government of Ontario on the needs 
and aspirations of Franco-Ontarians: 
the Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs (CAFO), and the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Education (CEFO). 
Ongoing dialogue between these two 
councils has been necessary to avoid 
duplication of effort. 


In April, 1984, at the request of the 
Honourable Thomas Wells, Minister 
responsible for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs, CAFO examined the 
possibility of uniting the two councils 
in one. For her part, the Honourable 
Bette Stephenson, Minister of 
Education, asked the CEFO to study 
the same question. 


To follow up these ministerial 
requests, a joint CAFO-CEFO 
committee was established. This 
committee received many comments 
from Franco-Ontarians who were 
interested in the issue. On February 
28, 1985, CAFO and CEFO submitted a 
joint report to the above-mentioned 
Ministries. They emphasized that this 
exercise gave them the opportunity to 
examine their mandate, their makeup 
and their mode of operation. The 
recommendations that they jointly 
produced were as follows: 


e that the two councils continue to 
have a separate existence, and to 
fullfill their terms of reference in 
their respective fields of 
jurisdiction; 

e that the Chairman and another 
member of CAFO be fully 
accredited members of CEFO and 
vice versa, as has been the case 
since September, 1984. 


e that the two councils maintain a 
close relationship regarding the 
choice of their priorities and the 
recommendations flowing from 
these priorities, so that they might 
better meet the needs of the 
Franco-Ontarian population. 


CAFO and CEFO are confident that the 
Government of Ontario will respect the 
wishes of the Franco-Ontarian 
community. 


Status of Women 


Over the last few years, CAFO has 
expressed concern for the status of 
women in anumber of ways. It has 
conducted research to identify 
Franco-Ontarian groups and 
government institutions responsible 
for the status of women. It has also 
maintained an ongoing dialogue with 
organizations interested in this matter, 
in order to identify the needs of 
Franco-Ontarian women. Finally, 
CAFO has prepared a statistical profile 
on Franco-Ontarian women. 


Since 1983, local groups of 
francophone women have participated 
in regional meetings in various parts of 
the province, in preparation for the 
provincial conference, “Jobs for the 
Future: Women, Training and 
Technology” held in Toronto on 
November 28 and 29, 1984. At this 
conference, approximately two 
hundred and fifty managers from 
various sectors developed regional 
strategies to ensure that women will 
be ina position to benefit from 
technological changes. 


CAFO supplied the Women’s 
Directorate of Ontario with a list of 
francophone women, associations, 
school boards and schools, so that the 
information might be distributed to 
Francophone women’s groups in 
Ontario. 


The provincial government has 
jurisdiction over a number of areas 
that closely affect the 240,000 
francophone women in Ontario; health 
and social services, the administration 
of justice, property rights, affirmative 
action, education, professional 
development, services for battered 
women, etc. 


CAFO, aware of the shortcomings and 
delays in these areas, and of the 
urgency of providing services in the 
women’s mother tongue, agreed to 
organize a conference for francophone 
women in cooperation with the 
Women’s Directorate of Ontario and 
many other organizations. On October 
25 and 26 of this year, this conference 
will be held at the Hilton Harbour 
Castle Hotel in Toronto. The 
organization of this conference will be 
ensured by the following 
organizations: 


e Union culturelle des 
Franco-Ontariennes; 

e Ontario Council on the Status of 
Women; 
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e Fédération des Femmes 
canadiennes-frangaises 

e Fédération des Ainé(e)s 
francophones de |‘Ontario; 

e Ministry of Education; 

e Office of Francophone Affairs; 

e Direction Jeunesse. 


Francophone women will have the 
opportunity to review what has been 
accomplished so far, to improve the 
present situation and to plan for the 
future. They will be able to work 
together to present their expectations 
to the Government of Ontario, 
particularly with regards to the 
legislative changes that are necessary 
to ensure that their rights are 
respected. 


Municipalities 


Although some municipalities of 
Ontario have declared themselves 
bilingual, the organizations under their 
jurisdiction do not always respect 
their bilingual character. The services 
offered by municipalities affect the 
daily life of their citizens, of the people 
who form the very basis of our 
communities. This is an issue that 
CAFO has regarded as a priority since 
it was first identified at CAFO’s 
monthly meeting held at Kapuskasing 
on May 10 and 11, 1984. 


At the conference of the Association 
of Municipalities of Ontario, which 
was held in Toronto on August 23, 
1984, the delegates rejected the 
proposal of the Municipality of Vanier, 
which requested that the Ontario 
Government be lobbied to proclaim 
the province officially bilingual. 
Following the conference, the printed 
media, namely The Globe and Mail, 
The Toronto Star, The Citizen, The 
Gazette and Le Droit, stated 
unanimously that the time was ripe 
and it was appropriate to officially 
recognize the rights of the province’s 
linguistic minorities, and that these 
rights should be entrenched in the 
Constitution in the interests of 
national unity. 


In September, 1984, CAFO set upa 
special committee on municipalities 
under the chairmanship of Maurice 
Deschamps. The mandate of this 
special committee is to urge 
municipalities to declare themselves 
officially bilingual. In addition, the 
Chairman of CAFO met with several 
mayors and aldermen to make them 
aware of this issue, and to inform them 
of the subsidies that are available for 


municipalities to assist them in 
setting up French-language services 
The Chairman also asked for a meeti 
with the Minister of Municipal Affairs 
and Housing. 


Furthermore, CAFO asked ACFO to 
work with it on this issue, in order to 
ensure the implementation of certain 
recommendations of the Committee 
on Municipalities. 


The CAFO Committee is continuing i 
work in the following areas: 


e participation in meetings to prepa 
the way for the establishment of 
French-language committees 
similar to that of the City of 
Toronto. 


e preparation of an information kit 
containing examples of bilingual 
texts and forms that are used in 
certain municipalities. 


e fostering awareness in the 
Franco-Ontarian community of 
Vanier’s proposal, to ensure that 
this proposal will be accepted at tl 
conference of the Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario (AMO), 
which will be held in August, 1985 


Health & Social Services 


The question of French-language 
services in the social, community an 
health services field continues to be 
concern of CAFO, which is pursuing 
its efforts to ensure the realization of 
its previous actions. Let us recall tha 
over the last few years, CAFO has 
requested the Minister of Health and 
the Minister of Community and Socié 
Services to provide those services th 
are essential to the quality of life of 
Francophones. These services must 
be provided in public health units, 
through the training of French- 
speaking professionals, and through 
the Child and Family Services Act. 


The Health and Social Services 
Committee of CAFO which was 
chaired by Jacqueline Neatby, is 
continuing to examine these issues 
and to make sure that the Governmer 
sets up mechanisms to apply these 
policies. Since March, 1985, Nicole 
Lafreniére-Davis has been the 
chairperson of this committee. 


CAFO intends to follow up on the 
Ministry of Health’s study on French- 
language services in hospitals.

rofessional Training 


studies have confirmed that Ontario 
rancophones are under-represented 
n most professions associated with 
ealth and social services, and in 
articular in the professions of 
yharmacist, doctor, social worker, 
Jentist, speech therapist and 
ysychologist. 


Moreover, some vocational 
sounsellors confirm that few students 
avour careers in the health area. 
students who choose careers in this 
jeld thus have difficulty in getting 
accepted in the professional faculties, 
which operate for the most part ona 
juota system. 


=ollowing recommendations by CEFO, 
he Ministry of Colleges and 
Jniversities has given the University 

»f Ottawa grants in the amounts of 120 
)00 $ in 1984 and 225 000 $ in 1985, for 
‘he purpose of setting up French- 
anguage programs in physiotherapy 
and occupational therapy. The grant 
‘or the fiscal year 1985-86 is subject to 
he approval of the programs by the 
Intario Council on University Affairs. 


Moreover, CAFO is delighted by the 
nitiatives that the Ministry of Health 
das taken to meet the need for 
dilingual professionals in its public 
Jealth units. The pilot project set up in 
dttawa-Carleton is innovative because 
tinvolves associating public health 
with the University, in order to ensure 
adequate education in community 
Nealth for graduate and undergraduate 
students in medicine and nursing. 


Mental Health 


This field requires immediate 
attention. Investigations are already 
underway on the best means to meet 
the needs of francophone children and 
adults, who require services in the 
areas of both prevention and 
rehabilitation. In the course of the 








year, CAFO members visited some 
institutions, and local initiatives in this 
area were supported by CAFO. 


The Child and Family Services Act 


CAFO submitted, to the Standing 
Committee on Social Affairs, a brief 
concerning Bill 77 on Child and Family 
Services. CAFO is delighted by the 
Government’s declaration, as 
announced by the Honourable Thomas 
Wells on April 16, 1984, that it will 
guarantee social services in French for 
francophone children and families 
where such services are required in 
Ontario. CAFO sees this asa 
confirmation, by legislative means, of 
the policy of French-language services 
which was adopted by the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services in 
1980. The new Child and Family 
Services Act, which was passed in 
December of 1984, will come into 
effect on October 1, 1985, and will 
offer not only communication in 
French, but also treatment. 


Preschool services: day care 


Services for young children whose 
mother tongue is French are generally 
few and far between, and non- 
existent in some francophone 
communities of the province. Day care 
is asuperb method of preventing the 
assimilation of francophone children. 
It is also something that Franco- 
Ontarian families really need. After all 
that has been done in this area through 
studies, provincial enquiries, the 
interministerial task force, and the 
federal government task force which 
held public hearings in 1984, CAFO 
should follow this issue closely. 


CAFO supported the development 
project of the Association pour les 
services pré-scholaires d’Ottawa- 
Carleton (ASPOC), which wants to 
establish a pilot project whose results 
could serve as a model for other 
Franco-Ontarian communities. 


Recreation, Sports and Fitness 


Since 1975, at the request of the 
Franco-Ontarian community, CAFO 
has taken aregular interest in this 
subject. On several occasions, CAFO 
has met with senior civil servants and 
representatives of the community. 
Four years ago, CAFO asked the 
Government of Ontario to find ways of 
preventing the assimilation of Franco- 
Ontarian youth in recreational and 


sports activities. In February of 1985, 
following the recommendations of 
CAFO, the Honourable Reuben Baetz, 
Minister of Tourism and Recreation, 
set up a French-language Advisory 
Commitee on Sports and Fitness. The 
principal responsibilities of this 
Committee are as follows: 


e toadvise the Assistant Deputy 
Minister and the Director of Sports 
and Fitness on the needs of the 
Franco-Ontarian community; 


¢ to make the Sports Governing 
Bodies aware of the Franco- 
Ontarian needs; 


e toidentify the resources that are 
necessary and available to ensure 
training and to provide written 
documentation; 


e to propose solutions to correct 
situations that require urgent 
intervention in these areas. 


The French-language Advisory 
Commitee on Sports and Fitness has 
six members who come from various 
regions of Ontario. The Chairman is 
Maurice Régimbal of Toronto. Denyse 
Nazaire, Executive Director of CAFO, 
is resource person on the committee 
and Guy Lemieux is CAFO’s 
representative. 


CAFO has prepared alist of sports 
associations for the Ministry of 
Tourism and Recreation. CAFO has 
carefully examined the document 
entitled ‘‘Framework for a Provincial 
Policy’’, published by the Ministry of 
Tourism and Recreation, and is 
proposing amendments to this 
document that are relevant to Franco- 
Ontarians. 


In addition, CAFO is reiterating its 
request that a coordinator of French- 
language services be provided in the 
Ministry of Tourism and Recreation. 
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Other Issues 


Workers’ Compensation Board 


The Workers’ Compensation Board is 
an independent agency that reports to 
the Ministry of Labour. This Board 
meets the needs of the population that 
it serves, but it must also satisfy the 
legitimate aspirations of the 
francophone population that will likely 
use its services sooner or later. In the 
spring of 1984, the Ontario 
Government examined the act 
governing the Workers’ Compensation 
Board, and tabled its proposed 
reforms in the Legislative Assembly. 
This bill passed second reading on 
April 19, 1984, and a parliamentary 
committee held public hearings. 


After examining this bill, which made 
no reference to the policy of French- 
language services, CAFO submitted a 
brief to the Standing Committee on 
Resources Development on July 16, 
1984. This was the first public gesture 
of the new Chairman, Giséle Lalonde, 
who took office on July 1, 1984. 


In its brief, CAFO proposed legislative 
changes that would guarantee 
French-language services in the 
designated regions, and would ensure 
that in the proposed new structures, 
Francophones would be equitably 
represented among: 


arbitrators 

administrators 

workers’ counsellors 

the Office of the Employers’ 
Advisor 

* specialized physicians 


Adequate French-language services in 
the following areas are also requested: 


information and communication 
benefit claims 

rehabilitation centre 

Office of the Workers’ Advisor, as 
proposed in Bill 101. 


To ensure support of its brief, CAFO 
undertook an extensive awareness 
campaign directed at Franco-Ontarian 
organizations, unions, and citizens of 
the Francophone community. The 
response of the community to this call 
for concerted action was excellent. 


CAFO subsequently met with senior 
Officials of this Ministry, and explained 
the complexities involved in setting up 
a bilingual system within the 
infrastructure of the Workers’ 
Compensation Board. Nevertheless, 
CAFO is continuing to follow this 
issue closely, and is particularly 
interested in the implementation of 
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these recommendations in the near 
future. 


“1975-1985” — Tenth 
Anniversary of CAFO 


It was in September of 1974 that the 
Ontario Government approved the 
establishment of the Advisory Council 
on Franco-Ontarian Affairs, which was 
given the task of advising the Ministry 
of Colleges and Universities on 
post-secondary education. The role of 
the Council has evolved greatly since 
January, 1975, and CAFO is proud to 
draw particular attention to the 
development and achievements of this 
paragovernmental agency in serving 
the Franco-Ontarian community 
during the last ten years. 


With this success in mind, CAFO set 
up, in February of 1985, a special 
committee responsible for planning 
and organizing this great family 
celebration on the theme of ‘‘Ontario’s 
Francophones: Towards the Year 
2000’’. This event, of historical 
importance, is intended to gather 
together leaders of the francophone 
community, provincial chairmen of 
Franco-Ontarian associations, former 
and current members of CAFO and 
staff. 


Working together, we will sum up the 
situation, and will submit our long- 
term objectives to the Ontario 
Government. 





After the members’ luncheon and the 
working session, the Honourable John 
Aird, Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario, 
will receive the guests. This 
memorable day will be brought toa 
close by a banquet offered by the 
Government of Ontario, under the 
chairmanship of the Honourable Alan 
Pope. 


Francophones in the Civil 
Service 


CAFO is concerned about the fact tha 
there are few Francophones in the civ 
service of the Government of Ontario. 
CAFO also wants to change the 
perception that bilingualism is 
restricted to the translation of 
documents. Following a meeting with 
the chairperson of the Civil Service 
Commission of Ontario on October 5, 
1984, CAFO decided to prepare a brief 
that would deal with the following 
issues: 


¢ making Franco-Ontarians aware of 
positions available, and providing 
them with information on these 
positions; 


¢ advertising positions available in 
French-language newspapers; 


¢ knowledge of the Franco-Ontarian 
milieu on the part of candidates. 


CAFO regularly receives the 
magazines Job Mart and Topical, 
which it distributes to the various 
Franco-Ontarian associations in order 
to familiarize people with positions 
that are available in the Civil Service. 


Enumeration 


The representation of Francophones 
on school boards in Ontario has been 
under review for anumber of years. 
The education associations that are 
responsible for school governance 
have mentioned time and time again 
that it is difficult to identify, among the 
electors, those persons who support 
French-language schools. These 
associations recommended to the 
Ontario Government that it make 
certain changes to the school 
enumeration process for the municipa 
elections of 1982. In particular, they 
proposed to the Government that 
every citizen with voting rights be 
asked a specific question by the 
enumerators. This experience was a 
total failure, since in most regions, the 
enumerators did not ask the question. 


In October, 1984, the Chairman of 
CAFO senta letter to the Honourable 
Bud Gregory, Minister of Revenue, 
asking him to inform her of what his 
ministry intended to do to correct the 
situation as it existed in 1982. 


CAFO is offering to work with the 
Government in this area, and is 
suggesting that it be granted observer 
Status at certain information sessions 
for enumerators across the province. 


he enumeration of Francophones 
emains an urgent issue that must be 
ollowed closely, with a view to the 
coming school and municipal 
lections that will be held in 
Jovember, 1985. 


fouth Commission 


YAFO’s Chairman and Executive 
irector realized how important it 

vas to make the Ontario Youth 
Yommissioner, Ken Dryden, aware of 
he needs and problems of Franco- 
)ntarian young people. They therefore 
iad a meeting with Mr. Dryden, at 
vhich they brought the following 
oints to his attention: 


» young Francophones are given few 
seats on provincial committees; 


» jnthe colleges, there are few 
francophone vocational guidance 
counsellors to assist young people 
who are looking for a job; 


» it might be possible to organize a 
forum for francophone young 
people within the context of the 
International Year of Youth. 
Commissioner Dryden said that 
while he was interested in this 
suggestion, he did not have the 
funds required to carry out such an 
initiative. 


dther Achievements 


2AFO’s most striking achievements 
lave been, for the most part, in the 
ields of culture and social services. 
jJowever, CAFO’s actions have also 
iffected many other aspects of the 
sveryday life of Francophones in 
Intario.

Franco-Ontarian Directory 


For some years, CAFO has periodically 
published a Franco-Ontarian Directory, 
which provides excellent service to all 
francophone organizations and 
citizens of the province. 


The last version of this Directory, 
which was published in 1981-82, was 
completely updated during the year. 
This Directory of more than 2000 
Franco-Ontarian organizations, 
associations, institutions and groups 
will soon be available. 


Co-operation with Other 
Organizations 


A number of provincial and community 
organizations pursue the same 
objectives as CAFO. Consequently, 
CAFO is most interested in 
establishing relationships with other 
organizations. In order to develop a 
strategy of concerted action and to 
present a united front in the claims we 
address to the provincial government, 
itis absolutely essential that close 
working relationships be maintained 
among all Franco-Ontarian 
organizations. Whether it be in 
defence of legitimate rights or efforts 
to obtain essential services or 
improving the quality of life, CAFO 
tries to consider the view-points of 
other organizations in dealing with 
matters of common interest that come 
within these organizations’ respective 
areas of concern. 


In particular, the Association 
canadienne-frangaise de |’Ontario 
(ACFO), through its president, Serge 
Plouffe, provided CAFO with the 
overall development plan of its 
organization. ACFO also gave 
members a list of the priorities 
established at the annual ACFO 
conference. The two organizations 
subsequently collaborated in several 
areas. In particular, CAFO allowed 
ACFO to use its unpublished 
statistical data fora report that ACFO 
had undertaken on Franco-Ontarians 
in the work force. 


Federation des femmes 
canadiennes-frangaises 


CAFO supports this organization in 
the claims that it has addressed to the 
Ministry of Agriculture with a view to 
obtaining a household economist in 
the Nipissing region. 





Community Relations and 
Information Services 


The new Chairman of CAFO recognizes 
the value of the work that her 
predecessors accomplished over the 
years, often without fanfare. She has 
adopted an open information policy in 
order to make the Government, various 
groups and the press aware of the 
active presence of CAFO everywhere 
in the province of Ontario, and to make 
them aware as well of her priorities 
and of the positions taken by he 
organization. 


Recognizing the necessity of listening 
to Franco-Ontarians and of having 
closer contact with the community, 
CAFO members travelled during the 
year to meet francophones in their 
own communities.

issues of CAFO. 


e CAFO regularly responds to the 
many requests for information that 
come from the community, from 
institutions, from researchers and 
from students. 
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CAFO’s Chairman, members and 
staff also participated in many 
conferences in different 
communities, as guests, resource 
persons, delegates or observers.

Historical Summary 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs was created in 1974, in 
response to the Franco-Ontarian 
community’s repeated requests that 
be allowed to provide itself with 
permanent structures. The Council 
thus became a vehicle for facilitating 
exchanges and consultations on all 
matters of common interest. Later or 
the Council submitted precise 
recommendations to the Governmen 
of Ontario, with a view to improving 
the quality of life of the francophone 
citizens of the Province. 


The Council is made up of fifteen 
members and a full-time Chairman 
appointed by the Lieutenant-Governc 
in Council. The members, who come 
from the four corners of the Province 
are all Franco-Ontarians. They are 
neither civil servants nor employees ¢ 
a governmental agency. CAFO 
members meet once a month to stud 
and to share the needs of the various 
communities they represent. Some 
members meet between regular 
meetings, in standing or ad hoc 
committes, in order to examine 
specific issues. 


Mandate 


In September 1974, the Cabinet saw fi 
to approve the establishment ofan — 
Advisory Council on Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs. The mandate of the Council — 
was to advise the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities on educational 
matters, and more particularly on 
post-secondary education. 


On January 15, 1975, the Ontario 
Government agreed to broaden the 
mandate of the Council by making it 
responsible for advising the Minister 
of Culture and Recreation on all 
matters pertaining to the Franco- 
Ontarian community. In mid-Novembe 
1977, the name of the Council was 
changed to Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs, or CAFO. CAFO’s 
influence now extended to all the 
ministries of the Ontario Government 
The term ‘‘advisory” was removed 
from CAFO’s title. 


In March of 1979, the Cabinet made 
this change official. It also broadened 
CAFO’s mandate, approving a 
recommendation authorizing CAFO t 
communicate its observations, 
analyses and criticisms to the 
Government on any issue of concern 
to Franco-Ontarians that fell within th 
purview of a ministry or agency of the 


overnment. CAFO thus became the 
nly Franco-Ontarian organization 
npowered to address the Premier 

1d his cabinet directly. In 1979 as 

ell, matters pertaining to education 
ere made the responsibility of the 
ouncil for Franco-Ontarian Education 
YEFO). This arrangement enabled 
AFO to devote as much time as 
ecessary to the remaining issues. 


1 April of 1982, CAFO was brought 
nder the Ministry of 
\tergovernmental Affairs. This move 
ompleted the administrative 
organization of CAFO. However, 
AFO remains a largely independent 
ody. This autonomy enables CAFO to 
eal directly, in government circles, 
‘ith all ministries and with the 
abinet, and in the community, with 
ny group or individual that has an 
iterest in the development of the 
ranco-Ontarian community. 


1 carrying out its duties, the Council 
eeps in close touch with the Franco- 
iIntarian community, so that it may 
3main well aware of the community’s 
eeds and expectations. The Council 
Iso maintains dialogue and effective 
ilateral relations with the ministries, 
specially regarding the interpretation 
f current policy and the development 
f new policy concerning Franco- 
ntarians. However, the Council is 
bove all the chief advisor of the 
iovernment for all matters of concern 
2 Franco-Ontarians. Finally, the 
ouncil encourages and facilitates the 
reation of organizations and activities 
esigned to enhance the quality of life 
if Franco-Ontarians. 


he Council identifies and analyses 
he problems and needs of the 
rancophone community in its 
alations with the Government, and 
uggests priorities that should be 
dopted. It launches and stimulates 
esearch projects that are necessary to 
he attainment of its objectives, and 
collaborates on research projects and 
Nquiries that concern Franco- 
)ntarians. 


‘he Council helps the Government to 
sarry out long-term planning to take 
he needs of the community into 
iccount, and makes suggestions and 
ecommendations that contribute to 
he solution of problems. The Council 
ntervenes with ministries, senior civil 
servants and agencies. It meets at 
east twice a year with the Council on 
olicies and Priorities, and follows up 
on the recommendations that it makes 
‘0 the Cabinet. 














Finally, the Council works with the 
Office of the Coordinator of French- 
language Services, the coordinators of 
the various ministries, and the Council 
for Franco-Ontarian Education, and 
submits an annual report to the 
Minister responsible for French- 
language services. 


Much remains to be done. In the 
pursuit of its activities, the Council 
will systematize its ties with 
Government and the community, 
participate in various research 
projects, and work on issues it deems 
relevant to the well-being of Ontario 
francophones.

Laura Gueguen-Charron 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs and the francophone 
community enjoyed an exceptional year in 1985-86. The 
year began with feelings of real pride at the many 
accomplishments of the past decade. Established by a 
government which advocated gradual progress in the 
development of services for the Franco-Ontarian community 
and which did not always view with favour the demands of 
that community, the Council demonstrated, thanks to the 
tenacity and involvement of its members, that it was 
possible to make progress in spite of political, structural and 
administrative obstacles. 





During CAFO’s tenth anniversary celebrations, some 
seventy provincial associations, meeting in Toronto, took a 
joint stand in adopting unanimously four basic principles: the 
recognition of the linguistic and cultural rights of 
francophones in Ontario, equal access to government 
programmes and services, the need for Franco-Ontarian 
participation in political, social and economic management, 
and the ensuring, via legislation, of continuity and 
permanence of French-language programmes and services 
within the Government of Ontario. This statement of 
principles identified the expectations of Franco-Ontarians 
and gave the Council a renewed mandate. 








Message from 
the Chairman 





CAFO has remained faithful to this commitment to the 
community, and has unceasingly demanded what is, for the 
community, a fundamental right. Since the election of the 
new government in June 1985, it dares to hope for the 
official recognition of cultural and linguistic rights in the near 
future. 





Spirits and enthusiasm were very high during the first 
Symposium for Francophone Women, held in Toronto on 
October 25th and 26th, 1985. What a success this event 
turned out to be! About five hundred women from all areas 
of the province met to exchange views and to discuss their 
problems and needs. They sent a very clear message to the 
government regarding their expectations and they gave 
CAFO the mandate to further their cause, in order to 
improve their quality of life and to promote their self- 
realization as women and Franco-Ontarians. 








Because the unknown often generates insecurity and 
because CAFO and the francophone community are in a 
period of major development, the task of all those involved 
has become most difficult. Nonetheless, without losing sight 
of its priorities and its raison d’étre, CAFO has concentrated 
on following up on the issues which currently preoccupy all 
Franco-Ontarians, such as the French network of TVOntario, 
needs in health, social and community services, exchanges 
between Ontario and Québec and between France and 
French Ontario, French-language services in municipalities 
and the participation of francophones in the Public Service, 
in agencies, commissions and ministerial committees. 





The priorities are clear and Council members know what is 
ahead. Once the long-awaited legislation on French- 
language services is adopted, the Council will enter the final 
stage of its development. The transition from one structure 
to another must take place as smoothly as possible and all 
the experience which the Council has accumulated over the 
past ten years will be placed at the disposal of the new 
team. 





The work the Council has accomplished has not been easy, 
but it has borne fruit. The new team will face a major 
challenge in obtaining official recognition of the cultural and 
linguistic rights of Franco-Ontarians. All concerned will have 
to be vigilant and work together. In addition, what will be 
required above all, is the support and total cooperation of 
the community. Thus, a new chapter in Franco-Ontarian 
history will begin.

The administrative overview for the 1985-86 fiscal year 
summarizes the projects undertaken by the Secretariat for 
the Council. 


e Administrative Overview 


As the year began, the Secretariat was involved in 
Organizing the tenth anniversary of CAFO. For the occasion, 
more than one hundred invitations were sent to leaders 
within the Franco-Ontarian community to ensure cooperation 
on priority issues. The Secretariat subsequently prepared a 
report on the meeting. 


A few months later the organization was involved in the 
development of an information kit as well as the 
documentation necessary for CAFO’s lobbying of the 
Association of Municipalities of Ontario (AMO). More than 
five hundred letters were sent to municipalities throughout 
the province and about fifty information kits were 
assembled. 


During the year CAFO gave attention to following up on its 
priority issues of arts, municipalities, health, social services 
and TVOntario. 


However, the Secretariat’s efforts were focussed mainly on 
the issue of the status of women and on the first Symposium 
for Francophone Women in Ontario. The Secretariat was 
charged with planning, organizing and coordinating all 
activities related to the Symposium. 


Working from the quantitative and qualitative data it 
collected, the Secretariat drafted an exhaustive document 
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on women in Ontario, particularly francophone women, 
examining all those areas which affect their quality of life. 
This information not only constituted a unique data bank on 
the subject but also served to provide a working paper for 
the workshops at the Symposium. 


As soon as the Symposium was over, the Secretariat began 
the task of coordinating the reports of each workshop and of 
drafting the final report of which one thousand (1000) copies 
were distributed throughout the province. The Secretariat 
was also asked to provide administrative support for a first 
meeting of women with a view to creating a provincial 
coalition of francophone women. 


In addition, the Secretariat prepared various briefs for the 
Council’s meetings with appropriate ministers. These briefs 
dealt, among other topics, with health, social services, 
TVOntario, and exchanges between France and Ontario. 


Through its Executive Secretary, the Secretariat played an 
important role on the ‘‘Comité des sports et de I’activité 
physique pour les Franco-Ontariens’’, a committee on sports 
and fitness for Franco-Ontarians within the Ministry of 
Tourism and Recreation. 


Although the Council’s activities were directed mainly 
inward, that is, towards the government and the provincial 
Public Service, its contacts with the community did not 
diminish, as the present annual report shows. Through its 
public relations, the Secretariat increased its contacts with 
the media and the public in general either by personal 
meetings or by press releases. 


CAFO sent out, on average, about one hundred letters per 
month to the community and received about seventy-five. 
The ‘‘Annuaire franco-ontarien’’, a unique guide listing two 
thousand (2000) associations and institutions, was updated 
and published in three thousand (3000) copies. 


e Human and Financial Resources 


For the third consecutive year, CAFO has undergone 
administrative changes. In the first place, in June 1985, the 
departure of the Council’s Chairman, Madame Gisele 
Lalonde, and the appointment of Madame Laura Gueguen- 
Charron as Chairman, must be noted. 


In August 1985, the Council began the transfer of its 
administrative services from the Ministry of Health to 
Cabinet Office. 


CAFO’s budget for the 1985-86 fiscal year totalled $397,700 
of which $234,300 went to salaries, $31,500 to benefits, and 
$131,900 to direct operating expenses. 


The CAFO Secretariat is composed of the Executive 
Secretary, a research officer, an information officer and three 
support staff employees. The Secretariat is an organizational 
service unit with CAFO. Its principal responsibilities are as 
follows: 


* organize monthly meetings of the Council and its 
committees; 


® provide the basic research for each issue being studied; 
¢ provide, on request, all information or documentation; 


¢ maintain on-going links with the media, the public and 
government Officials; 


¢ prepare briefs, reports, position papers; 
e act as resource personnel; 


e oversee the publication of the ‘‘Annuaire’”’ and all other 
Council publications; 


e oversee the administration of Council activities. 


This report describes the accomplishments of the Council, 
its activities and its efforts to attain the objectives which it 
set for itself for this past fiscal year. 


Since its creation in September 1974, the Council for 
Franco-Ontarian Affairs has been restructured on numerous 
occasions. Known first as the Advisory Council on Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs, its mandate was limited principally to 
education and, more particularly, to post-secondary 
education. 


In January 1975, the provincial government gave it the 
responsibility to advise the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation on any subject related to the needs of the 
Franco-Ontarian community. Less than three years later, in 
November 1977, the influence of the Council extended to all 
Ontario government ministries. 


But it was only in March 1979 that CAFO received official 
Cabinet authorization to advise the government of its 
observations, analysis and criticism concerning any issue 
related to a ministry or government agency and that might 
be of interest to Franco-Ontarians. 


During the same year, responsibility for education matters 
was entrusted to the ‘‘Conseil de |’éducation franco- 
ontarienne”’’ (CEFO — Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Education) so as to enable CAFO to devote its full attention 
to other priority areas. 


Three years later, in April 1982, the Council was attached to 
the Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs and then, in 1984, 
to the Ministry of Health. In May 1985, a political decision by 
the provincial government made possible an administrative 
reorganization whereby CAFO was attached directly to the 
Cabinet Office. It remained, nonetheless, under the authority 
of the Minister Responsible for Francophone Affairs. 


Historical 
Account 





Mandate 





The Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs is an advisory body 
created by the provincial government and charged with 
advising ministers on any issue which affects the well-being 
and development of the Franco-Ontarian community, except 
those pertaining to education. 


In exercising its mandate, and in order to identify clearly the 
needs and expectations of the population it serves, the 
Council maintains close relations with many members of the 
Franco-Ontarian community. 


It also fosters on-going dialogue with the representatives of 
various provincial ministries in order to ensure the 
development of policies that will increase the number of 
programmes and improve the quality of services offered to 
the Franco-Ontarian community. 


Through its recommendations, CAFO advises the provincial 
government in its long-term planning of policies aimed at 
solving the existing problems of Franco-Ontarians in specific 
areas. 


Finally, the Council encourages and facilitates the creation 
of organizations and of activities whose aim is to improve 
the quality of life of all Franco-Ontarians. In so doing, it 
works with the Office of Francophone Affairs, with the 
coordinators of French-language services of the various 
ministries, with the Council for Franco-Ontarian Education, 
and with the Minister Responsible for Francophone Affairs, 
to whom it submits, each year, a report of its activities. 


The twelve (12) members of the Council and its full-time 
chairman are all Franco-Ontarians from different areas of the 
province, and are appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council. They are neither provincial civil servants nor 
employees of para-governmental agencies and they 
represent various sectors of activity. 


Since September 1984, the chairman and a representative 
of the Council for Franco-Ontarian Education also attend 
Council meetings as ex officio members. 


The Secretariat of the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs is 
located in the Mowat Block, 4th Floor, Queen’s Park, 
Toronto, Ontario.

As part of its 10th anniversary activities, CAFO invited 
Ontario francophone leaders to participate, in May 1985, ina 
province-wide meeting to consult the Franco-Ontarian 
community and to form a common front on priority issues. 


Together these representatives developed various 
recommendations aimed at making known the viewpoints of 
each of the approximately seventy groups represented. 


These collective positions were brought together in a 
document entitled ‘‘La Francophonie ontarienne: en marche 
vers |’An 2000” (Ontario Francophones: Moving towards the 
Year 2000). One of these positions underlined the necessity 
and urgency of providing a permanent structure for the 
French-language services of the provincial government. 


Following this meeting at Queen’s Park, and based on its 
ten (10) years of experience, the Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs drafted a document which proposed three 
reorganization options to the provincial government: 


¢ a Ministry of Franco-Ontarian Affairs with a satisfactory 
infrastructure and adequate personnel; 


® a permanent Commission for Franco-Ontarian Affairs, 
composed of a chairman and eight commissioners; and/or 


* a provincial Secretariat for Franco-Ontarian Affairs, which 
would report directly to the provincial Cabinet Office. 


These proposals took into account the principles expressed 
by representatives of the community in May 1985, that is: 


Major Themes 


for 1985-86 





¢ obtaining official recognition of the linguistic and cultural 
rights of Ontario francophones; 


¢ providing Franco-Ontarians with equal access to 
government programmes and services; 


¢ facilitating their participation in the political, social and 
economic management of the province; 


e ensuring, by legislation, continuity and permanence in 
French-language programmes and services of the 
Government of Ontario. 


In a press release issued in August 1985, the Council 
reiterated its commitment to continue to work for the 
endorsement of those basic principles. In addition to the 
questions of linguistic and cultural rights of Franco- 
Ontarians and of permanence of institutions, three other 
issues have come to the fore: the need to develop policies to 
improve the quality of life of Franco-Ontarian women, the 
importance of offering French-language services at the 
municipal level, and the creation, at TVOntario, of a French 
network that reflects the community it must represent.

A First Symposium 
for Francophone Women 


The question of the status of Franco-Ontarian women has 
always been an important preoccupation for CAFO. As early 
as 1982 the Council gave priority to Francophone women in 
its activities and, in 1984, it decided to organize a first 
Symposium for Francophone Women.

Upon receiving a request for assistance from the ‘‘Comité 
d’organisation d’une rencontre de femmes ontaroises”’ 
(CORFO — Organizing Committee for a Meeting of Franco- 
Ontarian Women), the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
set up a planning committee which included CORFO, and 
representatives of numerous Franco-Ontarian associations 
and various provincial government agencies or ministries. 
The first Symposium for Francophone Women took place on 
October 25th-26th, 1985. 


During the plenary session which marked the close of this 
important event, the leaders of twelve (12) workshops 
presented some forty recommendations. These 
recommendations allowed Franco-Ontarian women to 
express their concerns and their expectations on questions 
such as the family, the workplace, health, society, the 
economy, training and technology, politics, religion, aging, 
violence, family and constitutional law, and young 
francophone women. 


One general recommendation attracted the attention of the 
media at the press conference following the plenary. This 
was the suggestion that ‘‘... CAFO establish an ad hoc 
committee to: 


e ensure follow-up for the Symposium; 


* participate in the drafting of the report which would be 
submitted to the government; and 


* create a coalition of women’s organizations and non- 
affiliated women which would act as the voice of 
francophone women in Ontario”. 
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This symposium was the first such meeting of its size in 
French Ontario. The participation of almost five hundred 
women from all parts of the province and of three influential 
ministers helped to make it an immense success. 


Over a period of several weeks the Symposium made the 
front pages of the print and electronic media throughout the 
community. Other distinguished guests, such as Madame 
Simone Veil, a member of the European Parliament, 
addressed the participants during the weekend. 


Organizations received summaries of the October 
Symposium in their home regions from their own delegates. 


In some of these regions, CAFO observed that participants 
quickly established small networks of Franco-Ontarian 
women which were necessary to continue the work of 
personal and collective development that had begun in 
Toronto. 


At CAFO’s monthly meeting in November 1985 six (6) 
Council members formed an ad hoc committee to follow up 
on the Symposium. This group was asked to develop an 
action plan, to study the recommendations made by the 
almost five hundred participants and to identify the 
individuals or organizations to whom these requests should 
be addressed. 





Michelle De Courville Nicol 


On January 24th, 1986, CAFO accepted financial and 
administrative responsibility for calling a first meeting of 
women interested in participating in the creation of a 
provincial coalition. On this occasion, the participants 
decided to name a representative from each of the five (5) 


regions of the province to constitute a working group that 
would study the question in greater depth. 


The Report of the Symposium was presented to the Minister 
Responsible for Francophone Affairs at the end of February 
1986 and was made public in March 1986. 


Almost one thousand copies of this CAFO document were 
distributed in the province. The document will serve as a 
tool for intervention with the appropriate ministries to ensure 
that measures are taken to improve the status of Franco- 
Ontarian women, who, as members of two minority groups, 
are doubly disadvantaged. 


French-language Services 
at the Municipal Level 


The Ad Hoc Committee on Municipalities of CAFO, created 
in September 1984, stepped up its efforts during the early 
months of the 1985-86 fiscal year to develop support for the 
Vanier Resolution.

The Vanier Resolution which became famous following its 
adoption at the Convention of the Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario (AMO), held in August 1985, meets 
what were the initial objectives of the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs at the municipal level. 


The Council’s priority had of course been the recognition of 
the linguistic and cultural rights of francophones in Ontario. 
It therefore undertook to apply pressure to obtain a majority 
vote in favour of the request of this Eastern municipality that 


the “...provincial government of Ontario (adhere) to articles 
16 to 20 of the Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms”’. 


Pierre Gravel 


More than five hundred letters and some fifty information 
kits and courtesy calls were exchanged with municipal 
councillors and representatives of Franco-Ontarian 
associations to request that they confirm their intention to: 


¢ offer French-language services in their municipality; 
e declare their municipality ‘‘officially bilingual’’; 


¢ support the Vanier Resolution at the Convention of the 
Association of Municipalities in August 1985. 


A few weeks before the provincial meeting, the members of 
the Ad Hoc Committee who were to attend the 
municipalities’ conference met in Toronto. They drew up a 
list of those individuals who had assisted CAFO in this 
matter and prepared an action plan for the work, that would 
be carried out behind the scenes in cooperation with other 
organizations at the conference. 


On August 26th, 1985, the resolution submitted by the 
Municipality of Vanier was carried and was presented at 
once to the Minister of Municipal Affairs and responsible for 
Francophone Affairs. The minister was invited to the 
September 19th, 1985 meeting of the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs during which he explained that the AMO 
resolution was submitted to the Prime Minister’s office 
twenty-four (24) hours after being adopted.

Arts and Culture: 
An Authentic Franco-Ontarian Image 


CAFO’s concern for arts and culture in French Ontario goes 
back to the beginning of its ten-year history. 


Already, in 1975, it organized a colloquium on the cultural 
life of the Franco-Ontarian community; in 1976 and 1977, the 
Council held four (4) ‘Regional Dialogues’”’ on this issue. 


As the 1980s began, the interest of Council members in this 
area grew and led, in 1982, to the creation of a Standing 
Committee on Arts and Culture. This working group was to 
devote itself to the problems surrounding Franco-Ontarian 
artistic and cultural life. 


Since that time, a series of activities and initiatives have 
been undertaken by the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs 
in the community and with the appropriate ministries. In 
1983, for example, CAFO organized a provincial consultation 
on arts and culture in Ontario and, in 1984, submitted a 
report on the action taken as a result of this activity. In order 
to have the Ontario government recognize the full meaning 
of artistic and cultural rights for this group, the Council also 
resolved to seek the support of the artists and craftsmen 
working in this milieu. 


To do this, the Council maintained links with members of the 
Franco-Ontarian artistic community so as to remain attuned 
to their needs and concerns. 


For example, at the 10th anniversary meeting, spokesmen 
for the Assemblée des Centres culturels de |’Ontario (ACCO 
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— an association of cultural centres of Ontario) asked CAFO 
to inform government authorities of their concerns about the 
economic survival of the dozen or so institutions which 
ensure the promotion and development of arts and culture 
on a regional basis. The Council followed up on this request 
by informing the Minister of Citizenship and Culture of the 
centres’ concerns and by referring to the conclusions of the 
Woods-Gordon Report, commissioned by ACCO and 
submitted prior to Christmas 1985. 


On the subject of the education and training of artists, the 
Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs, this year, addressed the 
representatives of the Ontario-Québec Permanent 
Commission to determine in what way interprovincial 
exchanges might facilitate the development of Franco- 
Ontarian composers, singers, performers, musicians, poets 
and writers. 


CAFO also organized, in March 1986 in Toronto, an 
exhibition of the paintings of the Franco-Ontarian artist 
Robbert Fortin. Journalists, senior civil servants, politicians 
and art lovers came to view the works of this Windsor artist 
in the offices of the Council at Queen’s Park. This Franco- 
Ontarian ‘‘first’’ was part of a permanent exhibition created 
to promote artists from the province’s francophone 
community. 





Léopold Lacroix 


In the area of libraries, the Council brought pressure to bear 
on the Ministry of Citizenship and Culture and the Ministries 
of Education and Colleges and Universities, through CEFO, 
to have the ministries and the agencies that report to them 
adopt a policy of purchasing books, records and other 


Franco-Ontarian products produced in this province. In 
February 1986, the Ministry of Citizenship and Culture 
awarded a grant of approximately $416,000 for the 
development of collections of French-language materials in 
Ontario libraries. This programme, which was developed to 
offer a better response to the needs of Franco-Ontarians, is 
now in its second year. 


In 1985-86 CAFO also continued to urge the Minister of 
Citizenship and Culture to ensure that Franco-Ontarians are 
equitably represented on the Board of the Ontario Arts 
Council. 


At the September 1985 meeting of the Committee on Arts 
and Culture, members decided to give priority to matters 
related to TVOntario. 





Onésime Tremblay 


¢ Speaking of TVOntario 


Since the inception of CAFO, Council members have always 
placed special emphasis on the area of communications and 
mass media. In 1984, CAFO in cooperation with the 
Francophone Advisory Council of TVOntario made a series 
of representations to government authorities to obtain a 
French-language educational television network in Ontario. 


These representations were instrumental in getting the 
federal and provincial governments to make a joint 
announcement, in December 1984, of their plans to allocate 
thirty (30) million dollars to set up a French-language 
educational television service at TVOntario. 


In April 1985, the federal Minister of Communications and 
the Minister of Citizenship and Culture of Ontario published 


documents which described the terms and conditions of a 
federal-provincial agreement in this area. 





Francine Lévesque 


During the months that followed this announcement, serious 
questions were raised regarding the introduction of the new 
French network. 


After setting up an ad hoc committee to study this issue, 
CAFO decided to obtain basic guarantees on several fronts. 
Through letters, briefs and meetings with the principal 
players involved in this project, the Council requested the 
following: 


¢ an increase in the number of francophones on the Board 
of Directors of TVOntario; 


e the integration of all French-language services within one 
division; 

e the recruitment of francophones with an excellent 
knowledge of the Franco-Ontarian community so as to 
serve faithfully the linguistic and socio-cultural interests of 
that community; 


e the broadcasting of the TVOntario French network signal 
on the UHF band in all parts of the province; and 


e the cable distribution of the new network on a channel that 
would be exclusive to TVOntario’s French service. 


Subsequently the Council recommended to the Minister of 
Citizenship and Culture that authorization be given to 
purchase transmitters in locations likely to reach the 
greatest number of Franco-Ontarian viewers. The Council 
also made representations to the Minister of Northern 
Development and Mines so that he would broaden his 
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programme of low power rebroadcast trasmitters in order to 
offer this service to Northern Ontario francophones. 


Health and Social Services 





Nicole Lafreniére-Davis 


The shortage of francophone professionals in the areas of 
health and social services remained a major preoccupation 
of the Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs for all of 1985-86. 


A standing committee made up of members having special 
expertise in this area undertook to draft documents 
suggesting measures which might be taken to improve these 
services. 


At the request of this committee, meetings were organized 
between representatives of CAFO and officials in the 
appropriate ministries to attempt to launch these 
programmes. Having already established the need to give a 
permanent structure to government services in the French 
language in Ontario and the urgency of introducing into the 
Legislature draft legislation guaranteeing to francophones 
access to these services, the Council undertook to define in 
a more precise way the needs of this community in the area 
of health and social services. 


A State of Crisis 


The Standing Committee on Health and Social Services 
observed, first of all, that the slow response of provincial 
hospitals in providing francophone patients with services in 
their mother tongue is directly related to the shortage of 
French-speaking doctors and specialists in Ontario. 


In the Northern regions of Ontario, the lack of French- 
speaking psychiatrists has caused serious difficulties for 
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Franco-Ontarians wishing to receive complete care: 
consultations and treatment must take place either in a 
second language or through a third party. 


Problems have also become evident in the decision-making 
process. To respond to this malaise, CAFO resolved to 
encourage citizens to join together to make their needs and 
expectations known. The Council proposed that Franco- 
Ontarians be named to the boards of hospitals and to health 
councils throughout the province. These representatives 
could then protect the interests of the Franco-Ontarian 
community by reserving monies and setting timetables for 
the introduction of services in regional institutions. 


The members of the Standing Committee also showed an 
interest in a tour organized by the Ministry of Health during 
the 1985-86 school year to encourage Franco-Ontarian 
students to choose a career in the health field. This 
promotional campaign was aimed at teenagers enrolled at 
the secondary level.

In addition, the Council reacted with great satisfaction to the 
decision of the University of Ottawa to offer, in September 
1986, physiotherapy and occupational therapy programmes 
in French. 


In February 1986, CAFO drafted a brief on all these issues 
which proposed further mechanisms to make progress in 
this area within the Ministry of Health itself. 


The Council stressed in its document that oral and written 
communications in French from this Ministry were 
inadequate and that the designated areas should be re- 


drawn to take into account the demographic and geographic 
evolution of the Franco-Ontarian community. 


In the area of recruitment and training of bilingual personnel, 

CAFO asked the Ministry of Health to review the possibility 

of: 

e informing Ministry employees of the extent of services 
they are expected to provide to Franco-Ontarian taxpayers 
in the designated areas; 


e re-defining hiring criteria so that mastery of French and 
knowledge of the Franco-Ontarian community become 
essential elements in the selection process for persons 
who deal with the public in designated areas; 


¢ naming francophones to key positions within the Ministry’s 
senior management so that they can participate in 
decision-making in the health field. 


Social Justice for Franco-Ontarians 


In November 1985, the Minister of Community and Social 
Services announced in Ottawa the general directions for his 
new policy on French-language services. The Council was 
pleased to see in this policy several of the measures that it 
was on the point of recommending to the Minister of Health, 
in particular measures related to bilingual personnel and to 
francophone representation on boards of directors of 
institutions in the province. 


The Minister of Community and Social Services went even 
further in the direction of official recognition of the rights of 
Franco-Ontarians. He made a formal commitment to defend 
their interests and to respect their points of view. In speaking 
of access to government services in French, and in making 
reference to the consideration which is owed to a minority 
that has made a significant contribution to the development 
of the province, the minister used the eloquent terms 
“fundamental social justice’. He vowed to ensure that there 
would be no second-class citizens in Ontario. 


The members of the Standing Committee on Health and 
Social Services resolved to follow closely the 
implementation of this new policy. 


In addition, the Committee began to prepare a brief to be 


presented to the Minister of Community and Social Services. 


In this document, CAFO sought, in particular, to identify the 
naturé and extent of problems in the area of social services.

Activities 





The main theme of 1985-86 for the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Affairs was the Future. Two of CAFO’s most 
significant activities during this period were organized to 
examine the future needs of the francophone community. 
These themes were ‘‘La Francophonie ontarienne en 
marche vers l’An 2000” (Ontario Francophones: Moving 
toward the Year 2000), for the meeting of the provincial 
associations in May, and “‘J’ai fait du chemin ...maintenant 
je pense a demain’”’ (I’ve come this far ...now I’m thinking 
about tomorrow), for the first Symposium on Francophone 
Women, in October 1985. 


In the same spirit, the Council advocated the establishment 
of short-, medium- and long-term policies aimed at assisting 
francophones in taking their rightful place in Ontario society, 
and at the national and international levels. 


To this end, the Council stressed the logic of granting 
Franco-Ontarians equitable representation within the 
provincial Public Service. At its monthly meetings the 
Council received spokespersons from various ministries to 
inform them how urgent this matter was and, in February 
1986, it supported the efforts of the Coordinator of French- 
Language Services of the Public Service Commission to 
improve the participation of francophones in the provincial 
Public Service. 


In addressing the minister responsible for the Public Service 
Commission, CAFO underlined the necessity to: 


¢ identify, for the short- and long-term, francophone 
recruitment needs within the Public Service; 


° train, upgrade and hire Franco-Ontarian personnel; 


¢ attract Franco-Ontarians into the Public Service by 
promotional programmes. 


In an attempt to help francophones participate in the 
government decision-making process in years to come, the 
Council collected more than one hundred and fifty 
curriculum vitae from across the province and delivered 
them to the office of the Premier of Ontario. 


It also welcomed, in the fall of 1985, in Toronto, the first 
delegation of the ‘‘Comité interentreprises des organismes 
de radio et de télévision frangais’’ (CIORTF), a joint 
committee of organizations of French radio and television 
personnel. In cooperation with |’ “‘ACCO”’, this meeting 
facilitated the development of the touring project ‘“CANADA 
1986’’, the objective of which was to inform committees of 
business firms from France of the touristic and cultural 
potential of French Ontario. 


The world-wide Francophone Summit, which took place in 
Paris in February 1986, offered Queen’s Park the 
opportunity to promote the province’s francophone 
community. 


The Minister Responsible for Francophone Affairs 
represented the Government of Ontario on the Canadian 
delegation at this international meeting. For the occasion, 
the Council presented him with a brief which promoted

cultural and commercial exchanges with the francophone 
countries represented at the Paris Summit. 





Michéle Farley 


The document in question suggested that the minister take 
this opportunity to: 


¢ establish a bilateral agreement on the development and 
implementation of a policy and of programmes of 
exchanges involving artists and artistic productions; 


¢ ask the “Agence culturelle et technique des pays 
francophones”’ (Agency for Cultural and Technical 
Cooperation of francophone countries) to establish 
multilateral exchange programmes involving professional 
training in the areas of television and radio production; 


* urge the “Office de Radio-diffusion Télévision francaise”’ 
(French Office for Radio and Television Broadcasting) to 
increase the number of programmes co-produced with 
TVOntario and to promote the Ontario French-speaking 
community and its culture; 


¢ establish, through the Ministries of Industry and Trade of 
France and Ontario, a commercial network which would 
be responsible for setting up francophone-staffed Ontario 
pavillions at international commercial fairs such as those 
in Lyon, Marseille and Paris; 


* initiate the twinning of French-speaking cities and towns in 
other parts of the world with Ontario cities and towns that 
have francophone populations. 


In exercising its mandate, the Council for Franco-Ontarian 
Affairs has a responsibility to associate itself with projects 
and activities in the Franco-Ontarian community. Here is a 
summary list of the events in which it took part:
